FIFTY-THIRD DAY OF 
THE 
SLICKENS 
CASE IN COURT. 


Judge Rhodes Presents Other Views of 
the Case for the People—Inter­ 
esting Argument. 


A t 0:30 a . M. yesterday, before Judge Tem­ 
ple in the Supreme Court-room, the argument 
in the case of The People vs. Gold Run Min­ 
ing and 
Ditch 
Company wae 
resumed. 
Judge Rhodes, for the plaintiff, addressed 
the Court. We think, he said, that we have 
shown in this case that the rivers have been 
filled largely, navigation seriously obstructed, 
highways impaired, public health injured, 
and private property injured; that these 
resultB flow fro m the hand of man, and if the 
defendant in any degree has c o n trib u te d 
thereto it is guilty, and sh o u ld be re stra in e d ; 
for if these fa c ts have beeD sh o w n a n u isan ce 
has been p ro v e n , a n d one of its a u th o rs has 
been p o in te d out. 


WHEN THE ARGONAUTS 
Arrived here, the waters of the Sacramento 
were clear and pure and those of the Ameri­ 
can river were deep and limpid, and the Sac­ 
ramento was in its whole course freely open 
to navigation. 
The American, clear up to 
Alder creek, flowed in great volume, deep and 
steady, over a sandy bed. 
Above Folsom it 
ran over a Arm bed rock, rushing with the 
power of a torrent, and perfectly clear and 
free from all mining sediment. 
So it was in 
1851. So, too, largely, in 1861, down to which 
time, no doubt, a large amount of material 
had been caBt into the stream. The floods of 
each year had, however, swept awav moat of 
the lighter material. The flood of Í862, it is 
shown, cleared out the strevm and restored it 
to its original condition, the matter of 
the early mining having bren mainly car­ 
ried away by the waters. 
Nevertheless, and 
despite all cour.s 1 for defendant say, the Sac­ 
ramento river, it is proven, all this time was 1 
not injured, and its navigation had not been 
impaired, large vessels being able to go up 
and down it clear down to 1865, and in no 
part had the river been materially injured. 
THIS FILLING 
Of the Sacramento river has been destructive 
to the levee system maintained under the 
authority of the State. 
It has cheeked the 
reclamation and rendered practically impos­ 
sible the reclamation of lands the State au­ 
thorized and encouraged to be reclaimed. 
Thus the lands bought cf the State were de­ 
stroyed and the authorized levee system 
necessary to their protection. 
Plaintiff dues 
not claim that there is no natural erosion. 
We know it and admit it. 
It always does 
follow 
the 
settling 
up 
of 
the 
face 
of the earth, and adapting it to man’s 
uses. 
Wherever water runs it will carry 
matter from the higher to the lower places. 
Yet, in full recognition of that fact, we 
claim still to hold the defendant, and even 
admitting the erosion to be as large as de­ 
fendant claims it to be. 
Admit that the 
American river carries as much matter as 
the Po ; but what, of it? Our duties, respon­ 
sibilities and privileges are upon us in the 
face of it, and of the true knowledge of the 
power and action of the streams, and the de­ 
fendant must look to it that he does not oc­ 
casion us greater outlay still to protect our 
property than we otherwise would. 
We do 
not hold him responsible for natural erosioD, 
but l.o'd he must so conduct his business as 
not to add to this natural erosion in any de­ 
gree. 
. 
BCT DEFENDANT ClSTS 
Into the body of the stream a vast amount of 
material. 
It is heavy material, and it passes 
down to the more level reaches, where the 
water was twenty feet deep, between high, 
well-defined banks, high and steep. 
They 
push on down to the points where the water 
can no longer mova it, and there the materi­ 
als drop and there they lie. The next instal­ 
ment comes, and it drops, and so the process 
goes on. 
The sand moves on till the heavier 
falls, and the lighter pushes still farther on, 
and so till the truer sands have gone the 
greatest distance. 
This process mates a 
graded, macademized way for the passage of 
still further material. 
The American river 
being thus filled, the Sacramento river was 
attacked. There come sudden rises next that 
wash out the lower cou -ses of the American 
and carry the deposits into the Sacramento 
and add to its filling. 
Now, movement from 
natural erosion is different. In case of natural 
erosion ths material is largely of organic mat­ 
ter, just enough of decomposing vegetable 
matter to unite with fae river material, and 
it comes just fast enough and no faster to 
equal the forces of the water, and it is con­ 
stantly carried on, added to the banks, etc., 
and so the relative congenial character of the 
banks and the bed of the river is maintained, 
not changed. 
We find where thouiaudt. of 
cattle and sheep have been herded for years, 
where the Boil has been trampled over for 
year?, where there has been no mining, where 
there are rains, torrents and floods, that still 
the streams there flowing remain as they were 
and suffer ro material changes. This is true of 
the upper Sacramento, of the streams leading 
toward the San Joaquin, and those streams 
flowing out of the coast range. 


HOW PAINFDL 
Is the contrast when we look at Ibis action of 
natural forces, and what we find on the 
American, the Yuba, the Bear, the Feather, 
the Gosumnes, etc. The artificial erosion is 
filling the Sacramento; the natural erosion 
has not injured its navigation. 
Counsel here 
sketched the filling of the Sacramento, the 
creation of bars and stoppage practically of 
navigation and lo?s of power in the river due 
to its unnatural tilling and the action of 
floods from inability of the river to doits 
duty. 
This has been going on, until water 
that would “ float a 74 ” has filled up at Sac­ 
ramento fall fifteen feel, and so on down to 
Steamboat slough and on to the full ebb and 
flow of the tide, and still the filling goes o d , 
and we come to Suisun Bay and find even it 
filled up to the extent cf thousands of acre3, 
and a narrow 
channel has been worn 
out 
through 
tho 
“ fill” 
in 
the bay 
by 
the 
river waters. 
The 
water 
no 
longer has the fres 
exit it had, and 
the river cannot clear 
itself 
as once, 
and these obstructions, thus placed in the 
mouth of the stream, tend to increase the de­ 
position of material above, and also to cause 
the deposit of other matter that else would 
have gone on and out at the Golden Gate. 
S , great was the power of the waters in the 
flood c.f 1862 that—as the Court will take 
judicial notice thereof—the rivers sent out, 
dear through San Francisco bay, a vast vol­ 
ume and current through the Golden Gate 
and out to sea, resisting even the tide itself, 
and cleaning out the bay largely. 
By the 
filling of the Sacramento, its water level has 
been greatly raised, its waters beld back, and 
as a result comes sipege and the destruction 
of the bank lands, which defendant so con­ 
temptuously terms swamp lands. 
Thus the 
agricultural strip of arable lands is steadily 
narrowed year after year, and rendered less 
valuable and less habitable. 
It is seedless to 
speak 
OF MARYSVILLE, 
Its condition is t‘K> well known. 
As to Sac­ 
ramento, he^e is the evidence. The soil is 
alluvial, and underneath all this valhy there 
is a stratum permitting the passage of waters 
below, induced by pressure from above. 
Let 
these processes go on, and when all the 
streams are filled it will be easy to see what 
will be the result. 
The waters must epread 
over the lands of the valley, and new chan­ 
nels he formed and new sections be destroyed. 
As the drainage prism on the west side of 
the Sacramento is narrowed by it, so will be 
the agricultural lands and tbeir value. The 
flood of 1881, though comparatively small, 
filled the basin in Yolo aa full as in 1862 
Every inch of 611 iu the Sacramento’s bed 
means an encroachment of many feet upon 
the agricultural 
ares on the west side. 
It is said the levee system of the State 
is not a good system ; that the sewer­ 
age 
system 
of 
Sacramento 
is 
not 
good. 
Well, the 
State established the 
one, and ore of her munlslpal corporations 
the other. B at has the_ defendent therefore 
the right to make either system worse? 
Have 
they the right to so add to the 
fill 
of 
the 
tivers 
that 
the 
levees 
will not even afford the slightest protection ? 
And it was esror to turn the American at 
right angles into the Sacramento. What of 
it ? Had I the establishment of a system of 
sewerage in Sacramento, I would abolish the 
cesspools—not lead the sewers into the lakes 
below. If I hsd the authority, I'd have 
had the raising of the city higher and its lo­ 
cation originally on higher ground. But here 
it is established by competent authority, and 
defendant cannot add to the inconveniences 
existing. They began their work with full 
knowledge of the existing condition of things. 
If there are cesspool* here, where is their 
right to raise their contente to the nrface of 
the granad, and thus still more threaten the 
health of. the people end actually mar it ? 


Will they svy that because a man has a can­ 
cer that mmt kill him, it is therefore a justi­ 
fication for any one, by violence or criminal 
neglect or act, to basten his death ? No. 
If 
the system of levses is bad, don’t do anything 
to make it worse. 
If the sewerage system is 
poor, do not add to its ills nor prevent its cor­ 
rection. But plaintiff does not say that 


NO MINING SHALL BE CARRIED ON. 
As defendant says, the question of reason­ 
ableness is to bo considered. 
Look at the 
East where waters are used, and are returned 
comparatively pure. But if I cut a gully, 
and through it pour a steady stream of used 
water, and polluted and injured, down upon 
my neighbor, he may well complain. We ex­ 
pect then to injure the water some by its 
use, but of that the people will not complain. 
They do complain, however, of the hundreds 
of armed and equipped hydraulic streams 
tearing down the hills, and while we say, 
let mining go on, we also say our navigable 
stream, our commerce, our lands, our cities, 
our homes, our health, must be protected. 
Defendant proved a flood in 1845 far larger 
than that of 1862 or of any other, and still 
there 
are 
proofs 
of 
natural 
era-ion. 
They proved a tradition of a still larger 
flood in 1830, eo great that the American 
at the 
month of Canyon 
creek must 
have been twice as larga at the mouth in or­ 
dinary floods—if that be true—but I doubt 
it; still the flood didn’t till the rivers, and the 
evidences of natural erosion were inconsider­ 
able, and the floods of 1830 and 1845 left to 
us the deep pure streams with high banks we 
found here in 1848-0. 
Though on the upper 
Sacramento the lands have for years been oc­ 
cupied and fully pastured with sheep and 
cattle, 
notwithstanding the (destruction of 
timber by fire, the denuding of the hills, the 
condition of the upper Sacramento is materi­ 
ally as it was when the Americans first came 
here. 
Compare these deep, clear upper 
streams, on which have been heavy milling 
operations, tilling of the soil, buildiog, cut­ 
ting of timber, years and years of pasturing 
—compare these to the lower Sacramento and 
the American, filled to the brim, muddied 
and loaded, and net* the condition of the 
country through which they flow. 


IF THIS BE A NUISANCE 
hava described, sud the defendant has 
materially contributed ¿o it, it is responsible, 
and if it Is a continuing nuisance he shonld 
by this Court ba continuously enjoined from 
his acts. 
If this 1 000.000 cubic yards of 
hard material proven displaced by defendant, 
does go into the river, does run dowD, or 
compel the descent of other material, then 
the defendant does materially contribute to 
the injury complained of. 
Price, Uren and 
Hobson, for defendants, testified with others, 
that the amount of material taken from the 
Gold liun mine, that comes down te the 
lower river, is so small as to be scarcely 
appreciable. 
One says 5 per cent., and Price 
puts it infinitesimal. 
T hold that all this 
material comes down. 
If not one hour, then 
the n ex t; if not one year, then the next. 
If 
so, th?n it contributes materially to the re­ 
sult complained of. The Court has heard 
the testimony, a id knows what has been 
proven on that branch cf the case. 
The wit­ 
nesses named predict that 
the materials 
mentioned will not reach the Sacramento. 
They don’t pay tbey won’t displaco other ma­ 
terial that comes down. 
If such displace­ 
ment does take place defendant is equally 
as responsible. 


IN 1850 AND 1851 
The American was free practically from de­ 
bris. There* fier it is established that mill­ 
ions of yardH of solid matter were cast into 
the stream—a-.y above Pi .kering’s Bar. They 
say the top Foil was light at their mine. 
But 
it can’t be construed that they eaid or meant 
that a particle of sand found at Pickering’s 
Bar is of aDy lees dimensions or weight than 
a similar particle of sand found in defendant's 
mine; nor did they say a bit of rock found 
at Farmer’s diggings was or is any le-s in 
weight or dimensions than a like bit found in 
defendant’s mine. 
But vast quantities of 
matter went iato the river from the backs of 
the stream, the result of the operations of the 
early miners. 
Down to Riee’s bridge the 
river falls twenty to thirty feet to the mile. 
The organic matter was throwD in above the 
lighter sand, and they all passed down and 
the cobbles remained. 
Then came the flood 
of 1862, and the testimony ia that the river 
was virtually cleared of ail material. 
If the 
flood of 1862 cleared the river then, would 
not a similar Hood in 1878 or 1881 have simi­ 
lar results ? If the flood in one case will re­ 
move the material put into the stream by 
natural causes, will not another like flood re­ 
move that cast in by the hand ef man ? Pro­ 
fessor Price Eays it won’t move, as it cements 
iu the stream. That is 
A NEW PROPOSITION 
■Vftcr all the statements of defendant about 
the value of slickens deposits to lands, and 
how, when it is cultivated, it will grow any­ 
thing. 
My friend, at that proof, suggested 
I get up a corner on slickens ; let me suggest 
to him to get up a corner on cement. E n­ 
gineers from Adam down have tried to build 
up dams to hold back waters ; built of solid 
masonry of vast proportions; built of solid 
and huge slabs of granite, laid in cement,dove­ 
tailed together, end sunk in grooves cf the 
bedrock, as was done in Massachusetts ; they 
have been built of earth in vast banks, and 
erected to the full extent of the skill 
of 
the 
engineers 
of 
centuries ; 
and 
yet 
the 
rains 
have 
come 
and 
they 
h (vo 
been 
swept 
away. 
(Counsel 
described one terribly destructive flood act­ 
ing on such dams). 
But now we have found 
forsooth, at last, a dam made of gravel bowl­ 
ders and cobble, and a few broken rocks and 
mingled in sand, and all laid in a stream of 
fearful power; thrown in loosely ; cast pro­ 
miscuously together; and find at last the 
Guld Kun mine has enough of cement in it 
to go into this mass of debris and solidify it 
to the depth of hundreds of feet; indeed 
my friend shouM get up a corner on 
that csmeut. 
Yes, it 
builds 
a 
dam 
that these men predict will resist perma­ 
nently the awful torrent of the river. To 
Bay the least, that it a remarkable predic­ 
tion, aud i t ’s founded on no fact, 
Now, in 
the banks of the river we bad tho chy, the 
protoxide of iron, the sand and gravel, tho 
cobble, and all the elements that are found 
iu the defendant’s mine, and yet it did not 
cement or, in 1862, resist the flood. 
All ex­ 
ample teaches us, chemistry teaches us, that 
all ihise materials acted on by water that is 
aerated tends to the dissolution and disinte­ 
gration of such material. 
The early wish- 
iog(, having all .these materials, did not ce­ 
ment, as Professor Price predicts for the 
defendant's washings. 
Counsel referred to 
the proven condition of the matter in the de­ 
fendant’s mine now, to show that the material 
was not cement, as was claimed, under the ac­ 
tion of water, nor did that which was thrown 
from the mine into the river prior to the 
flood of 1868, a fi o i that cleared the river 
and swept away all this material, the like of 
which, they now say, was cemented and is 
immovable. The well defined liae cf 


WATER-WORN ROCKS 
Along the river bear interesting testimony, 
and it is proven that this line keeps its rela­ 
tive position all along above the usual bed of 
the river. 
If the fills bad taken place as 
claimed, this lino could not exist without a line 
of water-worn rock above this line spoken cf. 
It cannot be that with the material cast into 
the stream, the bed of the river remained be­ 
tween Pickering’s Bar and ltice’s bridge just 
the same, and the theory of Professor Price 
be true as to the cementing process. 
No ; it 
has not remained there, but has washed out 
with each flood. 
But the ancient river beds 
point to a continuous channel from Iowa Iiili 
to Gold Ran, and on to Dutch Flat, and then 
on either side. The American river has 
cut 
its 
way down 
through 
300 
feci, 
ot 
this old 
channel 
for 
three 
miles, 
Why did not the material cement and stop 
in the river ? Did it become immovable by 
the actiou of water, though it contained all 
the elements referred to by the cement wit­ 
nesses ? But the cement, as hard as any in 
the lower portion of the mine, has been 
brought into Court—and the Court can see 
for itself—and it has been tried, and shown 
that, put into ordinarily clear water, it will 
in part dissolve, and even when exposed to 
the air will slack. No ore ever before heard 
that such material, torn by blocks from the 
mine, cast up by the monitors and scattered 
in large pieoes, will cement again. The truth 
is, it will, under air and rain, slack and not 
cement. 
Wby. the American river has cut 
its resistless way ttirengh the rim rock, down 
through the slate 1,400 feet; and yet they 
tell us the material they throw into the river 
will not come down. The power which made 
the old river channel ; that formed the Amer­ 
ican, and impressed on matter its erosive 
power, tells in tones that cannot be mistaken, 
“ It will come down.” 
It is not necessary 
that plaintiff shows that the material put in 
the river by defendant will come down in low 
water, or in high water, but that it dors come. 
Counsel then analyzed the testimony as to 
the upper and lower washings < f defendant's 
mine, to show that the claim of the defend­ 
ant, that iu the lower washings the material 
is heavier is not sonnd. 
Counsel entered 
alsO' upon a consideration of the mathe­ 
matical statemente of witnesses, as to the 
velocity of water and its power at given 
▼elocittee, and drew the onolnslon that 
ths power of the American river is ample to 
move huge mames of rock. Gould such % 


current be successfully resisted by the ma­ 
terial cast into the river? The works of tho 
hand of man, built to resist, have for ages 
given away, and none have to resist greater 
torreDts than those of tbo American river. 
No. 
The materials do more : they do go 
on, grinding their way with the same de­ 
gree of certainty with which we rely on the 
return of sunrise. 
Why the water upon 
rock, rock upon rock, bowlder upon bowlder, 
and all upon bedrock, wears away the rock 
and stone and rounds them off and reduces 
them in size and grinds to sand, and the 
sense of sight proves it beyond question. 
SEEING THINGS DIFFERENTLY. 
These engineers 
see things differently. 
When these scientific men become mining ex­ 
perts they see things through prejudice and 
interest. 
Professor Price is a learned man, 
and his testimony valuable as such, but he 
has become a mining expert, and we know 
now, if we did not before, that these en­ 
gineers and chemists, when they come to be 
mining experts and have mining interests, 
see things very differently from those differ­ 
ently situated. 
Who that has seen a moun­ 
tain stream but knows that mica is moved 
by it? Who but has seen it glistenirg and 
moving in the current ? If it be true that 
mica is found in the river sands here, and 
none in the Gold llun mine, is it conclusive 
that the sand didn’t come from the mine ? 
Certainly not, for there is enough of mica 
in 
the 
mountains, 
miles 
upon miles, 
sufficient 
moving 
in 
the 
streams, 
to 
almost 
make 
this 
mining 
sand micacous. No one pretends to say all 
this sand came from the Gold Run mine, or 
all of it is in its original condition, or that 
none of it camo from above or below the 
mine. 
But can any man by examination 
pretend to say that a given lot of sand did or 
did not come from the mine, when ia it is 
found granite and feldspar, etc., and when we 
find near to each other all kinds of sand, 
brought down by the same stream ? Pro­ 
fessor Price with all his knowledge is not the 
superior of Professor Lardu“r. 
His state­ 
ments are tinctured with the zeal of the 
mining expert. 


A fte r n o o n S e s sio n . 
Judge Rhodes resuming, reviewed the facts 
illustrating the irresistible force of the Amer­ 
ican river at high water, and the proofs 
that 
the 
mining 
material 
does 
pass 
down the stream, aud compared the Los 
Gatos 
and Alameda 
creeks, 
with leas 
grade by far than the American, showicg 
how the former "streams nevertheless carry 
gravel; also the proven fact of groat bowl­ 
ders moved by the current of Putah creek. 
It is not denied that other miners did, and 
now do, throw debris into the river, but that 
is no defense for defendant. 
If they threw 
in enough to half fill the Sacramento, it can­ 
not excuse defendant for adding still more to 
raise waters still higher and cause still 
other matter to come dowD. 
lie reviewed the 
facts to ehow that even the lodgment, as 
claimed by defendant, of matter from its 
mine, if it does take place, changes the 
character cf the stream by diversion, thus 
causing a stronger 
current 
and greater 
ero-ion and consequent injury, ahd tho re­ 
sponsibility therefore rests upon defendant 
just as if the heavy matter did c vme dmvn— 
admitting only for argument’s sake that it 
does not come down. 
Defendant, claims that 
slickens add to the value of the laud and fer 
tilize it. 
Why Bhonld it do so, if, as they 
claim, it does not come down ? They prove 
that in other places slickens has come on 
laud, and that farmers have begged tor it to 
ba turned on their lands, yet they hold that 
matter from their mine will nut make slick­ 
ens. 
But if it is admitfed that it ia a fertili­ 
zer, is that a reason tbey should put it 


INTO OÜB RIVER. 
Sugar is good, but not all of uv want it in 
nur tea. 
If we do not want our lands fertil­ 
ized by their slickens, they cannot force us, 
as a right, to take their deposit on our lands. 
Concede that the 
mines 
have 
wrought 
injury that were mined prior to defend- 
aet’s work. 
Still that does not excuse 
defendant 
from 
doing 
further 
injury, 
or 
adding 
to what 
has 
been 
done. 
It is no excuse that some cne ha? made it 
easier for them to do a wrong. Some of the 
positions taken by Mr. Wilson had surprised 
the speaker, as he bad not thought any one 
would be so bold as to advance or rely mvon 
them. 
As to prescription, when did it begin 
to them ? I acquire the right of way by pre­ 
scription ; when it becomes complete, then 
the Court will say I have a grant from the 
original owner. 
But I can’t prescribe against 
a trespasser, or against one not the owner. 
The State did not 
own 
the land or 
the water. So there was no prescription 
against the State. 
Who ever heard of 
a prescription against the United States c r 
tho public lands in such a case as this ? Own 
a quarter section and cross for fifty years the 
Government land to get to and from it, and 
yet we conld never claim a prescriptive right 
a.s against the Government. 
The State 
couldn’t lose title by defendant’s c’aim of 
prescription. The Civil Code, Section 3490, 
puts the matter to rest, unless the prescrip­ 
tion matured long prior to 1873. It is absurd 
to rely on prescription, unless there is some 
right claimed that is to be exercised.

spect to a nuisance continuing in its na'ure 


THE STATUTE OF LIMITATION 
Does not run. 
But defendant says the State 
has granted it a licenso to mine on the public 
land and to mine as.it does. 
If so it would 
be a valid grant against the land. Now, pub­ 
lic land was open to occupancy, and mineral 
land to being entered upon to be opened 
up in mining. 
One so entering 
coul 1 
defend against a newcomer not under title of 
the United State? ; but it was not a license. 
But it is said the liceuse is dednciblefrom the 
law of the miners set up by their customs. 
Recognition of rules as to mining on public 
lands (for the Supreme Cuurtsays they don't 
apply to private lands) was not a license to 
enter or do anything; but the law said, hav­ 
ing entered, these rules shall govern you. 
These rules related only to the acquisition of 
the miner’s title and his tenure, i. e., how he 
could gain constructive possession, and what 
mu-t be done to retain i t ; as to amount of 
work, kind of notice to be posted, etc., so 
that the miner might hold against the next 
comer. This definition covers generally all 
there ever was in miners’ law. But they claim 
these regulations had the force-and effect of 
law, and were recognized as such, and that 
airmng these laws was one fixing tho mode as 
to how the mines should be worked. The 
mode of working a mine was never fixed by 
miners’ law, and never was a custom. But 
is a practice a custom that has the force and 
effect of law ? Certainly not. I t used to be 
the practice of th# miners to go on any pub­ 
lic land and cut fuel or timber for the mine— 
they all did it. 
Is any one prepared to fol­ 
low that up and say tbat practice crystallized 
into a custom that has had the force aud 
effsct of law, by reason of recognition of the 
practice, and therefore any miner has the right 
as agaiDst the United States to go and take 
timber from the public land ? Again, it was 
the practice to take up the best stream to 
get water for the mice. Will any one con­ 
tend that the Act of Congress has given to 
that custom by recognition the sanction that 
makes it law ? Counsel here read from the 
Act of Congress, I860, to show that the 
State might provide rules as to drainage and 
easements, acquisition of water rights, etc , 
for the purpose of working mines. 
If the 
common law was sufficient, why legislate on 
it ? The Supreme Court has said that any 
adherence to custom among miners os to 
markiug the lines of locations, tbat were not 
in strict accordance with the statute (1866), 
would be of no effect whatever. The Act 
said the miners might make rules and regu­ 
lations relative to boundary lines, and the 
work to be djue necessary to holding, and 
tbere tbey ended. 


THE METHOD OF WORKING 
Never rose to the dignity of a rule. I t varied 
ia every settlement and never became a cus­ 
tom. The old mining lawyers and the early 
Judges never thought even of making such a 
point, nor did they ever set up any custom to 
give the right claimed here. 
In 34 Cal., 
62. 
Richardson 
vs. 
Kier, the question 
was as to the right of a ditch-owner to use a 
ravine as part of bis ditch, and it was held 
that if he so adopts it he must use it se as not 
to in jnre ths lands cf (another by overflow. If 
the overflow would take plane independent of 
bis ditch he would not be held responsible. 
Hill vs. Smilb, 27 Cal., 476, was read 
by counsel in full as in point. 
He then re­ 
viewed the New Hampshire case, where a 
s'rearu hsd on it a mill and a tannery. 
The miller remodeled his wheel and com­ 
plained of the tanner who put his bark into the 
stream, setting up tbat the bark materially 
injured the water for use in the wheel. 
Tnere the Court held it was a question for 
the jury as to this material deterioration of 
the water, etc. 
In 32 Cal., 1G6, the Court 
held that ths defendant could not so nae the 
water as to materially injure it for use b y one 
be'ow him, aud it made no difference bow 
small was the injury. If there was such a 
practice iu mining as is claimed b y defend­ 
ant, and it became a custom, it eannot gain 
the force and effect of law to do injury, as in 
this case. As well might one claim title to 
pnblic lands because o f pasturing on them 
for many yean, Bnt it is claimed defendant 
baa

name was Ursule. 
Taking advantage of 
the dark night she too plucked a sprig cf 
apple tree, sure th at Dobody saw her. Sbe 
was mistaken.

laughter at poor Ursule’s expense. 
Still 
they kept the secret amoDg themselves. 
They all agreed to play a trick on poor U r­ 
sule. 
Easter Evo one of the journey­ 
men gardeners removed the old sprig of 
apple tree 
from the vial 
in 
Ursule's 
bea-cbamber and put in its place a sprig 
covered w ith blossoms. 
W hen Urenle 
went into her bed-chamber she conld not 
believe her eyes. 
She returned to the ser­ 
vants’ hall ; her face was radiant with de­ 
light as she showed her trophy ; the laugh­ 
ter, jeers, hootings of her comrades re­ 
vealed the trick put on her. 
She stood 
dumb, confounded, trembling, scarcely able 
to restrain tears. 
Ju st at this moment the 
mistress entered the servants’ hall. 
An 
elderly servant explained the scene to her. 
The mistress said : “ Ursule, the apple- 
tree sprig may be trusted ; believe i t ; you 
will be married before Christmas n e x t; 
you are a virtuous g irl; I am sure yon will 
make a virtuous wife ; all yon w ant to get 
a husband ia money ; the money wanted I 
will give you.” 
As she spoke the mistress 
twined a 1,000 franc bank-note around the 
sprig and returned it to Ursule. 
A fort­ 
night afterward the journeyman gardener 
who bad put the trick on her asked her in 
marriage, but she refused him (at which he 
was greatly jeered) and married another.

“ A WAY, OF NECESSITY.” 
That cannot be as to lands of the United 
States. 
The State conld grant no such right, 
i he doctrine of “ a way, of necessity,” can* 
not apply in this case for the puroose of dis­ 
posing of materials out of which "the metal 
has been taken. 
Possibly a farmer cannot 
cultivate bis farm as easily or profitably un­ 
less he can fnrn his slops upon his Deigbbor ; 
but that would not be " a way, of necessity.” 
How can a way, of reressity, be claimed here 
for defendant that will not apply tc every­ 
thing else. 
Bot if it were so, and such a 
thing became a matter of grave injury to a 
large number of people, it is a nuisance and 
must be abated. 
It can give the miner no 
greater right than he is entitled to, who has 
for years owned and occupied his land and 
erjjy ed it, and as against whom the set of 
defendant is a nuisance. As paraftelisms, 
counsel cited the elanghtering of cattle for 
food, the trying of fat for tallow, the making 
of chemicals, etc., all useful and important 
industries, aud none of which can gain a 
right to continue a nuisance. 
Counsel cited 
the case of a butcher in San Francisco, 
who 
went 
far 
out 
from 
all habita­ 
tions and set up the business of slaughtering, 
and the city built up to him after twenty 
years, and the people claimed he was main­ 
taining a nuisance; and though he pleaded 
that for a long time hs had been in business 
there and that the people came about him 
and it was no fault of his that they did so, 
etc., yet the law compelled him to stop his 
butchering there. (Ex parte Shraeder.) How­ 
ever innocent the mining of defendant was 
once, the question is as to its present acts 
being such as to maks an intolerable nui­ 
sance now, thongh for years no one com­ 
plained. ’• e rule that applied to the butcher 
applies with the same force to the miner. 


OR, SUPPOSE, 
I live on the banks of tidal marshes and the 
stench from decaying vegetation and animal 
matter is intolerable. There comes a chemi­ 
cal manufacturer and sets np near me a 
chimney that belches forth stifling fumes. 1 
complain. ' Could it be claimed that it ia 
sufficient answer for him. and a good exense 
to reply, why notice how the air stinks 
a’revcy ? So if the defendant adds to the 
nuisance it is responsible. 


ESTOPPEL. 
Coui.sel says defendant can rely on the 
delay of the State to act on this matter, and 
that it is now estopped. 
Now there is a time 
in the history of all lands when somethirg 
becomes so intolerable that it can no longer 
be borne, and some one.at last complains. 
Now can that wrong become a right because 
it was not resisted at the first? No. There 
is do estoppel because the injury is recurring, 
and the law day by day gives tberightnf action. 
The law furnishes no basis for tho plea of 
estoppel in such 
a case as 
this. 
We 
have invoked the strong arm of the law to 
aire<t threatened injury'. 
It is not the land 
that has been rendered worthless, bnt the land 
threatened with destruction, the filling ef tbo 
lower lands on the margin of the rivers with 
sand, so tbat they will be unfit for cultiva­ 
tion fcr 100 years, the pushing of the stream 
ov6r toward the tule until the channel has 
changed. They have gained no right by the 
tolerance of the plaintiff. 
The State might 
have spoken earlier to preserve the naviga­ 
tion of the Sacramento river, but her silence 
gives no further right to further damage it. 
We say stop now and do no iito n injury, ir­ 
respective of what you have done in the past. 


DEDICATION. 
The doctrine of dedication was very beauti­ 
fully presented by Mr. Wilson, and I really 
thought once as I listened to him that all the 
ri rers aud creeks and rivulets clear down to 
the bays had really been donated, given, sur­ 
rendered, all these things, as dumping grounds 
for hydraulic miners. 
But cool examination 
of the law settles all doubt. There is nothing 
in it. The Government would have to do 
some affirmative act to dedicate. 
If it has 
dedicated one stream it has given all—there 
is no half-way business about it. 
Was all 
the water and all the timber deAtated as well? 
Judge Rhodes eaid his colleagues wculd 
discuss the question of dedication more fully. 
As to the Mexican law prevailing in the 
minds of the early miners, bo as to lead them 
to base their rules and regulations V.hereor, 
he doubted if they ever thought ab .ut, or 
Rny of them ever knew anythiñg about, Mex­ 
ican or Spanish mining law?» He has as 
much authority for disbelieving as Mr. W il­ 
son had for advancing the idea. 
As to ri­ 
parian rights, counsel could not see how any 
riparian right of the dtfendjnt gave ths 
right to ciscolor the water of the river and fill 
up its b:<l and float down tailings. They had 
a right to a reasonable use ef tho water. 
Bnt they dfd not U3e the water of the river 
to mine ; they used Urn bed of the river 
as a dumping ground, ana that is not a ripa­ 
rian right. 
As to the question of misjoinder, 
the plaintiff could not do othewwiss than sue 
the defendant alone. Plaintiff mm t suoecch 
one, says the Supreme Court. Siow because 
there is difficulty in showing jiist what dam­ 
age each cne cr any given one does, is no 
reason that one should not be restrained from 
contributing to the injury. 
If this was a 
question between a 82,500 mine and a 82,500 
farm, even the defendant’s Avunsel wculd 
have no difficulty in declaring the right prin­ 
ciple in this case. 
It is the magnitude of the 
interests involved that obscures their view. 
Judge Rhodes then addressed himself to the 
Chippewa river logging case, cited by Mr. 
Wiison, aud said : Logging was a part of 
commerce, a legitimate business on rivers in 
lumber regions. The State, without inter­ 
fering with the power of Congress to regu­ 
late commerce, may make rules and regula­ 
tions as between its citizens concerning the 
use of the rivers. 
In conclusion. Judge 
Rhodes referred to tho magnitude of the in­ 
terests involved in this case—so great as to 
stagger one who looks upon them. 
Ho felt 
Íhat the Court was competent to pass upon 
he issues, and he felt confidence in its 
anxiety 
to 
weigh 
*11 
the 
law 
and 
tho facta, and to fearlessly do justice. 
He asked if it is possible that this thing of 
filling the rivers, deRtroyicg the lands and 
depopulating the valley shall go on ? When 
shall tho end be? Shall it go cn till the 
mino is exhausted and tho land ruined? If 
so, we shall have neither mines r.or lands, 
and it will have been demonstrated that Gov­ 
ernments are established for the purpose of 
injuring the inhabitants they should protect. 
The Court then adjourned until Monday, 
to-day being a legal holiday, but Judge Tem­ 
pla will informally hear counsel's remarks to­ 
day. 
In this manner the argnment goes on 
and the legal holiday is observed.

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KEEPIKG WARM 


Sheltering all animals from the cold 
weather, from chilling winds which by 
their inotioc carry off heat more rapidly, is 
the way to save food and to save waste of 
flesh. 
If by'stopping this waste of heat 
from the snrface all the food consumed 
will not be wanted to make beat, a portion 
of it can go to increasing the flesh ; that is, 
to producing growth, or more can be used 
in making milk, eggs, etc., within the 
animal. 
Dyspeptic persons, those having feeble 
digettion or a poor appetite, get less inter* 
r.al beat from food combustion, and suffer 
from cold. 
Such persons need a warmer 
atmosphere 
or 
warmer dwellings, and 
warmer clothing to retain the heat that is 
produced. 
This applies to all animals. 
Close fitting garments, garters, lacing, 
boots, shoes, necties, etc., that prevent 
free, easy circulation of the blood, each 
and all diminish the amount of beat pro­ 
duced and its uniform distribution. 
Exer­ 
cise promotes more rapid circulation of the 
blood and increased heat production. 
Rubbing wet horse9 and other animals 
dry is very useful, not only to save heat, but 
also to save cold takirg. For the same reason 
aDy damp garments shotikl be replaced 
with dry ones as soon as possible, or enough 
covering be added to prevent chilliness 
from the evaporation. 
Free 
perspiration 
(sweating) 
in hot 
weather carries oil' a large amount of heat, 
and keeps down the temperature. 
If per­ 
spiration be checked, spoDging with water 
aids in cases of sun-stroke or depression' 
from heat. 
Persona have gone into hot 
ovens unharmed by encasing themselves in 
moistened garments, the evaporation keep 
ing down the heat about the body. 
Green 
wood, besides its inconvenience, is very un­ 
profitable. 
A large amount of heat which 
the dry portions would yield is lost by be­ 
ing carried cff in the evaporation of the 
sap. 
So of any wet oi damp fuel of any 
kind. 
As confined air is a poor conductor cf 
heat, all fabno3 that are porous, that is, 
full of little interstice®, tubes or holes filled 
with air, are the best protectors to keep 
heat from escaping from the eurface of the 
body. 
A loosely-worn garment or bed 
coverlid, is warmer than a compact, firmly 
woven one, because the air in the texture 
of the foimer conducts away heat less rap­ 
idly than the solid ones. 
Loose-fitting gar­ 
ments are warmer than close-fitting ones, 
for reasons above given, and also because 
the air-Bpace between them and the skin is 
a non-conductor of heat. 
Stone, brick or wooden walls, with per­ 
pendicular air-spaces in them are warmer 
than solid walls, because the air conducts 
the heat away less than the solid materials. 
A sheathing of tarred paper, or pasteboard 
or of any thick paper, even, placed midway 
between the clapboariing and the plaster­ 
ing to form two thin air-chacnbeis instead 
of one, adds greatly to the warmth of a 
house or o tu.er building. 
Two half-inch 
boards set a little apart to leave an air­ 
space between, make a far warmer house- 
wall than the same thickness of wood in 
inch boards. 
A layer of loose straw put between the 
wall and the earth banking up of a cellar 
adds much to the warmth, ou account of 
the air in the meshes of the straw. 
The 
same is true in covering roots or apples to 
be left out in heaps over winter. 
Double glass windows are several times 
warmer than single glass, because of the 
non-conductiag film of air between. 
So of 
double doors. 
Moving air both earries off heat faster of 
itself and also increases evaporation, thus 
largely diminishing the tem perature. 
A 
very small crack in a window, under or 
ov er.^r Hy the Bide of a door or sash, or 
elsewhere, produces a draft that require» 
much extra fuel to counteract the effects.

Poets and orators of th e days of ancient 
G reece and Rome w ere w ont to picture the 
farm er’s life as th e m ost independent and 
happy of all other classes. 
There is some 
inclination to tako the same view of the 
case a t the present tim e by im practical and 
im aginative people. 
Because the fanner 
prodncee from th e soil in its original or 
raw shape th e largest 6hare of th e food 
th a t m ankind consumes, and produces the 
raw m aterial m ostly w ith which m ankind 
are clothed, these im aginative people as­ 
sum e th a t he is independent of all other 
p eo p le; th a t he lives w ithin a circum ­ 
scribed sphere, and th a t w ithin th a t sphere 
he is a sort of independent sovereign and 
ru ler ; th a t in fact he can eat, drin k and 
w ear all hie own productions and no thanks 
to his neighbor or anyone else. 
Now, in 
this sense, th e savage who lives by the 
chase, eating th e m eat of the w ild beasts 
he shoots or captures, aud covering his 
nakedness w ith th eir hides, and knows no 
w ants beyond th e preeent, is even a more 
independent and happy man than the 
farm er living in a civilized com m unity of 
the nineteenth century. 
T he day is past 
w hen any man or class of m en is or can be 
independent of his neighbors, or cf the 
com m unity generally m which he lives. 
T he tru th is th a t the farm er is no more 
independent th an the m echanic, the m anu­ 
facturer, th e m erchant or th e professional 
m an. 
Civilization renders all class: s of 
people and every individual of a com­ 
m unity dependent on every other class or 
individual of th e com m unity in one sense 
or another, and the farm er is no exception 
to the general com m unity rule. 
I t is true 
all people m modern civilized com m unities 
eat bread, and the farm er produces the 
w heat of which the bread Í3 mado, and th a t 
if no farm er produced r.ny w heat, or grain 
of any kind, no bread could be made. 
I t is 
also tru e th at if th e farm er kept and sheared 
no sheep nor planted aud gathered no c o t­ 
ton, th e usual articles of clothing worn 
m ostly 
in 
civilized 
countries 
could 
not be h a d ; b u t it Í3 equally, tru e th a t' 
if th e 
mechanic m ade no plows, 
h a r­ 
rows, reapers and thrashing m achines, and 
no cotton gins and spinniug and weaving 
m achines, there could he no production of 
w h eat to any considerable extent by the 
farm er, and the cotton he could raise would 
be very lim ited. 
W itn o u t the aid of the 
woolen m anufacturer th e wool grown by 
th e farm er would be of b u t little value. 
T h e ravsga is in a m easure independent, be­ 
cause his W an ts are few and easily supplied. 
R educe th e farm er or any other class to 
th e condition of the savage, lim it his w ants 
sim ply to som ething to ta t. aad som ething 
w ith which to cover, in a m easure hia 
nakcdD£3s, and you m ake a com paratively 
independent being of him. Go still further, 
and inquire into the coiicii’-ion of the w ild 
anim als of the forest, aud to th e extent 
th a t their w ants arc few and easily su p ­ 
plied, to th a t ex ten t they arc independent, 
and therefore happy. 
But the farm ers or 
any other class of individuals outside of 
th e pale of civilization and its accompany­ 
ing w ants, and he is in a measure rendered 
independent ; b u t place him in a civilized 
com m unity, m ake him a civilized being, 
and he becomes dependent on th e other 
m em bers of th a t com m unity for nearly all 
th a t renders him com fortable and happy. 
N one h u t poets w ithout brains or inform a­ 
tion of a practical character, and dem a­ 
gogues, would a t th e present day Hatter 
the farm er by calling him independent of 
all. 
T he very fact "that th e farm er, as a 
rule, is isolated, aud lives away from those 
on whom ho is dependent, puts him to a 
disadvantage, and his dependence is brought 
more into prominence than th a t of any 
o th er class. 
W hile lie is plowing his land 
and cowing his eccd and harvesting and 
preparing h'.s grain for the m arket, or herd­ 
ing, caring for and shearing his sheep, or 
other ciop3 to sell, all other 
e m eeting each other in social 
,es.s interests, and becoming sym- 
wii.fi each other, and in a meas- 
ad to m utual protection, Dever 
in th e m eantim e cf toe farm er 
Emanda lor sym pathy and unity 


m ain interests arc not in practical farming. 
E ven in thÍ3 secret O rder the dependence 
of th e farm er is show n and felt. 
O ther 
interests, to a great extent, dom inate and 
control it. 
Even here th e farm er is b u t 
illu stratin g his dependence and how u tte rly 
impossible it is to become independent ex­ 
cep t through general intelligence. 


Bone Dust for W orn Cut W heat Land. 
I t is stated th a t in W ashington county, 
Ohio, th e farm ers had com pletely exhausted 
th eir soil by constant production of w heat; 
th a t old farm ers who had first settled the 
county, and had a t one tim e m ade a good 
living and become in a m easure w ealthy 
by raising and selling w heat, to their great 
surprise found- th eir w heat crops get­ 
tin g 
so 
light 
th a t 
th ey 
could 
scarcely 
m ake 
both 
ends 
m eet. 
T hey were in fact w oiking harder and 
practicing greater economy each j ear, and 
still each year were growing poorer and 
poorer. 
M any of them had to give up 
w heat-grow ing and resort to butter-m aking 
and th e production of eggs to get a poor 
living. 
Finally some Scotchm en came and 
bought up some of these exhausted farms 
and bagau sowing bone du st and w heat. 
In a few years the fertility of th e soil for 
w heat w-as restored and w heat became 
again the leading crop, and so rem ains. 
All the farm ers have followed the example 
of the Scotchm en, and th e whole people 
have been rescued from poverty and set 
upon their feet again. Bone dust did it all. 
I t is said there are thousands of fine farm 
residentes now in th e county th a t m ight bo 
inscribed “ Bone du3t did th is.” 
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comes about

Influence o f G raft Stock. 
I t is a debatable question w ith ho rticu lt­ 
u rists w hether grafts inserted in a tree 
have any influencs on the fruit of the 
original stock or tree, or on the other hand, 
w hether the original stem or tree has any 
influence un the grafted fruit, 
ft is im ­ 
possible to determ ine th is question by 
theorizing or philosophizing. 
The general 
opinion seems to be th a t th e influence in 
either case is b u t slight. 
B ut here comes 
a correspondent of th e P rairie Parm er 
and states a fact th a t seems to be contrary 
to th e general opinion. 
F o r th e benefit of 
our horticultural readers we quote from 
th e comm unication, giving the name of the 
w riter and his address : An old seedling 
apple tree of some th irty or more years, 
standing on the premises of A. J . Sm ith, 
in or near Galena, Delaware county, Ohio, 
produced a sm all green apple, one to one 
and one half inches in diam eter, considered 
w orthless. 
Some 
four 
or 
five years 
sinco 
the 
tree 
was 
top-grafted 
w ith 
four or 
more 
varieties, 
among 
them 
K ing of Tom pkins couuty, and tw o others 
which were red or striped aleo. 
The top 
was form td by separating into tw o main 
branches, inclining to the north and south. 
Owing to an intensely hot aud dry sum m er 
w hich im m ediately followed the grafting, 
those sc-t in the limbs on the south side 
failed, w hile those on the north ail suc­ 
ceeded, b u t m ade very feeble grow th th at 
season, 
l.a st year the wood springing from 
tho3c grafts fruited for th e tiret tim e and 
produced applesw bichare recognized as true 
specim ens of th e varieties thus engrafted. 
B ut here comes the curiosity. 
All the limbs 
w hich were left on the north side of the 
tree, below the point where the engrafting 
took place, produced last year, for the first 
tim e, a d istinctly red and striped apple, 
about double the size of th e green one for­ 
m erly produced 011 this limb. 
In quality 
I canm t say distinctly there is an im prove­ 
m ent, although M r. Sm ith thinks he can 
d etect a difference in flavor of the new of 
chaDged 
production. 
On 
the 
limbs 
on th e south half of the tree which 
were left below where 
the engrafting 
took place (nnd which failed) no change 
occurred in tho character of fruit, aud the 
same green apple appeared th is season as 
in days gone by. 
T he query now is. W hat 
caused th e changed condition? 
W as it 
owing to th e severe pruning ? 
If so, why 
did not th e south half of th e tree produce 
a red and striped fru it nearly, if not quite 
idéntica', w ith those on the north half ? 
Such n ot being th e case, we then m ust 
come to the conclusion the grafts of red 
and striped apples, inserted in those limbs, 
did, or m ay have had, an influence upon 
th e wood and buds below them . 
I do not 
desire to assert, 
or even intim ate, th at 
this is conclusive, b ut of sufficient definite­ 
ness to be stored up and used in com pari­ 
son, when accessary, w ith cases of a sim i­ 
lar character th a t may in the future be 
brought to notice.

F acts for Farm ers 
S ei.eotikG T ubes.—T he know ing planter 
prefers a stout stem, short rath er than long, 
an ; full of buds and spurs from which 
leaves can issue to shade the stem and help 
th e ascent of sap, which will alan yield 
early first sam ples of the fruit. 
If shoots 
issue from these lower down than he would 
have the head he stops the extension by a 
tim ely pinch w ith thum b and finger as 
grow th goes on. 
If th e stem is not erect, 
th a t is a m inor and tem porary draw back, 
easily rem edied by a stake and strin g ' 
rightly applied. 
I t is im portant th a t the 
roots of a tree be fresh, undried by wind 
and u o hitten bv frost. 
It a scrape w ith a 
fingernail shows a w hite, 
bright m oist 
suiface under the outer film of brown, 
th e roots arc sonod. 
As to the top, the 
ripe face shoots of last year indicate health 
and vigor. These shoots should lie shortened 
iu (except he one or three to form the 
head).

till th e siil w ith th eir own hands, who de­ 
pend on farm ing as a chief means of liv­ 
ing, tak e Tery littlo interest in agricultural 
fairs as now conducted.

m any of them attend th e fairs, bu t not as 
exhibitors or psrticB directly interested, or 
to gain practical inform ation about their 
ow n business, bnt as spectators.

T his vegetable is again 
becom ing a favorite for stew ing, like pars­ 
nips, 
w ith other vegetables, or stew ed 
alone, or when cut in slices and fried iu 
b u tte r for fritters. 
I t is the old salsify. 
T ry them th is spring for your own w inter 
use as a relief to turnips and cabbages. 
The children will be delighted w ith them . 
E arly in the spring spare some light, deep 
soil, such as you would choose for fine 
carrots, aud sow in drills ten inches apart 
an d not more than an inch deep. 
You will 
th in them as you would any such root, 
say to five inches apart. 
They will be 
fit to cook in the m iddle of the fill. W e 
have known the young plants to be used 
even in sum m er, in an emergency of com­ 
pany, for flavoring stews.

out all w inter, b ut should be dug early 
iu th e spring.

W hen the bill on Chinese immigration 
came up in the Senate Tuesday, General 
Miller took the floor nnd said th at sub­ 
stantially the same provisions contained in 
this bili had been before the Senate more 
than once, had passed both bouses of Con­ 
gress, and but for a Presidential veto would 
have been the law. 
They were again pre­ 
sented under circumstances equally impera­ 
tive, but iu aa unobjectionable form.

request is for a modification of the B urlin­ 
game treaty to permit restriction apoa Chi­ 
nese immigration. 
The sending out of our 
Commission, the negotiations of the new 
treaty and its ratification, had fully commit­ 
ted our Government to this pitch of restric­ 
tion.

No really great people should pre­ 
sent themselves before the world through 
their Government as a nation, irresolute, 
fi.kle, feeble or petulant—oue day eageily 
demanding

ment or concession, which on the next it 
nervously repudiates or casts aside. 
Can we 
m ike a solemn request cf China through the 
pomp of an extraordinary Embassy, the 
ceremonial of diplomatic negotiators, whom 
the President had dispatched, and exchange 
ratifications of a treaty granting our request, 
and within levs than half a year after such an 
exchange is made cast aside the concession 
and with entire irresolution ignore the whole 
proceedings? 
W e cannot afford to make 
such a confession of American imbecility to 
an Orient 11 power. 
The adoption of this or 
some such measure becomes necessary. 
I t 
seems to me the intelligent and consistent 
execution of a policy adopted by this Govern­ 
m ent under the sanction of a treaty with 
another great nation. 
If in the negotiation 
and ratification of a new treaty by the E x­ 
ecutive and tho Senate, and in the passage of 
the Fifteen Passenger bill, the Congress of 
the U nited .States had the faintest conception 
of what they were doing, and we know they 
had, then the policy of this Government in 
respect to the eo-called Chinese immigration 
subject has been authoritatively settled.

th at the movement of the Chinese to our 
Pacific coast is one partaking hut littlo of the 
qualities of an immigration, either in its pur­ 
poses or results, and is too much like an im­ 
portation to be welcomed without restriction, 
and too much like an invasion to be looked 
upon without solicitude. 
W hen it wad re­ 
membered th at by the publication of a clever 
forgery, intended to create suspicion aB to the 
sincerity of the expre sii.ns just quoted, he of 
blessed memory came near being defeated for 
the Presidency, the strength and universality 
of the public opinion which he so forcioiy 
expressed bícaine the more manifest. 
Miller next argued th at the eff.cts cf an 
adverse vote 011 the. bill would be an invita­ 
tion to the cocljes to come ; a shout of wel­ 
come across the Pacific to the m yriad hosts 
of tfce strange people; a commission for 
speculators iu human blood, and to the traf­ 
fickers in human flesh, to ply their infamous 
trade w ithout im pediment under the protec­ 
tion of tho American fl ip, and to em pty the 
teeming slave-pens of China upon the soil of 
California. 
UNANIMITY OF THE PEOPLE OF THF. PACIFIC 
COAST. 
H e emphatically denied th at the advocates 
of restriction were to be found only among 
the vicious anil illiterate elements of Califor­ 
nia society. 
He cited the vote of th at State 
in 1879, wiien there were only 883 votes in 
favor of Chinise immigration, to 151,638 
againet. 
In Nevada there were 183 votes for 
t > 17,259 against. 
Thus the people face to 
face with it, and who know w hat it is, are 
practically unanimous agiiost it. 
He argued for the practical common set se 
view as against the sentim ental or emotional 
treatm ent of the subject, and sketched the 
origin aad development of the radically an­ 
tagonistic elements cf the diverse Anglo- 
Ssxon and Oriental civilization, which, encir­ 
cling the globe from opposite directions, bad 
finally met in California, on the shores of the 
Pacific, and existed there to-day as a distinct 
a td hostile force. 
He next brought Into full view the impos­ 
sibility of their a-similation and the ultim ate 
displacement of the one by the other, which 
history had tliown to be the result of ail a t­ 
tem pts to merge the two. 
W herever the 
Chinaman lia.l been placed he had retained 
every' peculiarity of the habits and modes cf 
his Ufe and of his aucestors for fifty centuries 
unimpreesible. 
The effepring horn on Am er­ 
ican soil and reared up under American influ­ 
ence have grown up Chinese in mind, feature, 
form, character and method, the tam e as 
their parents. 
Thera wa.3 an irrepressible 
co: flict between the civilization of the E ast 
and that of the W est. 
BLIGHTING EFFECT ON AMERICAN LABOR. 
The effect of the presence of this persistent 
race upon the more impressible American 
should be considered. Already, in California, 
the white firm laborer who is forced imo 
competition with them, adopt f heir nomadic 
habits, and has no home in tho family he 
serves, but is a ‘‘blanket m an” who works id 
the fields during plar.tirg and harvest seasons, 
and roams the remainder of tl e year in search 
of ether employment. 
H is shelter is the 
ttraw stack and his food is anything th at he 
can get. 
The great wheat-growers, in their 
immense operations, are thus relieved from 
employing continuous labor, and the result is 
large farming to the exclusion of small Ameri­ 
can bornee. 
In the m anufacturing districts 
the result is hoodlumism, which drives the 
young of both classes to idleness in the 
street. 
Coming ar.d going as individuals, the 
Cninese, as a people, remain here, and their 
number is constantly increasing. 
They have 
ultim ately corqtured every territory that 
they have invaded. 
They he.d invadid Mon­ 
golia, M antchurii, Thibc', Ture osla end the 
Philippine Islands. Indeed they had overrun 
these countries, notwithstanding an occa­ 
sional massacre and their being frrquently 
driven out. 


THE IMPENDING 
INVASION— EVILS FELT IN 
CALIFORNIA. 
The exodus from the provir.ee of ICwang 
Tung to tbe U nited States had been iu pro­ 
gress for many years, at:d this hegira, in the 
same ratio to the population, would have 
been general in all the ppovinces of China if 
the facilities of tram fer therefrom had been 
the same. 
Then there would have been 
already in the U nited States more than thir­ 
teen million of able-bodied Chinameu. 
The 
millions of half-starved Chinese of tte north­ 
ern provinces were eager to come. 
During 
the late basinets depression, while thousands 
of white mea and women were walking the 
streets of Siti Francisco begging for work, 
cargoes of Chinese regularly arrived by great 
steamers aud weie conveyed to the distribut­ 
ing dens of the Six Companies, and within 
three or four days thereafter every Chinaman 
was in his place at work, while the white un­ 
employed were etill walking the streets. 
Since business has revived, the excess of these 
arrivals and departures has averaged about a 
thousand per month in San Francisco alone, 
and with cheapened transportation to the 
East, the importers will extend their opera­ 
tions into the Middle and Eastern States, un­ 
less prevented by law. 
NOX ASSIMILATIVE AND ALIEN. 
Unlike European immigrants, the Chinese 
are not free and independent men. 
They do 
not come lure to become citizra?. 
U ntil it 
can be shown th at they are fit to take part 
in free government they should not be al­ 
lowed to supersede the 
Caucasian 
race. 
“ Cheap labor,” said Miller, “ is not the 
cause of national wealth, hut of national 
poverty. 
Temporarily, and under peculiar 
conditions, cheap labor m ight be an advan­ 
tage ; but where we are confronted by the 
fact th at the introduction into enr country 
of an alien race if men who perforin the 
cheap labor, operates in a displacement of 
the natives of the soi1, 111 in for m ar, aad sub­ 
stitutes 
a non-assiroilative, heterogeneous 
people, utterly unfit for and incapable of 
self-government, the question assumes pro­ 
portions which are not to bo measured by ths 
application of mere economic theories.” 


MERE MACHINES FOR CHEAI- LABOR. 
Senator M iller then gave a graphic sketch 
of the unchanging social condition and modes 
of fife of the laboring class in China from tbe 
early periods of their own history, and 
showed th at by a “ survival of the fittest," 
tho Chinese laborers of to-day are men who. 
by long training and bv a heredity which^has 
been stamped upon them and ground into 
them, through centuries of time, have become 
hardy, enduring, machine-like in every physi­ 
cal characteristic. 
To compete with the 
Chinese the white man m ust become such a 
man as the Chinaman is ; ha m ust work as 
the CbinatnaD w orks; subsist on cheap food, 
and innre himself to the same disgusting aDd 
parsimonious d ie t; he must adopt the pack­ 
ing habit in which tho shelter and space now 
required (cr one white man will be sufficient 
for ten Chinamen. The unmarried man must 
not marry, and those who have wives or chil­ 
dren, must give up home or resort to % hovel; 


the echoal-hous9 door c m no longer swing 
open to adm it tbe American laborer’s child, 
for under this gandir g competition every 
human b ein g .out of puling infancy m ust 
work for means of subsistence. 


FfiOTECTIOY FOR AMERICANS. 
General M ilier at this point adduced nu­ 
merous statistics, showing the extent t ) which 
the whites in California had been supplanted 
in various m anufacturing and other industries 
by Chinese and driven to othsr regions. 
H e 
called special attention to the fact th at we 
protect our labor from the competition of the 
cheap labor of other countries by high tariffs, 
and he invoked this protective principle, as 
against a cheaper than the pauper European 
labor, which was now directly competing on 
our soil with American labor. 
W e tax our 
products to protect our labor against low 
wages, and yet, in California, the Chinamen 
who can drive or lower the pauper wages is 
adm itted free to competition with our work 
men. 
He (M iller) w iuid not be surprised if 
a speech were made against Chinese restric­ 
tion. 
I t would be by a protectionist, by 
which term he m eant one interested in pro­ 
tecting what is known under the comprehen 
give phrase, “ American industry,” which is 
descriptive of other interests than those of 
labor. 
H e urged th at servile Chinese labor 
could not be allowed to exist with high pro­ 
tection for manufacturera, except by making 
the poor American laborer poorer and the 
rich m anufacturer richer. 


THE BIGHTS OE SELF PROTECTION. 
Upon the point th at the argum ent against 
the Chinese was an argument agaiust all im ­ 
migration, he contended th at the objections 
to the one instance were inapplicable ss to 
European immigrante, who became producers 
and consumers, meet oar laborers on sn 
equality, and assimilate w ith us and become 
part of our Government. 
NoEe of these 
things were true of the Chinese. 
A fter de­ 
scribing the manner of their coming and the 
character of their bondage while here, he as­ 
serted the unquestionable right of self-prei-er- 
vation as against an objectionable or danger 
ous class cf immigrants, and further th at a 
discrimination had always been made by us 
against the Chinese. 
N ot only our natural­ 
ization laws, but the Burlingame treaty con­ 
tained express provisions against their na­ 
turalization. 


DANGERS OF CHINESE CITIZENSHIP. 
In reply to a possible suggestion that they 
ought tobe adm itted to citizenship, he showed 
th at in euch an event there" would he intro- 
duoed into the governing [low er of this nation 
au element th at is more venal, more irrespon­ 
sible, ignorant and vicious than has ever been 
infused into the body politic. 
B ut whether 
the Chinese remain pariahs, o ra te made citi­ 
zens, they add a new peril. 
H e said that the num ber of men capable of 
bearing arms in Ca'ifornia is about equally 
divided between Chinese and white peoplp. 
If this condition existed in N orthern States, 
would it bo imagined th at no serious conflicts 
would eneue ? Referring to the late war as 
tbe ultim ate result of the introduction into 
ibis country of an alien and servile race, 
Mr. M iller asked : “ W ith our memory still 
burdened with tho horrors of that long agony 
of war, can it be possible that we shall lunger 
permit a like policy to prevail, and tem pt 
heaven or fate to eco urge our posterity as we 
have been scourged for the m istake of our 
fathers ?” 
H e asse rie i the wisdom of imposing m ill 
dir elim inations upon Immigration generally, 
in view of its rapidly-increasing volume, so 
as to keep the bad Bort out, and after enlarg­ 
ing on tbe dangers of free governm ent the 
debasement of our peopfle, and the degrada­ 
tion of i-ur sovereignty from the dumping of 
the “ riffraff ” of the nations upon our stree's, 
he m aintained th at we should properly begin 
by excluding the Chinese. 


ELOQUENT ArPEAL IN THE NAME CF CALI­ 
FORNIA. 
In corclm ion, Senator M iller said: “ To 
those w ho believe th at there is no danger of 
any general disturbance of our sacial econ- 
omy’or political strata by the introduction of 
the Chmese cn the Pacific coast, I beg to sug­ 
gest th at the evil is already upon us. 
The 
contest is in progress, and we ask for the re­ 
lief which this measure is intended to give 
for the Pacific coast alone. 
If, in your 
opinion, 
it 
¡8 
not 
necessary 
to 
save 
the 
whole 
country 
from 
the 
evils 
of 
which 
we invoke 
the 
protection 
of the N ational Government then we ask 
relief from 
an invasion of 
which 
we 
ourselves, are cot perm itted by the Consti­ 
tution to repel. 
If the people of California 
were free to act, you would not be troubled 
here by the Chinese question ; they would 
have settled it lorg ago, uot arbitrarily, nor 
in frenzy of pasfion, but peaceably aud hu­ 
manely, and by law. 
I t m ust be apparent 
now th at cur people believe th at our fair 
átate, and the whole Pacific coast, are in the 
presence of a great and to you a straDge peril, 
and we further believe th at our peace and 
prr sperity, iu some degree, sffect the tran­ 
quillity of the whole nation. I 111 ike this ap­ 
peal in behalf of a grand people, gene-ron?, 
loyal, brave, enterprising aud 
intelligent. 
They

THE 
CARPET 
QUESTION 
REVIVED — A 
HOUSEWIFE’S EXPERIENCE. 


P artial C arpets o r R uga—Their A dvantages 
and th eir D isadvantages—A M atter cf 
V ital S an itary Im portance. 


S a c r a m e n t o , M arch 2, 1SS2. 
Dear Household : Two years ago, with 
strong, and to me convincing, reasons, you 
aud several of your correspondents dis­ 
cussed the carpet question, and, if I re­ 
member aright, it was pretty much agreed 
that we would be far better off without 
carpets. 
N ow I wish to ask you to renew 
the discussion, if you think it w ill be 
profitable for your columns, because I 
know several ladies who have been experi­ 
menting—m yself among them — and have 
worked out certain results ou the carpet 
problem, and I think the readers of the 
R ecord-U nion should have the benefit of 
them. 
Now, supposing you to consent, let 
me give you my experience ; I hope you 
may be able to publish it. 
W hen the question first came up I was a 
great doubter. 
W h a t! go w ithout carpets 
in m y house? 
The thiDg was too absurd. 
B ut one day m y E lg a r w ent down w ith 
the lung fever, and when the doctor came 
he told me th a t in th e room w here the 
child lay there m ust be no sw eeping of the 
T urkey carpet w ithout rem oving the little 
fellow from tho room, and as to th a t he 
would prefer th a t he be not removed. 
If I 
m ust sweep then do it w ithout raising any 
more du st th an is possible. 
I asked the 
reason w hy, woman like, and m y doctor, 
who alw ays tries to give a reacon for w hat­ 
ever he advises, replied th a t th e lungs of 
th e child were in a very delicate Btate, and 
he desired to keep out of them an y .irritat- 
ing substances ; th a t w hatever people m ight 
eay, he knew from his own experim ents 
th at carpets conceal such fine particles of 
m atter, and send them into the air of the 
room w henever agitated by th e broom, or 
the foot even, th a t whoever is in the room 
m ust breathe these particles into the lungs, 
and in all cases th a t was injurious, and 
doubly so w here the lungs were violently 
inflamed. 
W ell, th a t set me to thinking. 
I couldn’t bear th e idea of living w ithout 
carpets, b u t we bundled the boy all up, 
and in fifteen m inutes we had th a t carpet 
up and out of th e room. 
T hen we covered 
the floor, very nearly, w ith a large new 
rug, or sort of half-way concern betw een a 
crunib-cloth and a rug, an d then we pu t 
E dgar back, and w hen tho doctor came I 
tell you he was greatly pleased. 
Then, as 
he s»w I was open to reasoD, he said, 
“ Don’t p u t the carpet back w hen th e boy 
gets w ell,” and I did not. M ore th an th at, 
we have up to this tim e taken up th e car­ 
pets in every cham ber 
in 
th e 
house 
except 
the 
guest 
cham ber, 
which 
is 
used 
very 
little. 
Also, 
we 
have 
abolished the carpet iu the dining room and 
the liviug-room, but have uot touched those 
in the library or parlor, as they are little 
used. 
W hat have I substituted in their 
place ? 
W ell, I ’ll tell you. 
A ll th e car­ 
pets th a t I took up I reduced in size, so 
th a t some cover tb e floor w ithin one foot 
aud some w ithin three feet of th e wall, and 
in one case it covers the entire floor. 
I 
turned and bound all th e edges w ith a 
broad hem th a t I filled in w ith burlaps to 
give the hem w eight. 
W herever th e car­ 
pet left a m argin of bare floor 1 p rinted the 
floor a pleasing tin t. 
T h at is all I needod 
to do. 
You argued two years ago in favor 
of a total abolition of carpets. 
You see 
th a t I do no t abolish b u t still nse, and do 
it in a way th a t removes all the objections 
to the carpet and a t the same tim e gives me 
all the comforts of the carpet. 
E very 
other day the m aid runs a carpet sweeper 
over the floors, and on th s alternate days 
these rugs are tak en up aud shaken out, 
out of doors, aud then spread again. 
Now 
'some ladies will find objections to all this, 
and to them I will m ake reply, for I have 
fought the ground ali over w ith m y neigh­ 
bors, and have in every case won them to 
my way of thinking, though only a few 
have had th e courage to follow suit, and do 
as we have done in our house. 
F irst— “ The plan w ill m ake the house 
cold.” 
N o such thing. 
H ow m uch cold, 
m adam, do you th in k you keep out of the 
room by having your carpet fast to the 
floor as com pared to the carpet unfastened ? 
N ot one-tenth more. 
No carpet can be 
laid air tig h t along the base-board. 
Cold 
air will come up if the floor and base-board 
’do not m atch closely. 
W hat I did was to 
close up any cracks tightly by caulking 
them and w axing over the caulking ; b u t I 
had bu t one room in m y house th a t was so 
pourly constructed aa to need that. 
In 
one, where the settling of the building had 
opened a seam betw een the base-board and 
floor, m y husband had strips driven in 
tightly and then finished over, ju st as if the 
base, or wash-board, as some call it, had 
been broadened. 
.Second— “ B ut th e cold air comes iu a t 
the cracks of th e floors.” 
W ell, th e more 
shame to you, m adam housewife, if it dots. 
All floor cracks should, carpet or 110 carpet, 
be cleaned out ar.d filled ; herm etically 
sealed w ith wax, and co t left, as nine cu t 
of ten do leave them , to le catch-alls for 
d irt that, will heat up into the carpet and 
so into tbe air, and be breathed into the 
lungs. 
Sit, my dear women, oppoaite the 
window, and when the sunbeam s come 
glinting into the aparto ent, w atch the 
m illions upon m illions of lino particles 
floating in the air th a t jo u and your chil­ 
dren m ust breathe in w ith every inspira­ 
tion. 
T ine, as science teaches, some of 
them are there in the purest air, and all 
t h a t ; but go into an uncarpcted room and 
w atch the play of th e sunbeam there and 
note the w onderful difference. 
T hird— “ B ut it is such hard w ork to 
lift heavy floor-cloths, or rugs, or loose car­ 
pets, and shako them o ut—it is back- 
destroying.” 
As to th at, 
yep, it is not 
easy work. 
I do not know cf any house­ 
w ork th a t does no t have its draw backs— 
no pun intended—b u t m y experience is 
th a t it is ju st as easy again to shake ont 
those rugs or loose carpets as it is to sweep 
the perm anent carpet. 
Sw eeping alw ays 
did kill me out. 
Besides, good neighbor, 
th e dusting is lessened nine-tenths under 
m y system . 
Also, my furniture is taved, 
and does uot have to be cleaned once where 
before it hail to bo wiped out ten times. 
A dd to this the fact th a t your own lungs 
and eyes and ears are co t tilled w ith dust 
by your house-cleaning as much as before, 
and remember th a t th e moveable carpet 
does not gather du st enough in tw o days 
to make the “ sh a k in g ” process half so 
formidable as you think. 
A t any rate, the 
benefits I find are ten to one in favor of 
m y plan. 
Then rem em ber, m adam , th at 
it is “ stylish,” too, if th a t counts w ith 
you. 
Iu Europe I saw the houses of the 
finest mansions w ith uucovercd floors ; and 
indeed, it was th e rule in some parts to 
find the p'olished floor and th e large, soft 
warm rugs, and th e exception to find the 
filth-gathering carpet. 
Now, dear Household, iu all this the 
g 
reat aud most important matter has not 
een touched. 
Let me tell you what my 
physician says : 
“ Carpets, Mrs. T 
, are the source of 
much disease. 
Much of the matter the 
body casts off is taken up by tbe carpet, to 
be soon sent out into the air of the room 
to be breathed up into the human lungs, 
and to propagate dieease and make work 
for my profession. 
You ought to know 
yourself that carpets will hold the odor of 
a lick room for weeks. 
W ell, what is 
odor ? 
It is the minutest of atoms passing 
off from substance. 
W ithout substance 
there can be no smell, as Edgar here would 
call it. 
I think you understand me, Mrs. 
T 
. 
Add to what the body casts off 
exhalations of fec»l matter necessarily left 
for a time in a room, aud then the odor of 
food, the deposits of matter brought in by 
the outer air, and other means of charging 
a carpet with material, and you will see 
that the carpet is ehargeable with much of 
the disease of this age. 
The same may be 
said, in a degree, of heavy hangings and 
soft goods curtains, and bed clothing, and 
that is the very reason you daily air your 
bed clothing. 
W hy should not people air 
the clothing of the room that is under foot 
and catches a hundredfold more of filth 
than the blanket on the bed ?” 
“ But, doctor, you have fixed carpets in 
your house a n d 
” 
“ Ah, my dear madam, I have a wife who 
is nut yet convinced. 
W ait until some 
epidemic and contagious disease gets into 
the family, as it is liable to, and then by 
virtue of my sovereign right I can order 
the destruction of the carpets, and then— 
well I guess Mrs. ------ w ill come around, 
to keep the peace, and see how you have 
oarpeta, aad yet no carpets," 
My dear Household, you have my experi­ 
ence. 
It ia a year to day since I entered 


on the new arrangement. 
A t first I had a 
hard time with the members of my own 
house, but now all, clear down to the baby, 
would rise in rebellion if I should attem pt 
to reinstate the old order of things. 
W hat have other readers of the R e c o rd - 
U n io n Household column to eay to all I 
have written ? 
M rs . L. R . T. 
Concerning the carpet question, it is to 
be said that there are two sides to the de­ 
bate. 
W hile we are anti-carpet, for a rea­ 
son founded wholly on sanitary grounds, 
and as against which all objections and in­ 
conveniences go for naught— for we avoid 
even the objections suggested in our corre­ 
spondent's letter, and all of those below 
cited, by the total abolition of tbe carpet— 
still we wish to.b e fair, and preeent the 
views of the friends of the carpet as against 
the plan of partial carpets, or the rug sys­ 
tem. 
These are, in brief : 
1. The rugs trip up elderly and even 
firmer-footed people.

If any take it up with the idea 
that they are again to be regaled w ith the re­ 
cital of the wees of the South, the details of 
the wreck of the Rebellion, and the hates and 
prejudices of the late rebels and the conquer­ 
ing N ortherners, or with the abstruse politi­ 
cal or other problem? of reconstruction, they 
will be much m istaken. 
The story id in a 
wholly different vein. 
I t had exceedingly 
little to do with the m atters mentioned. 
I t 
is a volume containing two narratives—one 
that gives its title to the book, and the other 
entitled “ M amelón.” 
The first i? a love 
story illustrating the family pride th at is so 
characteristic of the old Southron?, and mak­ 
ing almost painfully clear the murderous ex­ 
tent to which tl e same will iesd. 
John Eax 
is the name of a progenitor (I a poor and 
lowiy girl, with whom the hero of the tale is 
sm itten, and whom he marries despi'o the 
proud opposition of his family, who fail to 
convince him he is lowering the family dig* 
n ty and ontrsgm g all its traditions hy uni - 
ing the Dame with th at cf one who is 1 nvly 
horn. 
I’ersecuted most hitteily, he is driven 
from his home, cut iff from his inheritance, 
and proscribed among men. 
But for all that 
he m arries the niece of his rather’s overseer, 
and manfully m aintains his right to do as his 
own judgm ent dictates. 
H e rind? more than 
one warm and sym pathizing heart among hi* 
fellows of the South, and th at while all stand 
in awe of the old family pride, there aro not 
a few that are free to confess under the breath 
that they would do exactly as he did. 
In 
time he lives down the past, and the name 
John Eax proving tbe key to a long-waiting 
fortune th a t was his wife’s by inheritance, 
they acquire wealth, but tie wife dies, and 
the here—and here is the weak point in the 
whole plot—returns to his old home and m ar­ 
ries the woman who had been selected for 
him by his family in the first instance. 
The 
only saving point in th at performance is 
found in the fact th at the woman was really 
devoted to him, and had remained a m artyr 
to her love which ho had once epurned. 
In ­ 
deed more, it was the who had secured his 
escape from the persecutiors of his family, by 
buying up w ith her own fortune the debts 
th at he owed, and, under a harsh law regard­ 
ing debt, secured his airest as a means of 
placing him beyond the power of his relatives, 
whose hatred pointed toward intended assas­ 
sination. 
From that imprisonment she com­ 
passed Ids escape by forcing him to fly when 
the opportunity offered, by the connivance of 
the jailer, whom she controlled, for he was of 
the kind who would eisa have remained, met 
his fc63 and have become their victim. 
Tho 
story i* well told, but lacks the vigor th at 
m arkul ‘‘The Fool’s E rrand,” and the power 
made manifest in “ Bricks W ithout S traw .” 
I t ¡3 a Iovo tale with the shadow of hate and 
tho burilight of a woman’s devotion. 
I t will 
uot add m aterially to Ju?ge Tourgee’s liter­ 
ary reputation, while it wilt not in any m ate­ 
rial degree decrease the respect of the world of 
readers for bis undoubted ability, “ M amelón” 
is a tale quite the opp site of “ John E ix .” It, 
too, is a love story, but the plot is of gentler 
character. 
I t involves the love and sorrow 
of an cx-Confederate General, whose wife is 
unable to realize, until too late, the change 
the fortunes of war had brought to her hus­ 
band, and led him to thick th at she blamed 
him for the reverses th at came upon them 
with the downfall of the rebellion. 
I t in­ 
volves his efforts to retrieve his misfortune 
by the hardest of labor—labor to which he 
had been theretofore w holly unaccustomed ; 
and this in the eyes of his petted wife odIy 
reduced him to a still more ignoble state. 
In 
time there came to their Southern homo one 
of the men she had been taught to look upon 
as the destroyers of tho South—an ex-Union 
soldier. 
He was ons cf those careful, ener­ 
getic, enterprising and shrewd Yankees, who 
will carve out fortunes where others will re­ 
fuse to turn the Boil. 
W ith this man the 
husband entered upon a scheme to turn to 
practical uso the noble-w< oded lands of the 
estate the couple still clung to. 
I t was a 
wise scheme, and none was ever more prom­ 
ising, but iu the higiit of its inkial success 
there cams tbe financial crisis of 1873. 
All 
their fair plans failed, and they were involved 
in hopeless ruin. 
Then the wife, who had al­ 
ready realized the sacrifices a noble nature 
bad made for her, turned again to the man 
to whom she had sworn to be faithful in good 
and in ill. 
The tale then proceeds to a happy 
close, but through a sea of trouble, and ooly 
after a most romantic episode. 
It ia a novel 
quite level with Judge Tourgee’a abilities, 
and one th at ia deeply interesting. 
The ac­ 
tion never 1 gq the interest never abates from 
the opening to the close. 
N either of these 
storie* “ whitewash” either the North or the 
South, and while they present very promi­ 
nently some of tho moro striking peculiarities 
cf the people of boih sections, there are no 
harsh words, no severe judgments, no wounds 
torn opeD. 
I t is a book of the South “ w ith­ 
out the shadow,” as the author himself puts 
it, on the first page of the volume.

D-cidedly we are pleated with this effort of 
Mr. Clemens. 
I t is so very different from 
anything that he has before attem pted, th at it 
comes as a most agreeable surprise. 
W e had 
given M r. Clemens no credit for the posses­ 
sion of the pecu’iar an 1 rare talent th at 
qualities one to write for children. 
T hat he 
has been successful in this, his first work of 
that kind, there can he no sort of question. 
More than th iq he has so constructed his 
story that, as the title suggests, it is of inter­ 
est to others than mere juveniles. 
There is 
no attem pt a t wit in the tale ; but there are 
some excellent examples of keen satire. 
As 
to the m atter of the tale, it is sufficient to say 
th at it is a pure kind cf fiction, and delight­ 
fully charming in its perfect improbability— 
indeed it may be better termed a satire and 
an allegory than a tale, 
i t purports to deal 
w t ’l tbe adventure* of the young K ing of 
England, Edward V I. 
The theme is all his­ 
torical, and alt the scenes are located in Eng­ 
land. 
Edw ard, while yet the Prince cf 
V/alas, aud but ten years old, is suppose to 
become possessed of a strong de-ire to see low 
life, and to accomplish th at end he calls in a 
lad, pauper bom, who bore tc him is rem ark­ 
able resemblance, and who was possessed of 
just as strong a desire to live the life of a 
prince, and whose reading had very i lirly in­ 
formed him of the splendors of court fife. 
Tbe prince and the pauper exchange gar­ 
ments, and tho real prince goes out to fee the 
world smong the lowly cf bis people. 
The 
pauper is no sooner in his fine raim ent 
than the ditficuUy of maintaining the char­ 
acter he has assumed dawns upon him, 
aud he 
heartily 
desires 
to return 
to 
his rags, while. Edw ard quite as soon fall* 
among those who most cruelly nee him, and 
he too regrets his mad freak. 
Then begin 
the troubles of the one in regaining his place, 
and of the other in filling it. 
For three 
weeks these trials continue and then have a 
most happy ending. 
In this time the young 
leader is initiated into the splendor?, cere­ 
monies and absurdities of the Court of H eD ry 
V III.. and is likewise brought face to face 
with the cruel laws of the time, the supersti­ 
tions and the intolerance of the period. 
The 
prince finds out the woe, misery and needs of 
at least the lowly classes, while the usurper 
realizes th at one cannot fill the position of a 
prince without the necessary training, and' 
th at the splendors of the K ing’s court con­ 
ceal m any a sorrow. 
The real purpose of the 
volume is to present in the strongest possible 
light a contrast between the cruel intolerance 
and rigor cf the time of Henry, and the much 
abused Blue Laws of New England, 
iu this 
he succeeds, and makes ont a very good cese 
far the latter, so far as mere comparison goes, 
but he is wiie enough to attem pt no special 
defense of tfce Bine Laws. 
I t is a novel book, 
aud cue that any child may be perm itted to 
read. 
The interest is m aintained w ith ad­ 
mirable skill, and while the language ia of the 
most stilted and courtly order—even to a de­ 
gree of extravagance—the text will be found 
to be as inviting as any juvenile reader can 
possibly de.-ire. 
Probably Mr. Clemens has 
not given his new venture to press with any 
idea of educating the voung reader. 
I t is evi­ 
dent th it he has sou,bt cnly to interest by a 
grave and most serious story, th at still is so 
full of the extravagantly romantic, th at it has 
all the charm of a well-told fairy tale. 
The 
book is admirably illustrated, and w hat is 
m rs I striking in th at regar i is the nicety 
with which the artist has wedded the illustra­ 
tion to the text of the author.

Steam Eagine and its Application to locomo­ 
tion ;” 
“ The Electric Telegraph,” Cooke, 
W heatstone and others. 
To illuminate so 
interesting a book there have loeeu introduced 
good portraits of Gibsoa, Howard, W ilber- 
force, Romilly, Brougham, Constable, Hill, 
Cobden, Bright, Gladstone, Stephensou, Ful­ 
ton and M er e 
The volume is an interesting 
oue, and will be especially valuable as a book 
of reference, and hence will find its place 
in the popular library. 
Iu the first four 
chapters, which are mainly biographical, are 
sketched the fives of four men who origi­ 
nated im portant movements 
which have 
continued in active operation down to our 
Own 
time. 
Howard, in addition 
to the 
work he actually eccimpfished as a prison 
re.ormer, deserves remembrance as having 
paved the way for those philanthropic labors 
in which, sii.ee his time, so many brave 
525Í? 
?v’3 been engaged. 
The agitation of 
\\ ilberforce against the s'ave trade finally 
led to the abolishing of slavery by every civ­ 
ilized country. Romilly was one of the first, 
and certainly the greatest, of a series of large- 
hearted legislators by whom our crimiual 
code was cleared of its moat barbarous en­ 
actm ents ; and Brougham was one of the 
most brilliant and most enthusiastic advo­ 
cates for national education and popular in­ 
struction. 
In the other chapters tbe bio­ 
graphical element has be;n more sparingly 
introduced, and has been almost entirely ex­ 
cluded in those cases where the history of 
the movement itself appeared more interest­ 
ing and more im portant than the fives of the

the editor has given labor, in compiling facts 
and making statistical de luotions. 
B ut it 
may be stated th at beside the usual postal 
fists, the commercial showings, the financial 
exhibits, and the very elaborate directory 
m atter concerning routes of travel. Govern­ 
ments of the world, ruiers and official incum­ 
bents, national representatives, embassies, 
biographical and historical tables, astronom­ 
ical and m athematical exhibits, tables of dis­ 
tances and altitudes, geographical data, tables 
of weights, measure?, interest, etc., there are 
new and very interesting and suggestive 
tables 
and 
statem ents 
worked out for 
the first time from the census returns for 
18S0, and compared with showing? derived 
from the census returns for 1870. 
These re­ 
late not only to population, wealth and pro­ 
duction, bot to other equally as im portant 
m atters. 
There arc some new tables of cereal 
production in detail in ail tho States of the 
LTuíod, so arranged th at one at a glance can 
ascertain in what locality there is greatest 
production of any giveu article of earth 
growth. 
Also some new and im portant tables 
of the acreage and the equsre miles of ail the 
States and counties of California, and those 
figures we are as*ured are new for the first 
tim e in our history published‘ correctly, the 
data being procured from the best official 
tourcts iu each State and county. 
A consid­ 
erable spice is also devoted to tne tables and 
statem ents most needs*! in rapid citation of

concerning

gesture, is fresh in my memory ; I have 
them all ! 
To work ! to work ! Seat your­ 
self there, directly fronting me, in this 
fau teu il; yield yourself absolutely to me 
-—to my pow er; that is right ; eye to eye, 
hand to hand. 
Already the charm begins 
to work. 
All ideas oi time and space are 
passing away ; all consciousness of self is 
effaced ; his lids close ; the muscles, re­ 
ceiving no orders from the brain, relax ; 
the mind is dulled ; all the delicate threads 
connecting the soul w ith the body are 
gradually severed. 
Brahma in the golden 
egg, where he dreamed for ten thousand 
years, was not more entirely removed from 
the outside world. 
Saturate him in mag­ 
netic effluvia, bathe him in electric rays !” 
W hile m utteringthese disjoii ted phrases, 
the doctor never for one instant ceased his 
passes. 
From bis extended hands burst 
forth slender jets of flame, which formed 
over the brow or heart of his subject, 
around whom gradually formed a visible 
atmosphere, phosphorescent like an aureole. 
‘‘ Tres bien!" exclaimed M. Balthazar 
Cherbonneau, delighted with his success.

You have given me a 
revelation—the revelation of love—and you 
muat know that we visionaries, dabblers in 
alchemy, magic and philosophy, are always 
more or less in search of the absolute. 
But,” he added, “ get up now and move 
about; find out if you are at home iu your 
new surroundings.” 
Obeying the doctor, Octave Labinski rose 
and walked several tim es up and down the 
room ;

ease; although inhabited by another soul, 
the body of the Count still retained the 
force of h ab it;

N ot at all intimidated, 
the 
enormous 
creature, taking O iaf’s t wo hands in one 
of his, immense, muscular and powerful, 
with a grasp like a vise, he said, good-na­ 
turedly, “ Come, Count, there is no sense 
in a weil-dressed man of ihe world going 
on in that sort of way—making such an 
uproar in a respectable house. 
I make a 
good deal of allowance for wine, and it 
must be a famous vintage to intoxicate you 
in this way, and so I shall just take you 
up gently aud place yon on the street, 
where you will certainly be arrested if you 
cut any more capers.” 
“ Rascals,” cried Oiaf de Saville, turn­ 
ing toward the others, “ how dare you 
permit a fellow servant to insult your raai- 
ter. Count Labinski ?” 
A t this all roared with laughter. 
“ This 
little fellow things he is the Count Labin- 
ski ! 
W hat a joke !” 
A cold perspiration started to his brow, 
an agonizing thought (lashed like lightning 
through his brain, aad the marrow seemed 
freezing in his bones. 
W as lie dead or 
alive ? 
W as his reason lost, forever lost in 
the fathomless ocean of magnetism, or was 
he the victim of some diabolical conspi­ 
racy? 
N ot one of his obsequious, humble 
lackeys recognized him ; had he exchanged 
his body as well as his carriage and his 
cloth iD g ?

“ W ill not the strong light prevent mon­ 
sieur from sleep in g?” 
“ N ot iu the lea st; besides, I have no 
desire to sleep y et.” 
“ I shall not go to bed, and it monsieur 
needs anything I shall hear the first sound 
of his bell,” said Jean, who was very much 
alarmed by the extreme paleness and evi­ 
dent suffering of the Count. 
W hen Jean had left the room the Count 
rushed to the mirror and in the depths of 
the pure, clear crystal, sparkling in the 
brilliant light of the candles, he saw the 
head of a young with abundant black 
hair, blue eyes, pale, dark complexion and 
sickly dark beard. 
This was not his 
head, these were not his eyes gizing at 
him with surprise. 
He almost fancied 
that for a jest some one had placed him­ 
self within the frame after removing the 
glass : he even went so far as to slip his 
arm behind the mirror. 
No ; there was 
no one there. 
He examined his hands. 
They were

m ore tallied-about, b u t a more popular 
maD, th an a t any previous stage of his 
existence. 
The R epublican press appears 
so dreadfully afraid lest he should leceive 
th e D em ocratic nom ination for th e P resi­ 
dency th a t it is in danger of bringing about 
th e very th in g it so apprehends. 
If it 
really w ants T ilden’s nam e to die out of 
public recollection, it bad b etter cease 


p ra ttlin g about him. 


T he idea th a t everybody holds the creed 
he professes, ju st a3 it is set fortii in the 
catechism of his p articu lar church, is fal­ 
lacious, though it is generally assum ed as 
the basis for argum ent about m atters of 
belief. 
A s a fact nearly all men hold only 
so m uch of th eir particular creed as fits in 
w ith th eir idiosyncracies. 
I t is also a m is­ 
tak e to suppose th a t wheD, by the progress 
of reflection and inquiry, men are led to 
abandon old beliefs and to adopt new cnes, 
th ey necessarily cu t loose entirely from 
th eir former positions, and take an abso­ 
lutely new departure. 
In the m ajority of 
cases they m erely effect a compromise be­ 
tw een th e old and the new b eliefs; and 
there is am ple proof th a t this is often done 
even w hen it seems logically impossible for 
the tw o to co exist in the same m ind. 
The 
instances 
of 
scientific men who ■have, 
while fully accepting the m ost advanced 
conclusions of Science, nevertheless a d ­ 
hered to religious dogma3 quite irreconcila­ 
ble w ith those views, are not altogether in 
point, because the presum ption is th a t in 
these casc3 the scientists had not exam ined 
these religions tenets for them selves, b a t 
sim ply took them upon tru st, and m ain­ 
tained them more from force of habit than 
any other reason. 
R ut th e caso of Dr. 
M i^n Í3 directly in point. 
H e passed from 
U nitaiianism to A gnostic:sm, or rath er to 
A theism , b u t a t the same tim e he thought 
it possible to keep-up a church organization 
upon his new ideas, and he could not be 
brought to perceive th e inconsistency cf 
his position. 
Tho prim ary object of all religions is 
worship ; w orship of a Som ething believed 
to exercise suprem e control over all th a t 
exists, 
and believed to possess Intelli­ 
gence, and therefore to be approachable 
through Prayer, and capable of placation 
by A doration. 
Th¡9 Suprem e Som ething 
has been called m yriads of nam es by m an­ 
kind, bu t th e sentim ent w hich first led 
M an to w orship ¡3 a t bottom 
identical 
w ith th e sentim ent w hich still leads him 
to w orship, and this feeling is called the 
Religious Sentim ent, and has been alleged 
by some philosophers to bo inseparable 
from hum an nature. 
T h at these philoso­ 
phers were m istaken in th eir analysis of 
hum an nature is now very effectually 
show n in th e rapid spread ot Agnosticism, 
w hich is a state of m ind logically exclu­ 
sive of th e 
Religious Sentim ent 
alto- 
together. 
T here have been m any defini­ 
tions of Agnosticism, and not a few who 
thought them selves Agnostics have shown 
them selves by th eir w ritings to be Psendo- 
Agnostics. 
Of these latter A uguste Comte 
uiust be reckoned th e chief. 
He would 
abandon th e Religious Sentim ent so far 
as th e Supernatural is concerned, bnt re­ 
tain it in connection w ith H um anity ; a 
proposition which 
proves Com te, 
able 
th in k er as he was, to have been deeply 
tain ted w ith th e superstition he imagined 
him self to have cast off completely. 
Dr. M iln has m ade a m istake very sim ­ 
ilar to th a t of Comte. 
H aving discarded 
th e Supernatural altogether he th ought it 
still possible to retain the ceremonialism 
w hich belonged to th e Supernatural alone. 
He thought it possible to m aintain some 
kind of religious organization on the basis 
of Agnosticism, and th is shows how very 
loosely 
and 
inaccurately 
even 
clever 
m en 
often 
reason. 
F or 
to 
have 
a 
religious organization there m ust be some 
object of worship. 
A church w ithout w or­ 
ship w ould be like a th eater w ithout a 
stage. 
R ut Agnosticism doe3 not believe 
in any form of worship. 
I t professes 
inability 
to 
discover anything outside 
of natural phenom ena cognized by the h u ­ 
m an intellect, and it therefore cannot find 
any ground for veneration or adoration. 
N ow it should seem clearly preposterous 
for a company of people to m eet together 
in order to affirm th eir persuasion of their 
ignorance; y et this is w hat. Dr. 
Miln 
seems to have thought it possible to do. 
H e was too conscientious a m an to try to 
fuse or 
confuse the religion he had re­ 
linquished w ith th e irreligión he 
had 
reached, 
b u t he 
nevertheless 
actually 
did attem p t th e anomalous experim ent of 
P rayer from an A gnostic standpoint. 
An A gnostic cannot pray. To him Prayer 
is m eaningless ; a mere blind form, signifl 
cant only of past superstition. 
There is no 
one and nothing of w hich he has any 
knowledge for him to pray to. H e declines 
to pretend to look w ith awe upcn w hat is 
sim ply incom prehensible to him. 
H e re­ 
fuses to pay homage to darkness. 
H e will 
n ot adm it th a t he owes allegiance to the 
U nknow able. 
H e can Ece no reason w hat­ 
ever for bending his knees to any force or 
influence open to his congnition. 
To pro­ 
pose prayer to him , therefore, isa solecism. 
H e has no place for any such ceremony in 
his 
intellectnal equipm ent. 
Dr. 
Miln, 
however, im agined th a t though there was 
no longer anyone or anything to pray to, it 
was w orth while to keep up th e form of 
1’raver. 
Of coarse the attem p t was a flat 
failure, aud the only curious circum stance 
is th a t he should have been unable to fore­ 
see this. 
R ut, as we rem arked a t th e be­ 
ginning of this article, very few men really 
act up to th eir own creed, aud this no 
doubt is the explanation of Dr. M iln’s con­ 
tradictory course. 
lie has discovered by 
this tim e th a t in becoming an A theist he 
has stepped beyond th e possibility of or­ 
ganization, and th a t henceforth he m ust 
be content w ith his creed. 
I t is no doubt true th a t there are a t the 
present tim e 
a 
great 
m any 
so-called 
churches w hich really rcpiesent only to 
m any attem pts to square the circle, by 
effecting an impossible union betw een Re 
iigion and Agnosticism. 
M any of these 
hold on to Deism by so slender a thread 
th a t it is not alw ays discernible, and they 
are constantly m aking bolder excursions 
tow ards Agnosticism. 
They accommodate 
these advanced thinkers who liavo not the 
full courage of their convictions, or whose 
m inds are so illogical th a t they find co 
difficulty in entertaining diam etrically op­ 
posite views a t the same tim e. 
B at it is 
evident th a t for Agnosticism proper ; for 
th a t which recognizes the full scope of its 
negations, and of its general a ttitu d e to­ 
w ards th e Supernatural, there can be no 
question of organization, or of religious 
action or utterance in any shape w hatever. 
Religion, as im plying W orship, is entirely 
excluded by Agnosticism, and all of rev­ 
erence, of veneration, of awe, of adoration, 
is banished from th e A gnostic’s ken. 
He 
holds, further, th a t eventually the so-called 
Religious Sentim ent, tho desire to worship 
som ething, will die out, and th a t supersti­ 
tion of every kind will disappear, leaving 
m an to w ork o nt hi* own destiny according 
to his own lights. 
Rut for thoso who hold 
these views it is clear th a t any kind of 
religious organization m ust be out of the 
question. 


COMET 
OR 
NO 
COMET. 


Professor Proctor has alarm ed the tim id, 
and furnished them w ith a new terro r to 
tak e the place of the spurious M other 
Shiptcn prophesy which came to grief last 
year, 
by expressing 
th e opinion 
th at 
the comet of 1880 (which he believes to 
be identical w ith th a t of 10GS and 1S43) 
is approaching the sun so rapidly th a t it 


may a t no d istan t day fall into th a t lum in­ 
ary. 
T his occurrence w ould be cf little 
m om ent, did not Professor P rocter add his 
belief th a t if or w hen it happened, the 
result will be th e evolution of so m uch 
heat as m ust raise th e sun’s tem perature 
enough to destroy organic life upon all the 
placets in bis system , including, of course, 
our little earth. 
M r. P roctor th in k s th at 
the comet to w hich he has reference ha3 
shortened its period very greatly indeed— 
no less, in fact, than from 175 to 37 years— 
and th a t it is now w hirling so near the sun 
as to be incapable m uch longer of re ­ 
sisting hi3 attraction. 
A nother em inent 
astronom er, however, Professor Young, of 
Princeton, does not agree w ith Professor 
Proctor, 
and 
his 
points 
of 
dissent 
are as follow s: 
(1) H a says there is 
no certainty th a t th e com et of 1S80 ¡3 the 
comet 
of IGt’iS and 1843, 
consequently 
there is no proof th a t we have to do w ith 
a com et whose period is rapidly dim inish­ 
ing. 
(2) A comet, no m atter how large, 
could not so affect the tem perature of the 
sun by falling into it, ss to produce fatal 
effects on the earth. 
H e beliavts th a t the 
comet would have to be largely dissipated 
before it could fall into the sun, th a t conse­ 
quently its m om entum w ould be m uch less 
th an Professor P roctor estim ates, and th at 
even though it did raise the tem perature of 
th e sun, th e increase of heat w ould be so 
distributed as 
to 
be probably im per­ 
ceptible here. 
(3) Ho believes th a t tho 
comet of 
1880 was sm aller instead of 
larger th an the average comet, and th a t 
therefore it is no t likely to do any harm 
w hatever happens to it. 
H ere then is a 
difference betw een doctors, which of course 
th e public cannot decide upon. 
B oth the 
parties 
to 
th e 
dispute 
are 
m en 
of 
very* high astronom ical attainm ents, and 
it m ight 
be 
difficult 
to 
say which 
of them was m ost deserving of credence. 
T he w orld, however, is now fu rn ish el 
w ith the. bane and th e antidote, aud it can 
take its choice. 
No doubt this will a t last 
be determ ined by individual tendencies. 
O ptim ists will stand by Professor Young. 
Pessim ists w ill pin th eir faith on Professor 
Proctor. 
M eanwhile, as the latter has 
b .tn careful not to name any tim e for his 
apprehended catastrophe, it will be possi­ 
ble for him to postpone judgm ent should 
his com et not act according to th e pro­ 
gramme. 
T here is, however, one melan- 
ancholy 
reflection 
about 
the 
subject, 
namely, th a t if Professor P roctor should 
prove to have been right, there will be no­ 
body It ft alive to ex u lt over his sagaaity, 
or to say, after th e tim e-honored fashion, 
“ I told vou so !” 


OMINOUS 
INDICATIONS. 


The official reports of th e foreign trade 
of the country for the past year contain 
some very curious exhibits. 
The sudden, 
heavy and sustained decrease in onr ex­ 
ports, and the coincident increase in our 
im ports, indicate an unhealthy condition 
of commerce. 
The decrease in th e exports 
of dom estic produce for 1S81 was §61,­ 
400,000, and th e whole of it occurred d u r­ 
ing th e last four m onths of th e year. 
D ur­ 
ing tho sam e period th e im ports increased 
•832,355,57S. 
Now the decrease in exports 
is alm ost confined to three heads, namely, 
breadstuff?, cotton and provisions. 
The 
export of several other articles had in ­ 
creased som ew hat over 18S0, and in the 
case of petroleum th e gain was consider­ 
able. 
I t m ust, 
however, 
be said th a t 
these gains were all made in the earlier 
p art of the year, and th at during the last 
four m onths the m ovem ent was steadily 
and alm ost universally dow nw ard. 
The 
greatest decline was in cotton, the export 
of which fell off 830,000,000. 
In th e same 
period the w heat export declined §12,­ 
000,000, th a t of flour 85,000.000, th a t of 
corn 85,000,000, and th a t of tobacco £2,­ 
500,000. 
I t becomes im portant to under­ 
stand the m eaning of th is serious change 
in the cu rren t of commerce. 
The cause is 
apparently’ complex. 
In the fir3t place the 
w ild and reckless gam bling in provisions 
and breadstuff's which lias been carried on 
during the past tw o years has had a great 
deal to do w ith it. 
The kind of business 
which the stock-brokers of San Francisco 
have ju st introduced to th e Produce E x ­ 
change of th a t city, is responsible for the 
break in th e exports. 
U nder tho 
un­ 
wholesome and fictitious stim ulus of this 
kind of speculation, prices have been put 
and k ept up so high as to be prohibitory, 
and one of th e results is th a t a largo pro­ 
portion of tho surplus produce of the 
country ha3 missed a m arket altogether. 
R ut it m ust here be noted th a t the 
exports have not this year so far shown 
any sym ptom s of recovering their tone, and 
this is th e m ost alarmiDg indication of all, 
for it eignifies th a t our foreign custom ers 
have supplied their wante elsew here, hav­ 
ing become tired of w aiting for our inflated 
prices to come down. 
N or m ust it be for­ 
gotten th a t if there is this year a fair har 
vest throughout Europe, th e calculations 
of our speculators w ill render a great col­ 
lapse unavoidable. 
For they have specu­ 
lated so w ildly th a t th ey can only be saved 
now by the im probable event of a sixth 
bad harvest in Europe ; perhaps the m ost 
unlikely thing 
th a t 
could be named. 
W ith m erely average crops th e Am erican 
surplus will be a drug in the European 
m arkets, and then the effect will be pro­ 
duced of tw o bad years here, because the 
profit friiich should havo been gathered in 
last year has been lost through the folly 
and greed of our produce gam blers. 
The 
same inflation of prices (for of course a 
m ovem ent of this kind cannot be confined 
to one or tw o staples, b u t affects the whole 
m arket, ju st as tho condition of the north- 
end stocks on th e Com stock used to do) 
caused an increase in the im ports, which" 
also had its influence in fu rth er dem oral, 
izing the m arket. 
A nd as the Tariff shuts 
us up to all these internal agencies, and 
prevents us from counterbalancing them 
by our foreign trade, the result is a kind 
of convulsion. 
A t present there is some tendency to a 
decline in prices, b ut it has not become 
w idespread enough to ju stify th e conclu­ 
sion th a t th e end of the adverse m ovem ent 
is a t hand. 
T he official statistics for* the 
first m onth of the present year do not show 
any change for the b etter in tho condition 
of the exports, nor indeed can this change 
for tho b e tter be expected as yet, if it 
comes a t all. 
The experience of last year, 
however, m ust convince all who observe 
th e tendencies of commercial events care­ 
fully th a t we cannot afford to play w ith 
our foreign trade, and th a t we can least of 
all afford to gam ble with it. 
Chicago aud 
St. I.0UÍ3 and C incinnati have been re ­ 
sponsible for a great p art of the decline of 
our exports thus far. 
They havo been so 
absorbed in getting up “ co rn ers” th a t 
they have forgotten th a t th e prim e necet* 
sity of th eir m arket wa3 to dispose of their 
surplus in Europe. 
They have fallen into 
the m istake of supposing th a t they could 
alw ays dispose of th eir surplus, and now 
they realize th a t it is possible to destroy 
th eir own m arket. 
T here is alw ays a dis­ 
position among m en to believe th a t exist­ 
ing conditions will be perm anent, bu t if 
ever there was w hat should have been an 
i ffeetive guarantee against th at delusion, 


th e circum stances of our export produce 
trade should have furnished th a t guarantee. 
F or it w as clear th a t this whole trade, or 
a t least the greater p art of it, was due to 
tho persistence of abnorm al clim atic con­ 
ditions in Europe ; 
and it was equally 
plain th a t th e longer these conditions 
lasted th e less likely w cte th ey to con­ 
tinue. 
For it w as not credible th at E u­ 
rope had ceased to have good harvests per­ 
m anently, ar.d any one could see th a t 
when she had them again the Am erican 
surplus w ould go a beggirg. 
Y et our 
gamblers acted precisely as though they 
thought th eir opportunity m ust last for­ 
ever, and as though th ey could afford to 
take all m anner of liberties w ith it. 
As 
regards the decrease in th e export cf cot­ 
ton, am ounting to over seventeen millions, 
it appears probable th a t we m nst m ake our 
account w ith having been to th a t extent 
“ cut out " by a rival producer. 
B u t the 
presum ption is th a t th is rival or these 
rivals will become stronger every year, and 
th a t th ey w ill cut down our export figures 
still further. 
A nd th is is th e more likely 
to happen because our tariff prevents us 
from entering into free com petition w ith 
foreign m anufacturers abroad. 
T his ht3 
been 
show n 
(quite 
unconsciously) 
by 
Mr. Blaine, in his report on th e cotton 
trade of the country, b u t it did not require 
to be stated, for it is ono of the m ost ob­ 
vious facts of th e situation. On the whole 
therefore th e outlook is not very encourag- 
iug, b u t it shows tho necessity of a general 
and determ ined m ovem ent for the aboli­ 
tion, or a t least for th e .radical revision, of 
th a t m ost iniquitous, 
im becile, 
suicidal 
and inequitable of 
all possible fiscal m a­ 
chineries. the so-called protective Tariff. 


MR. BL YINC'S 
“ JOURNALISING ” 


T here is a curious resem blance betw een 
some of 5ir. Blaine’s proceedings while 
S ecritary of State, aud tho practices which 
have grown up in connection w ith political 
journalism . 
E verybody has a t some tim e 
observed the progress of a controversy be­ 
tw een tw o p a rty 
"o rg a n s." -Ia 
these 
cases there is no thought of seeking the 
tru th , and no intention of adm itting it, if 
fonnd, unless it can be made use of. Each of 
th e disputants m aneuvers for the w eather- 
gage like an old-fashioned fighting frigate. 
N either attem pts to answ er its adversary’s 
argum ents, b u t each endeavors to find a 
w eak spot in the other’s defenses. 
A nd in 
order to obtain th e appearance of victory 
the com batants will resort to th e m ost 
flagitious subterfuges, 
such as garbling 
one another’s statem ents, printing one sen­ 
tence and om itting another, m utdatinglan- 
guage so as to filter the m eaning, ignoring 
p art of a statem ent, and replying to another 
part, and so on. 
Now th is is not respect­ 
able intellectual conflict, b u t a sort of 
piracy which only’ irresponsible w riters 
would engage in. 
Y et M r. Blaine, as Sec­ 
retary of State, appears to have adopted 
precisely th is piratical m ethod of conduct­ 
ing his correspondence w ith the G overn­ 
m ent of G reat B ritain on the Claytoa-Bul- 
w er treaty . 
W hy he should have adopted 
such a m ethod is inconceivable, for assured­ 
ly it could not be m aintained. 
I t wa3 im ­ 
possible for him to continue to deny 
th e form er acts of his own Governm ent, 
since the English Foreign Office possessed 
the proofs of those acts, and since a t every 
step he was certain to be refuted by the 
statem ents of his predecessors in office, 
and by th e records of th e proceedings of 
Congress, open to all th e world. 
Y et in 
the face of these facts he actually under­ 
took to assert th e existence of a state cf 
facts for which no jot or tittle of evidence 
could be found, and w hich could be shown 
to be fictitious beyond a question. 
N oth­ 
ing could be w ilder or more foolish than 
such a course. 
N othing could tend to 
d iscrid it the U nited S tates abroad more. 
As a m atter of course it w ill be necessary 
for th e G overnm ent to retrace its steps 
throughout in this business, and it can 
hardly avoid th e disagreeable necessity of 
confessing th a t its foreign policy was for a 
tim e under the control of a Secretary who 
either was too reckless to asceitain the 
facts of the case he undertook <0 manage, 
or who for ulterior purposes deliberately 
attem pted to falsify history and deny 
occurrences of the m ost absolute certitude. 
In either case M r. Blaine’s policy ia the 
m ost hopeless w reck th at has ever been 
seen, and it is evident th a t by tho tim e the 
whole cf the facts have been elucidated 
his m ost faithful friends will have to give 
him up, so far as th at subject is concerned. 


THE 
NEW 
ANDRE 
STORY. 


M r. Cyrus Field and the late Dean .Stan­ 
ley together erected a m onum ent commem­ 
orative of th e execution of M ajor A ndre. 
A few days ago some effervescing patriot 
who had not y e t shed his m ilk teeth, vis­ 
ited the m onum ent by night, and m ade an 
attem p t to deface it. 
Perhaps if he had 
w aited a few hours he m ight have changed 
his m ind, for a new version of tho A ndre 
story has ju st been brought to light, and 
as it is based upon contem porary letters 
the genuineness of which Beems unques­ 
tionable, it promises to necessitate the re­ 
w riting, in p art at least, of this m uch-dis­ 
cussed episode of early A m erican history. 
The New Y ork Evening Pont is the vehicle 
through w hich the new version has been 
conveyed to the public. 
The explanation 
of the in atttc r is as follows : In 1817 leans 
Van W art, one of A ndre’s captors, applied 
to Congress for an increase of pension, and 
was strongly oppo=cd by Mr. Benjam in 
Tallmadgc, on the ground th a t the captors 
had already been rew arded as m uch as their 
patriotism deserved. 
Tallm adgc had him ­ 
self been a soldier in th e revolutionary 
war, and was acquainted w ith the facts of 
the capture, having been second in com ­ 
m and of th e d istrict which included Tarry- 
town on th e m orning of A ndre’s capture. 
H e proceeded to collect evidence from 
those who knew still more th an himsslf, 
and it is theso letters from various retired 
revolutionary officers w hich form th e sub­ 
stance of th e new story. 
T his is, in brief, 
to the effect th a t th e men who took A ndre 
were not patrio ts a t all, b u t professional 
horse thieves (called a t the tim e “ cow boys” 
and “ skinners ”), and th a t th ey were en­ 
gaged in a plundering expedition when 
A ndre’s evil star ltd him upon th eir tem ­ 
porary camp. 
A ccording to th e newly 
published correspondence th e captors of 
A ndre did not intend a t first to hand him 
over to th e revolutionary com m ander, h u t 
w anted 
him to 
ransom 
him self 
w ith 
money. 
H e offered to pay them w hatever 
they liked, b u t had no t th e cash w ith 
him, and it w as th eir fear of being taken 
them selves if they m ade any arrango- 
m ent 
for 
future 
paym ent 
th a t 
a t 
last led them to deliver th eir prisoner up. 
I t is evident th a t this fresh evidence 
throw s au altered light npon tho whole 
A ndre transaction. 
I t m akes considerable 
difference w hether A ndre was taken pris­ 
oner by patriots and regular m em bers of 
the revolutionary forces, or was seized by 
m ere horse-thievcs, and by them delivered 
up. 
The letters pub'ished in reference to 
th e m atter are certainly of so positive a 
character as to appear like the clear recol­ 
lections of eye-w itnesses, b u t it rem ains to 
be explained why facts which m nst have 


been accessible a t least ever since 1S17, 
shculd not havebeenm ade p ublicuntii now. 
Of course th e new evidence does no t affect 
th e question of the justice of A ndre’s 
execution, b n t shows, or seems to show, 
th a t the last w ord has not been said on 
w hat are supposed to be th e m ost th o r­ 
oughly exploited incidents in Am erican 
history. 


AIDS 
TO 
POPULAR 
PROGRESS. 


A recent letter in th e Nation concerning 
tbe progress of popular education in B al­ 
tim ore contains some very suggestive sta te ­ 
m ents. 
Between Johns H opkins and l’ea- 
body and I’ra tt (who has recently given a 
million dollars to the city fo ra free library) 
BsUimore is b e tter provided w ith educa-

. 
ti.mal appliances than any city in the 
Union, and perhaps we m ight say, in the 
wo; Id. 
I t has a fine library of reference ; 
a good public library, for more general use ; 
a n ti uow it is to have a free circulating 
library. 
Together w ith these advantages 
it l:a3 th e Johns H opkins 
U niversity’, 
nobly endowed, and w bat is perhaps b etter 
than all, it has a prestige of philanthropy 
which is certain to keep up the stream of 
btui.factions. 
Few cities have been so 
favored in this regard. 
Thus Jo h n Me- 
Donogh left 8700,(MX) fcr the education of 
poor boys ; George Peabody gave §1,250,­ 
000 for the founding of the Peabody In ­ 
stitu te ; Johns 
H opkins left 87,000,000, 
one-half for a hospital, the other half for a 
u n iv ersity ; Enoch P ra tt has given 81,000,• 
000 for a free library. 
W ith such helps 
Baltimore ought to became th e A thens of 
the U nited States, and there is evidence 
already th a t the people there are being 
sensibly im proved 
by 
the 
m agnificent 
educational opportunities Bhowcred upon 
them . Thus we find th a t “ the far-sighted 
“ wisdom of th e Peabody foundation is 
“ now evident in m any w ays—in a grow ing 
“ interest in libraries and good books, in 
“ iho developm ent of the *high-school’ 
" idea into a university, in a wonderful 
" p o p u la r interest in scientific lectures, in 
“ classical music, and a rt in general.” 
Thus the whole com m unity is being lifted 
up by 
these agencies, and it m ay be 
regarded as certain th a t th e elevation so 
brought about will be perm anent. 
B ut the 
significance of these facts consists in the 
lesson they bear to th e rich men of A m er­ 
ica generally. 
H ere, it is m ade clear, 
is the rig h t way in which to invest your 
surplus capital. 
H ere is a m ethod by 
which your names m ay be preserved for 
ages, and become connected in the m ost 
direct and honorable way w ith th e educa­ 
tion and im provem ent of your countrym en. 
W hoso desires to forw ard civilization aud 
to hasten the progress of hum anity from its 
lower stages, can satisfy his am bition in 
this way. 
Peabody and Johns H opkins, 
M cDonogh and P ra tt, have acted as pio­ 
neers. 
They have show n liow it is possible 
to elevate a whole com m unity by agencies 
which are a t the sim e tim e capable of ben­ 
efiting th e entire country. 
A nd in these 
days of colossal fortunes how m any men 
there are who possess tho ability to do 
this. 
I t is perhaps not often th a t one ben­ 
efaction dovetails eoadm irably w u h an o th er 
as in Baltim ore, bu t euch arrangem ents are 
alw ays possible if tho3e who are willing to 
be liberal will confer w ith one another. 
W hen will th e Pacific coast possess such 
noble andpnvalnable possessions as her gen­ 
erous and far-seeing citizens have conferred 
upca B altim ore ? 
The Lick bequests con­ 
stitu te d a beginning, w hich from unex­ 
plained reasons seems to become more and 
more shadowy. 
W here are the libraries 
and universities created by private m unifi­ 
cence, however, among us ? 
They m ay 
come in the future, bu t there is th u s far 
not m uch earnest of th eir advent. 


SIGHS 
OF 
THE 
TIMES. 


I t is plain th a t a great wave of public 
opinion is gathering against the Protective 
Tariff, and th a t if th e old parties in Con­ 
gress are too cow ardly to face the issue, the 
people will soon tak e it in hand th em ­ 
selves, and launch a th ird p arty w hich will 
sweep th e fossils off th eir feet. 
The indi­ 
cations of the coming change are manifold 
and w idespread. 
The New Y ork Evening 
Pont the other day published a letter from 
Illinois declaring th a t there is no subject 
so much discussed as the T ariff throughout 
the W est to-day, and th a t any young dis­ 
tric t schoolm aster can call m eetings as 
often as he likes, and have full houses, and 
be certain of th eir lond applause for every 
point ho m akes against Protection. 
The 
farm ers are rapidly getting th eir eyes open, 
and the w orkingm en are following snit, 
save in the strongholds of T ariff influence, 
where they are no doubt afraid to think 
for them selves. 
I t is, moreover, signifi­ 
cant th a t the New Y ork JleruUI, which 
alw ays 
seeks 
to 
be 
on 
th e 
popular 
side, w ithout m uch regard to principles, 
has come out in the m ost pronounced 
way against the Tariff, of which it recently 
said : 
“ A tariff for protection in the 
“ U nited S tates to-day, under the pretense 
“ th a t it is in the interest of the working- 
“ men, is the m onum ental legislative crim e 
“ of th e country. 
I t is pure dow nright 
“ robbery. 
I t does not, as its supporters 
“ pretend, secure higher wages th an are 
“ paid in Europe. 
I t does not secure more 
“ com fortable homes. 
U nder the M orrill 
“ tariff N ew England, w hich it was sup- 
“ posed was specially favored by it, is los- 
“ iog its legislative im portance. The stru g ­ 
g l e for life is becoming harder and harder 
“ the longer it rem ains on our statu te 
“ books. 
I t is a grinding despotism under 
“ which the poor are constantly becoming 
“ poorer, and tho rich rich er.” 
W hen the 
Herald takes so decided a tone as this, it 
has made up its m ind th a t public opinion 
will favor the side it espouses. 
I t is, how ­ 
ever, in the W est th a t the m ost earnest work 
is being done against Protection, and it is 
from tho young, pow erful S tates of th a t 
region th a t the final and successful attack 
upon the evil m ust come. 


THE ATTEMPT ON THE 
QUEEN’S LIFE. 


I t is a very rem arkable fact th a t a l­ 
though seven attem p ts upon th e life of 
Queen V ictoria havo been m ade since Bhe 
ascended the throne in 1S37, not one of 
them has p u t her in th e least daDgcr, or 
h is appeared to have been anything more 
th an th e im pulse of insanity or of a mor­ 
bid desire for notoriety. 
The last attem p t 
is apparently of th e same purposeless kind. 
The man who fired th e shot a t the Queen's 
carriage does not seem to have know n very 
well w hat he did it for, and though there 
is ju st now some talk of a plot having been 
discovered, we aro satisfied from th e clum ­ 
siness of th e whole proceeding, first, th a t 
th e man was alone in the business, and, 
second, th a t he had not rehearsed it. 
W hen serious plots are form ed, th e results 
are more serious. 
W hen a faction like the 
N ihilists undertake tho assassination of a 
sovereign, they go to w ork w ith deadly 
earnestness and 
employ the m ost tre ­ 
m endous agencies. 
W hen a fanatic like 
Nobeling undertakes a sim ilar deed, he 
fill* his gnn w ith slugs, and prepares place 
and tim e, and a t last fires to kill. 
B ut 
through all th e a ttim p ta upon Queen Victo- 
ria'slifo have been traceablethe same insane, 
foolish im potence of execntion, the same 


burlesque of assassination. 
Thns one m an 
who w ent through the m otions of firing a 
pistol a t the Queen was found to have arm ed 
him self w ith a ru sty and perfectly harm ­ 
less old weapon, w hich could n ot have been 
fired because it had no lock. 
In th e pres­ 
en t case it is thought by some th a t a blank 
cartridge was fired, though the prisoner’s 
revolver contained tw o loaded shells. 
B at 
we do not believe th a t th e w retch who 
fired th e shot had any understanding w ith 
others. 
Queen V ictoria has no personal 
enemies. 
H er virtues have endeared her 
to her people. 
N or does anyone hold her 
responsible for governm ental m easures, b e ­ 
cause everyone understands th a t she has 
virtually nothing to do w ith them . 
Y et in 
these tim es, w hen all tu leis are m ade ta r­ 
gets of either by conspirators, m adm en or 
villains like G uiteau, it would bo too much 
to expect th a t even so good a Queen as 
V ictoria should escape altogether. 
F or­ 
tunately, D estiuy has only rem inded her 
gently th a t it is p art of the draw backs of 
royalty to be shot a t occasionally, and has 
not exacted from her such aw ful penalty as 
was dem anded in th e case of President 
G arfield and th e Em peror of Russia. 
And 
as this a ttem p t is about ten years separated 
from th e preceding one, H er M ajesty may 
now look forw ard to a decade more of u n ­ 
im perilled journeys. 


BRADLAUGH’o 
TURN. 


B radlaugh has been re-elected by the 
people of N ortham pton, and by a vote 
which is of itself a rebuke to th e House 
of Commons. 
A nd now approaches the 
N em esis of th a t body. 
M r. G ladstone 
played a cow ardly p art vrhen he refused 
to interfere to prevent th e expulsion of 
Bradlaugh, 
though he of couree knew 
th a t th a t step w as w holly unw arrantable. 
The House, how ever, deliberately sh u t its 
ryes to th e constitution and the law, and 
tu rn ed B radlaugh o ut by sheer brute force, 
as it were, and in defiance of the right. 
It was a disgraceful piece of business for a 
legislative assem bly to perpetrate, b u t it is 
about to bring about its cwn punishm ent. 
W hen B radlaugh once more enters the 
House, w ith th e indorsem ent cf his con­ 
stitu en ts, 
th e 
H ouse 
w ill 
be 
com­ 
pelled 
to 
adm it 
him . 
W hen 
he 
offers 
to 
tak e 
th e 
oath 
it will be compelled to allow him to do so. 
And thus it will be forced to eat its own 
words, and to sit still w hile he cram s its 
false m ovem ents dow n its th ro at ag ain ; 
for there is no other way of defeating him 
now, unless it ia proposed to enter into a 
direct contest w ith th e English people. 
Defiance of th e C onstitution by Parliam ent 
cannot be long m aintained. 
I t is far too 
dangerous w ork even w hen th ere is no 
public opinion against it. 
B ut in th is case 
it ha3 evidently proceeded as far as it can, 
and nothing rem ains b u t th e ceremony of 
eating the leek. 
T he H ouse ia en titled to 
no sym pathy in its present embarrassment-, 
for it has brought all th e trouble upon 
itself. 
B radlaugh has, how ever, won his 
tight, w hatever course th e H ouse m ay dow 
take, for it is clear th a t he is unquestion­ 
ably in the rig h t now, and th a t the H ouse 
has no reason for opposing his admission. 


JAPAN 
AND HER 
NEIGHBORS. 


Japan is try in g to arrange her fiscal 
system to suit herself. 
U nfortunately she 
has been taking lessons in political economy 
from th e U nited S tates and ha3 imbibed 
a liking for a protective tariff. 
No doubt 
this is a m istake, and no doubt if Japan 
goes on and builds a wall around herself, 
she will before long discover th a t she has 
arrested her own progress and injured her 
own people. 
B at, 
how ever 
fallacious 
her notions of taxation may be, they are at 
least, or they ought to be, her own affair. 
She may injure other nations by blunder­ 
ing, it is true, b u t it does not follow th a t 
those nations are en titled to interfere w ith 
her, and to d ictate to her, and to threaten 
her w ith condign punishm ent if she does not 
fsllow th eir advice. 
Y et some of the 
W estern powers are doing this w ith Japan, 
England being th e spokesm an for them . 
They are of course looking jfte r th eir own 
interests, ju st as they were when, a short 
tim e ago, they tried to prevent th e Ja p ­ 
anese G overnm ent from abolishing a com ­ 
m ercial system w hich enabled the foreign­ 
ers to sw indle the natives. 
B ut w hat 
m akes tbis interference eo offensive is the 
obviousness of the fact th a t it is only ven­ 
tured upon because Jap an is weak. 
None 
of these W estern pow ers w ould th in k of 
pursuing th e same course w ith each other, 
or w ith any first clas3 G overnm ent. 
They 
pitch upon Japan because she is feeble, and 
they bully her. 
A nd th e powers we refer 
to are all C hristian powers, w bile Jap an is 
a H eathen 
country. 
T he 
“ su p e rio r” 
civilization does not alw ays vindicate its 
superiority, it m ust be confessed.

USELESS 
MISREPRESENTATION. 


A fter the resolutions w hich have been 
offered in Congress, and the ventilation the 
subject has received through the press, it 
seems impossible th a t a Congressional in ­ 
vestigation of th e Peruvian scandal can be 
refused. 
I t has indeed become absolutely 
necessary to Mr. Blaine, and te some of his 
friends it seems th e only plank betw een 
them and ruin. 
No doubt several theories 
as to th e Shipherd enterprise are possible. 
I t may be held th a t Shipherd ¡3 m ad ; th a t 
ho is a Colonel Sellers ; th a t he is in earn­ 
est ; th a t he is more knave than fo o l; 
th a t he is more fool than knave. 
B nt the 
m ost interesting question after all is as to 
th e position of those men in public office 
who had more or leas to do w ith this ad­ 
venture, and some, at least, of whom did 
apparently compromise them selves w ith 
him. 
A nd w hile it m ay be objected th a t 
a Congressional inquiry is more calculated 
to “ darken counsel” than to illum inate 
an obscure subject, it is, unfortunately, 
th e only m ethod by which this m atter can 
be approached in an official way. 
M r. 
Blaine has probably enough confidence in 
hi3 ability to show th a t he never had any 
definite understanding w ith Shipherd, or 
even th a t 
he 
never countenanced his 
schemes openly, to desire to force an in­ 
vestigation ; and all his friends will favor 
it, because they m ust Bee th a t iu th e ab­ 
sence of clearly defined evidence a great 
deal more th an th e facts w arrant may and 
will lie alleged against him. 


Some of our representatives a t W ashing­ 
ton are too eager in denying all tho charges 
brought against California respecting tre a t­ 
m ent of th e Chinese. 
F or instance, Sena­ 
to r Farlev denied the tru th of a statem en t 
to tho effect th a t th e Chinese were com ­ 
m only pelted and m obbed on th eir way 
from tho steam er w harf to C hinatow n. 
T be statem ent, how ever, is substantially 
true. 
T here has alw ays been a rough and 
brutal w hite clem ent in San Francisco 
w hich has alw ays m altreated th e Chinese 
a t every opportunity. 
T he pelting and 
m obbing of them has been going on, to cur 
personal know ledge, for a t least tw enty 
years. 
I t has not been serious, but it has 
been of a character to show a persecuting 
and a bru tal spirit. 
T he tru th is th a t the 
Pacific coast is no more free from roughs 
th an is tho A tlantic coast, b u t a New 
Y ork mob is infinitely crueller and more 
cow ardly and m urderous th au any crowd 
th a t has ever gathered in California.

Three Indians Executed. 
F o b t G r a n t, M arch 
3J.—Dead Shot, 
Dandy Jim and Skippy, the Indian scouts, 
were hangsd here to-day in the presence of 
about 200 persons, mostly soldiers, for the 
murder of Captain Heutig, of the Sixth 
Cavalry, and his men, at Cibicu ereek last 
August, the incidents of which are still 
fresh iu ths memory of all. 
They were tried 
by a Court composed of arm y officers last 
November, and sentenced to be hanged, 
which was approved by the President, who 
designated M arch 31 as the day for the 
sentence 
to 
go 
iuto 
effect. 
Upon 
receipt of tho sentence and the Presi­ 
dent’s action 
thereon, 
every precaution 
was taken to prevent an escape. 
Each pris­ 
oner was confined in a separate cell, securely 
locked, and when necessary to allow them 
out of their cells, were carefully guarded, 
and only one allowed out at a time. 
N ot­ 
withstanding the vigilance and precaution 
exercised, Dandy Jim 
succeeded in sep­ 
arating his Bhackles some three weeks ago, 
and made a desperate attem pt to escape, but 
was fired on by the guard, after running 
about 500 yards. 
H e was wounded in the 
left arm, from the effects of which ii6 
was suffering when he appeared on the 
gallows. 
They ate spxrirgly of the breakfast 
placed before them this mornÍDg, and did not 
once look in the direction of tbe gallows. 
A fter breakfast D andy Jim asked how many 
hours he had to live, and when told, it caused 
a marked effect on his appearance. 
Im m e­ 
diately afterward they \ ere handcuffed—the 
first time sicca their confinement—and con­ 
ducted back to their cells. 
A t 12:20 P. it. 
the shrill note cf the trum pet was heard, 
which proclaimed th at the hour fcr the exe­ 
cution was near at hand, and the troops assem­ 
bled in front of their quarters underarm s, and- 
marched to within about twenty yards of the 
gsllows, where the orders promulgating the 
sentences were read to the:n. 
During this 
time the doomed men looked for the last time 
from the place of confinement, and were con­ 
ducted to the gallows, which they mounted 
smilingly, and showed no signs of fear. 
The 
platform was reached by steps attending 
from the rear. 
The hight from the ground 
was six feet, with a four foot drop, giving two 
feet 
of 
clearance. 
The trap-door ex­ 
tended 
the 
full length 
of 
the 
plat­ 
form, 
which 
was 
twelve 
feet 
long. 
The prisoners were 
ranged 
along 
the 
platform, the rope adjusted, and a man stood 
behind each to steady him. 
Their hands 3nd 
feet were then securely pinioned, and they 
were told th at if they Lad anything to say 
time would be allowed them. 
A ll gave much 
t the same answer—that it was not right to 
hang them ; the white men had given them 
good clothes and food, but were now going to 
take all away from them ; they were satisfied 
to die. as tlic7 would meet all their friends 
gone before them. 
Dead Shot eaid hs suf­ 
fered 
a 
good 
deal in this world, and 
would be soon at rest, and felt happy. 
The Chaplain thsn offered up a prayer for 
their souls, and at three minute.s past I the 
black caps were drawn over their heads, the 
noose examined, and at 1:05 the lever which 
supported the trap was pulled, and the three 
men wer9 launched into eternity. 
There was 
no perceptible strugle, only with D andy Jim , 
over whose body a slight tremor passed for a 
couple of seconds. A fter hanging ten minutes 
the physicians felt their pulses, pronounced 
life extinct, and eeven minutes after the 
-bodies were cut down and consigned to c- fiius. 
There was no excitement whatever, and the 
successful manner in which the affair was 
maaaged and conducted was commended by 
all who witnessed it. 
The bodies will be in­ 
to rad in the vieiuity of tke post.

J . P . Dalton 
called to order, and m ale a brief and fitting 
introductory address in which he referred 
to the occasion and w hat it commemorated. 
J . A. Baillargeon then sang “ The Exile of 
E rin ,” 
Miss Lizzie Griffin, accompanist. 
H e was recalled ard sang a second selection. 
.1. D. M oyuuban then recited a poem, “ Ire­ 
land in the Past,” and being recaHed de­ 
claimed 
“ Sheridan’s 
Ride.” 
Mrs.

Arens 
then sang

His eulogy of Emmet, 
and his Teview of his sacrifices and devotion 
to the cause to which he gave himself, and bis 
description of his country, arose frequently 
to the higher planes of 
eh quence. 
He 
thought th at no im partial man could look 
calmly a t the situation and say th at the con­ 
dition of Ireland is any better to-day than 
when Em m et died. 
He sai-I it wa3 true that 
tho English Government and people hate the 
Irish cause, and the Irish líate the English as 
runcb as the litte r hate Parnell, and on this 
topic he dwelt at length, passing next to the 
present issues in Parliam ent, which he ex­ 
plained as he understood them ; the opera­ 
tions of the Land Act and the proposed 
inquiry into them ; the position of Air. Glad­ 
stone: the new measures for regulating de 
bate, etc. 
H e concluded w ith a review of 
the state of Ireland, the poverty of the 
people, the purposes and prospects of the 
Laud League and of the Irish movement for 
self-government and the necessity for edu- 
cifffig the Irish people. 
A t the conclusion cf 
Lis address, which waR often and very loudly 
applauded, the fl.or was cleafeu, and a s o ­ 
cial dance of some hours concluded the cele­ 
bration.

the Conrt-room in single file, and in a rather 
timid and doubtful way, as if they were cot 
exactly sure of their welcome, although they 
were piloted by one of the especially hand­ 
some and graceful attaches of one of the de­ 
partm ents a t the Capitol. 
This unexpected 
and pleasing invasion caused the counsel to 
straighten up and Bhake the kinkB out of 
their legs and smooth down the extra pleats in 
their shirt fronts, while Mr. W ilson, after 
pondering over the m atter a few moments, re­ 
marked, sotto voce : “ Well, it took Judge 
Rhodes, after all, to briDg the ar-gels into this 
case; he drew them in, certain.” 
In about 
an hour the ladies found their interest in the 
argum ent beginning to fail, and concluded to 
retire before the evidence became apparent 
that they were not deeply informed as to ri­ 
parian rights, e iuity powers, the statute of 
limitations, estoppel iu pais, and kindred ro­ 
mantic and blood-curdling topics upon which 
the ex-Chief Justice was descanting with ail 
the lr eraiy grace of au Irving, and th ep ietic 
fervor of a Byron.

Temple, who is presiding in the Blickens trial, 
in which the closing arguments are now being 
made, is here at considerable inconvenience, 
and in common w ith the most of the counsel 
in the case is anxious to pet back to the of­ 
ficial duties of his own Court. 
I t was there­ 
fore a serious m atter to both the Court aud 
the lawyers in the case, when it was learned 
th at the Governor had declared to-day to be 
a public holiday, as it insured the projection 
of the tiial far into next week, and left all 
hands here resting on their oars from Friday 
to Monday. 
A t the adjournm ent last even­ 
ing there was nothing for it but to take the 
enforced recess.

if any i f the counsel desired to make any 
suggestions about anything be would be likely 
to listen. 
The lawyers all smiled, and W . C. 
Belcher suggested th at he m ight like to talk 
ever some m atters of interest, aud would be 
pleased to have Judge Temple hear him. 
So 
by this tacit agreement the argnrosnl will 
practically go on to-day, and as all the par­ 
ties in interest are of a mind about it, the 
day will not be lost, the threatened delay will 
be avoided, ar.d no harm will be done to any 
cue, while the citizens who feel inclined can 
either throw tip their hats about John China­ 
man, or profit by the little talk cf Air.

cause it gave the institution a practical turn 
and made it the college of the people. 
I t 
will detract nothing from the credit thus 
worthily given to the Legislature to say that 
the general shape and drift of th at law was 
determined before the meeting of th at body, 
and indeed before the election of its m em ­ 
bers. They, however, comprehended the idea 
and enacted the law, endowing the institution 
with all the means at their command, and it 
is highly proper th at their action should ba 
rccrgnizrd on an occasion lik ? this. 
But the 
genera! outline and framework of the law was 
drawn up by a committee of the Trustees of 
the College of California. 
W hen th at Board 
decided to give to the State the site on which 
the U niversity stands if the State would 
buiid a U niveisity on it, they discussed the 
question long and carefully, w hat ground in 
the educational work they should like to see 
the U niveisity cover. A t the same meeting at 
which they drew up the deed donating the one 
hundred and sixty acres (February 11, 1KGS), 
they appointed a committee of five of their 
own members to put in form the ideas of the 
Board B3 to the character of the institution 
which they hoped to see grow up upou it. 
Some of tho work cf th at committee, consist­ 
ing of its earliest drafts for a law, with inler- 
lineatioDS, erasures and emendations, etc., 
is preserved iu the U niversity library, to­ 
gether with the first project for a bill to be 
introduced in the Legislature; also the bill 
itself, as introduced and as amended in its 
various stage?, and as finally passed and 
signed 
by the 
Governor. 
One of 
the 
members 
of 
th at 
committee 
was 
John 
W. 
Dwinelle, 
then 
of 
Oakland. 
H e was elected to the Legislature th at year, 
as well understood at the time, partly for the 
very purpose of having charge of this busi­ 
ness, and to see th at nothing should be left 
undone to secure the enactm ent cf a univer­ 
sity law such ss seemed to be needed. Several 
preceding legislatures had tried to organiza 
gome kind of a school of science, which 
might be partly supported by the United 
States Agricultural College Land Fund, but 
they had always failed. 
B ut this project 
for a university, comprehending so many 
schools, and accompanied with the c Her of 
the gift of a cite so well chosen, conciliated 
a larger num ber of interests than had ever 
before come to the support of any ono plan, 
and under Mr. Dwiuelie’s lead the bill be­ 
came a law and the U niversity came into 
existenco. 
These facts will help to show 
whence the U niversity derived its breadth of 
plan and the practicalness of irs character.

Tjrat distressed and confounded the minds of 
bis neighbors as they heard the startling ex­ 
clamation pass from one to another’s lips, 
“ Lansing has murdered his wife !” 
A mo­ 
m ent later, when the stunned faculties re­ 
covered their use and the awful story v’as 
found to be true, bis friends—and Lansing 
has no enemies—wero glad to remember th at 
he is weak ; th at he is a tnsn with one griev­ 
ous fault. 
In the sickening horror they ex ­ 
perienced they felt a mournful joy th at L in- 
sing has spells when be is cot himself. They 
recoiled from their dismay at once sufficiently 
to say : 
“ Ho was crazy when he did it. 
U nder the influence of strong drink he b:- 
came- tem porarily wild—a maniac.” 
W hen 
interviewed by a Sentinel reporter last night, 
he remarked, in a frenzied way th at plaiuiy 
indicated his delirious condition, 
“ Y es; I 
know w hat I ’ve done. 
But ail you can pay 
is th at K it was drunk. I ’ve killed my wife ! ’ 


particulars of t h e a f f a ir . 
A t half-past 7 o’clock Mr. Lansing came 
down to the Sheriff’s office, and said to of­ 
ficer W illiam loing, who was on duty there, 
“ I ’ve killed my wife, and I w ant you to lock 
me up.” 
M r. Lantdng told him to go to the 
house and see for himself, and gave him di­ 
rections how to get in. 
H e told the jailer 
that he had no key to the house ; th at he 
m ight get in from the front, but if not to go 
around by tho back way and kick in tbe door. 
Mrs. Lansing lay on the kitchen floor with 
her eyes closed, blood on her face, a h le in 
her head, and her hair, soaked with blood, 
was spread disheveled on the floor. 
She 
was breathiDg heavily and slowly. 
I t was 
evident th at she was m ortally, stricken, aud 
could not survive many minutes. A t 8 o’clock 
she took her last breath. 
I t was 


a p it if u l s ig h t. 
There she lay, pala and bloody, with only 
her nigbt clothes : n. 
W hat led to the catas­ 
trophe can oniy be conjectured. Mr. Lansing 
has several times been known to drink until 
he became beside himself and insane. 
The 
home was found in disorder, as though no 
careful housewife had been at work in the 
rooms. 
There is no telling how long the bed 
which was occupied by M r. and M rs. L an­ 
sing was out of condition. 
I t had not been 
made up yesterday at least. 
I t seems from 
the coadition iu which the wounded woman 
was found that she had not dressed during 
tho d a y ; 
that possibly 
she 
had been 
indisposed an 1 confined to her room. 
H er 
own fondness for drink may account for much 
th at happened. 
A Sentinel reporter interviewed the prisoner 
at 9 o'clock last night, but 6 uad th a t he was 
not himself—not able to niter three consecu­ 
tive sentences coherently. 
" l a m sorry you 
find me here,” he said. 
“ A rn’t they going 
to let me go home? Are they going to keep 
•me here, and net give me something to 
drink? I wonder it they have taken that 
from me. 
Oh ! if I could only kill inyself.” 
lly th a t he m eant a dose of poison, which he 
felt in his pocket for, but could not find. 
TIIE SENTIMENT OF THE COMMUNITY 
Iu this affair is one of universal horror and 
regret. 
G reat sym pathy is entertained for 
Miss A da Lansing—the only daughter of 
M r. and Mrs. Lansiug—a very amiable and 
wortiiy young lady, who at present is attend­ 
ing a boarding school iu O ikland, C’ai. 
The wound is outlined by two sides of a 
right-augle, one of which is about au inch 
and a half in length, the other about an inch. 
W ithin the space inclosed by thcpe lines 
there is a hole 
in

skull, 
deep, 
irregular and larger than - could have been 
made by any ordinary bullet. 
A chair was 
found near the body iu two parts—the back 
aud bottom in one piece aud the legs alone in 
another. 
On the under edge of the back part 
of tho seat of the chair blood wa3 found cov­ 
ering a spacs about as large as the surface cf 
the wound. 
Ths chair ¡b a substantial 
kitchen chair, and could have been broken 
apart as described by a powerful blow. 
W hen found it was in two pie:e-q the legs 
seemingly having been hurled from their 
sockets by th3 concussion from such a blow 
as tho circumstances w arrant to presume may 
have been given. 


antecedents of t h e m urderer. 
Lansing was for mauy years a prominent 
lawyer and politician of California. 
He was 
born at Lansingburg, ou the Hudson—that 
town being founded and named by his fath­ 
er’s family. 
The Lanrings were very influ­ 
ential iu the Em pire State in politics and 
society. 
C. J . Lansing practiced law in N e­ 
vada City, Gal., when Jclm K. McConuell. 
W illiam M. Stew art, A. A . Sargent and 
other lights of the Bar were there. 
He rep­ 
resented his county in the State Senate, and 
at ore occasiou presided over th at body, and 
made a vety correct and dignified presiding 
officer. 
Although coming from Brodrick’s 
Siate, he acted w ith 'th e Gwin or chivalry 
wing of the Democratic party. 
He went to 
Virginia City, Nev., about 1862, and some 
tea years later removed to Eureka.

Presenting Instruction Contained In Lect­ 
ures from tlie Chair of Agricult­ 
ure, State University. 


Having 
described 
the various 
fixed 
coids, oxides and salts which constitute 
the ash of plants, we will now notice their 
occurrence in the ash. 
The ash ingredients are found both in 
the soluble and insoluble forms. 
The solu­ 
ble part, which consists principally of the 
salts of the alkalies and the sulphates and 
chlorides of magnesium and lime, is found 
dissolved in w ater in the juice or sap of 
the plant and in the liquid contents of 
the cells. 
The insoluble part, consisting 
mainly of silica, phosphate of lime and 
the magnesia compounds, is for the most 
part imbedded or incrusted in the cell 
walls of the plant. 
The proportion of ash 
is not invariable, even in the same kind 
and parts of plants. 
In a given variety 
of plants it differs with the age, an.l 
w ith the different parts and conditions of 
growth of the plant. 
The amount cf ash 
increases absolutely with the growth of 
the plant, hut decreases relatively ; that 
is, the amount of ash in yeung plants, 
aud in the ycuDt-or parts of plants, is 
greater in proportion to their weight than 
is is in older .plants, hut the absolute 
amount of ash is greatest in the oldest 
stnse cf tLe plant growth. 
The ash in­ 
gredients are found in different propor­ 
tions in different parts of the same plant. 
In general the outer and upper, that is, 
the yeenner and growing parts, contain the 
largest proportion of ash. The conditions cf 
growth are known to influence the propor­ 
tion of ash obtained from plants. I t ha3 been 
proven by many experiments that the more 
vigorous and healthy 


THE PLANT GROWTH, 
The larger the proportion of ash found, and 
vice versa. 
This is no doubt dac to the 
relatively greater quantity of leaves put 
forlh by the strong plant, and hence to the 
larger proportion of young and growing 
parts. 
The ash composition is least liable 
to vary in the seeds than in any other parts 
cf plants. 
The variation increases in the 
Bteui and straw, and is quite large in tleshy 
roots, but greatest of all in the tender and 
succulent foliage. 
Wolff has from a large 
number of analyses deduced the average 
percentage for three classes of agricultural 
products. 
H e gives the ash percentage of 
the cereal grains, leguminous crops and oil 
plants to be respectively 2, 3 and 4 per 
cent, of their dry weights ; and the re­ 
spective percentage of the ash of the straws 
to be 5.25,5 and 4.50 per cent, of dry 
weights. 
From th is'w e see that all dry 
eeeda contain more of the ash ingredients 
than do starchy seeds, and that the reverse 
is true of the straws. 
These ash ingredi­ 
ents have been found to be actually indis­ 
pensable to plant growth. 
Chemical anal­ 
ysis never fails to find them present to some 
extent in every species and order of the 
vegetable kingdom. 
The presence of this 
small quantity of fixed m atter seems to be 
actually necessary to the first stages of veg­ 
etation, and to the organization and assim­ 
ilation of other matter. Many experiments 
have been made to test the truth of this, 
but owing to tho invariable presence of 
some of the ash ingredients in all seeds 
it has been impossible to experiment on the 
growth of plants in a medium absolutely 
free from tho constituents of ash. 
Seeds 
have, however, been caused to sprout aud 
grow in a 
. 


PERFKCTI.Y INSOLUBLE MEDIUM. 
They were found to make a healthy growth 
jjit, so long as the ash ingredients of the 
■seed, which during germination were car­ 
ried up into the sced liD g , held o u t; hut as 
soon as these gave out the plantlet drooped 
and died. 
Toe seodliDgs were now col­ 
lected and burned, and the weight of their 
ash was found to be almost, if net quite, 
identical with the weight o' ash which was 
derived from burning a number ot the 
same kinds of seeds equal to the number of 
plants burned. 
The ingredients which aro invariably 
found in the ash of plants have already 
been enumerated. 
They are potassium, 
sodium, lime, magnesia, peroxide of iron 
(bases),chlorine,and sulphuric, phosphoric, 
silicic and carbonic acids. 
Of these, po­ 
tassium, lime, magnesia, phosphoric and 
sulphuric acids are absolutely necessary to 
the life of plants. 
Soda is an extremely 
variable constituent of the ash, being often 
found in quite large quantities, aud again 
only in traces. 
Though often present in 
very large quantities, aud almost always at 
least in traces, it is thought that while ad­ 
vantageous in the early stages, its presence 
is not absolutely necessary, hut that its 
presence is necessary in greater or less 
quantities for the perfection of the fruit. 
The foliage and succulent parts of the 
plant generally contaiu a very considerable 
amount of this substance which is acci­ 
dental, and hence not necessary to the 
plant. 
It waB once thought th at sodium 
could replace potassium in plants, but it 
has been ascertained th at the soda which 
seemed to replace potash was accidental, 
as was also the seemingly replaced potassi­ 
um. 
That is to say, if potash is replaced 
by toda, then the part which was so re­ 
placed was over and above the required 
and normal amount of potash of the plant, 
and hence was 


NOT ESSENTIAL TO THE PLANT ; 
And therefore the soda, in all probability, 
took no part nor performed any of the 
functions of potash in the plant. 
It ap­ 
pears as if potassium stood in the same 
relation to plants as sodium docs to ani­ 
mals, and it is not probable that the func­ 
tions of the one could be performed by the 
other in either ci3e. 
The oxide of iron is 
essential to plants, especially in their early 
growth, it seeming to act as a sort of tonic 
or stim ulant to twe young plant. 
Iron is 
required only in minute quantities, but 
often occurs as high as 5 or 10 per cent, 
in the ash, in which case it is mainly acci­ 
dental, i. e., the most of it is over and 
above the necessary amount. 
W hat has been said of sodium will 
apply almost equally as well to chlorine. 
I t is not absolutely essential to plant life, 
hut seems in small quantities to be neces­ 
sary for perfect development of the seed. 
< hlorir.e i . as would naturally be expected, 
aery abundant in the ash of plants which 
grow in ealine soils ; and with chlorine as 
with sodium, much of it is sometimes acci­ 
dental. 
Silica, although naturally always present, 
is an element which has been proven to he 
r.ot indispensable to crops. Although found 
in all parts of the plant it is most abundant 
on the outside and lowi r parts of the plant. 
Silica is an element which, although often 
present in quantities ranging from 20 to l*t> 
per cent, ot tho ash, Í9 almost always 
present in enfiicient quantities for full veg­ 
etable development in all sods, and need 
never bs artificially applied. 


F U N C T IO N S. 
Very little is definitely known of the 
exact functions of the ash iDgredicnta of 
plants. 
The presence of sulphates seems 
necessary, in order to supply the sulphur 
for the albuminoids, which have no other 
nource from which to draw the needed sup 
ply. 
The essential oils of many plants, as 
the onion, mustard, horseradish, etc., con­ 
tain sulphur as an essential constituent, 
and which, it is thought, must have been 
derived from the sulphuric acid of the sul­ 
phates. 
Phosphoric acid is the source 
from whioh the phoephorized oils or pro- 
tagons get their phosphorus. It is thought 
th a t the phosphate of potassium increases 
the rato of diffusion of the albuminoids 
which are formed in the leaves, passing 
from them into the growing parts of the 
plant and seed, where they are solidified 
and stored up for future tne. 
The alkalies, 
potassium and sodium and their compounds, 
are c.nstituent elements of the organic 
salts—i. 
e., 
compounds 
of 
oxalic, 
malic, 
tartaric 
and 
citric 
acids, 
with the alkali bases spoken of. 
These 
salts are of almost general occurrence 
in plants, and are of much importance 
in vegetable economy. 
It is the pres­ 
ence of these 
acids or 
some of their 
compounds 
which 
imparts the 
char 
acteriatic taste 
and 
acidity 
to 
most 
fruits aud some plants, and without which 
all fruits would bo flat and insipid in th> 
extreme. 
Although the organic acids aie 
sometimes found free in some fruits, as fir 
instance citric acid in oranges, lemons, etc., 
it is thought that the organic salts ol 


potassium aud sodium are the powerful 
sources of these acids. 
I t is often thought 
and asserted th a t the function of silica is 
eim plyto im part strength and rigidity to 
the plant ; this would seem to be especi­ 
ally true of 


THE GRASSES AND CEREAL GRAINS. 
There 
is 
no 
dcubt 
but 
th at the 
presence 
of 
silica 
does 
impart 
those properties 
to some extent, hut 
it has been pretty -well established, aud 
generally conceded, th at the prc-sence of 
eilico, in large quantities in eoils is not 
uearly so necessary a3 would appear from 
the above fict. 
Wants have been grown 
in artificial soils and solutions which con­ 
tained but minute quantities of silica, and 
which reached perfect and healthy develop­ 
ment, showing no signs of the lack of 
silica. 
Maize and wheat plants have been 
grown under the same conditions, which 
reached full development and were healthy 
aud strong, and quite aa capable of main­ 
taining their normal upright condition as 
most grains grown in soil containing an 
abundance of free silica. 
It is a notable 
fact th at the upper part of the grain stalks 
contain quite as much, and often more, 
silica than does the lower part. 
Now, if 
| silica v-as 
simply necessary to im part 
strength aud rigidity to the plant, nature 
would show her economy by providing and 
fixing it in the proportion which would give 
the g re a te s t strength with theleast material. 
As we have said before, silica is a sub­ 
stance which is always present in sufficient 
quantities in all soils, and the buying of 
silicate fertilizers, under the impression 
that their application will strengthen the 
crop and prevent its lodging, is pure folly 
and waste of money. 
It, like magnesium, 
¡3 a substance always available to plants 
and present in euch quantities as to he 
practically unremovable. 


CHLORINE. 
Chlorine 
is 
an 
element which, 
al­ 
though it can be dispensed w ith during 
the earlier stages of plant giowtb, is ab­ 
solutely necessary to the development of 
fruit and Eceds. 
During the growth of 
plants the starch which is organized in the 
mature leaves passes onward and upward 
to 
the new-growing parts to the fruit, 
and to the seed, where it is generally 
stored, sometimes in considerable quanti­ 
ties for the use of the seedling plant. 
It 
has been found th at where chlorine is 
withheld from plants the leaves thicken, 
an abnormal quantity of cellulose is Formed, 
they become watery and at last fall off. 
These fleshy leaves have been found to be 
full of starch grains, from which it seems 
as if 
the transfer of starch from the 
foliage to the growing parts and seeds 
cf 
plants 
was 
impossible 
in 
the 
absence of chlorine or some of its com­ 
pounds. 
IRON. 
In the absence 
of iron the leaves 
anil foliage of plants lose their green 
coler, and turn yellowish and sometimes 
almost white. 
If now a small amount of 
a solution of iron be added to the soil, the 
leaves regain their natural color and func­ 
tions in a very short time. 
The green 
coloring m atter of the leaves, know u as 
cblcrophyl, is 
a carbo-hydrate, whose 
function scem9 to he to assist in the assimi­ 
lation and organization of plant food. 
In 
the absence of ch’orophyl the leaf ba9 no 
power to decompose the carbonic acid of 
the atmosphere and to assimilate its car­ 
bon, which is so essential to the building 
up of the vegetable tissues and organisms. 
Such being the ease, there can be no proper 
growth of the plant at the expense of the 
atmospheric air, unless the foliage be sup­ 
plied with chlorophjl. 
By microscopic 
examination it has been ascertained that 
the presence of iron is necessary to the 
formation of chlorophy], and th at in the 
absence of iron the ciilorophyl of the proto­ 
plasm of the leaf remains an almost color­ 
less mass, Eeemingly destitute of any o r­ 
ganism. 
The spr.ints which are sent out 
by potatoes iu a cellar or in large heaps are 
destitute of color, and have not the power 
of assimilating atmospheric carbon. Hence 
the shoot3 which are developed from the 
supply of organized m atter contained in 
the potato, and which has no power 
of assimilation, must of necessity cea^e 
to grow a3 soon as 
- 


THE SUTPLY OF FOOD 
In the parent is exhausted. 
It is evident 
that the teeming growth is only a transfir 
of already organized matter, and that 
there can be no absolute growth under 
such conditions. 
We thus see th at iron 
acts as a sort of tonic on vegetable growth ; 
it increases the vitality of the plant, and 
permits and helps in the assimilation of 
unorganized extraneous 
matter. 
These 
asli ingredients, the functions of some of 
which we have endeavored to point out, 
and others, the exact functions of which 
are not well authenticated or understood, 
are not simply deposited in a particular 
part of the plant to form a permanent 
growth, but instead, many of them suffhr 
translocatiou during the different stages of 
plaut development. 
It is probable that 
during 
the 
latter 
stages 
of 
plant 
life 
the 
growth 
of 
tho 
stem 
and 
its members takes placa to a consider­ 
able extent at the expense of the roots. 
It is a well-known fact that plants, and 
the grains in particular, when cut before 
m aturity, will, if sufficiently developed, 
aud not too quickly dried, ripen at the ex­ 
pense of m atter contained in tho stem. 
A 
few words might be said here in favor of 
reaping grain. 
By that process of harvest­ 
ing the roots are not drawn upon by the 
last stages of growth, and the soil is bene­ 
fited by the amount saved to the roots. 
The grain is cut while in the dough, and 
sometimes even sooner, and while the stalk 
is yet to a considerable extent tender and 
succulent. 
The grain ripens at the ex­ 
pense of the 6talk, but even after it has 
drawn a supply of substance from the 
straw, it still leaves it 


MUCH MORE VALUABLE 
For cattle food than if the straw had 
ripened on the roots. 
In this process of 
ripening the albuminoids, and it is thought 
the amyloids, pass from the leaves threugh 
the stem up into the seed. 
Phosphoric 
acid undergoes much the same transloca­ 
tion. 
Magnesia is transferred from the 
lower stem upwards and into the seed. 
It 
is thought that sulphuric acid is formed in 
the upper part of the plaut by the oxidiza­ 
tion of sulphur or some of its compounds. 
Potash seems to suffer no transfer, except 
possibly from the seed during the time of 
ripening, into the stem, probably giving 
plaee to tnagne.-ia. 
Silica and chlorine, as 
far as known, remain stationary at the 
place where first deposited or fixed. 
We have now had a very brief sketch of 
the principal of the ash ingredients, with 
their more common properties and func­ 
tions, as lar as known. 
The study of the 
ash is one which it is impossible to pursue 
to any degree of perfection without much 
application, and tables too numerous to he 
asserted here. 
It, however, is a subject 
which should be studied by every intelli­ 
gent farmer, inasmuch as it treats of the 
m atter which must be found in the soil, 
and which, being non-volatile, can under 
no circumstances be acquired from tho 
atmosphere. 
In the ash tnere is included 
those elements anil compounds which mu9t 
ho applied artificially to soils, if it is de­ 
sired 
to maintain 
their fertility. 
Em­ 
bracing as it does m atter which is of 
vital interest to the farmer, it is well 
worthy of further study. 
A thorough 
knowledge of the ash ingredients, and of 
their occurrence, will prepare one to un­ 
derstand the utility and application of 
manures and fertilizers. 
We will have a 
little more to do with these substances 
upon treating of soiD. 
To the reader who 
wishes to look further into the subject we 
would refer him to the section on the ash 
of 
piants, in -Johnson’s 
“ How Crops 
Crow,” also to numerous tables in appen­ 
dix of the same, as well worthy of con­ 
sideration.

Messrs. Editors of Record U xiox: While so many 
people are w riting th eir opinions iu regard to ¿he 
debri3 trespass question, I desire also to give mine, 
and approxim ate, if possible, a relative comparison 
between the probable undeveloped agricultural mill­ 
ions in resources of this btate and those of the gold 
mines of the same, in connection with a considera­ 
tion of tlie Sacramento valley floods, levees, climate, 
and v.irious other subjects, in the following ’ecture, 
if I am perm itted to have sufficient strength given 
me to w r.te enough to m ake a lecture ou t of; 
which, counting on all nature’s resources now 
known fonciief, I have at my advanced age b u t the 
slightest hope for. 
I have been on the decline for about two years, 
and have been reduced from 1C5 pounds to a per.’eet 
skeleton of about 100 pounds, and as helpless as an 
infant ever sinus the fore part of last October, with 
the exception of th e ii3oof my hands and arm s, and 
a tolerably clear brain. 
There is no part of my 
body at all paralyzed, though m y muscles, iiga 
monta ari l tendons have not strength enough for m e 
to turn myself over w ithout help, and everyone who 
sees me considers me at the point of death, with no 
po sib le chance for recovery. 
My only possible way for w riting is to fasten 
my paper in 
a 
bill holder a id rcstiug the 
holder on my breast., with my elbows on the 
bed, with hands and pencil pointed up in tho 
air, which is very tiresom e in my feeble and almost 
dving state. 
B ut 1 am willing to undergo almost 
any torture to spread my ideas, some of which 1 con­ 
sider very im portant, before the world, and especi­ 
ally our own S tite and nation, before I die. 
Captain Eads’ principle of scouring out the 
beds of the rivers down to where they were 
m 1S1!* and 1850 Í3 correct ; 
bu t his idcu 
of 
furnishing clear 
w ater in sufficient quan­ 
tities to produce that effect by building brush and 
stone dams, the latter to b u rst and swamp the val­ 
ley fifty or a hundred years hence, is incorrect. 
It 
is very true that clear w ater wi.l receive and carry 
otf double tlie quantity of debris th at roily water id- 
ready half filled w ith debris can receive and carry 
elf. 
But we m ust not depend upon such “ small 
potato ” means to accomplish such gigantic results. 
There is a principle existing in w attr th at science 
and experience have apparent’y never made plain 
to man until now, entirely w ithin our control, which, 
w ith proper expense, m anagem ent and care, can he 
made to scour out ail our rivers to the desired depth 
in a ringle ltood season, if hydraulic mining is put a 
stop to now. 
That expense, m anagem ent and care, 
is the constructing and keeping iu íepair levee? 
w ith wide spread wings at proper grade where the 
head-water gulches or riUs join the mountains, and 
proceed with uniform Incline on the Sacram ent > 
and all tributaries until it strikes the point of 
twenty-four feet above our present low \w iter mark 
for city and valley, aud follow on the level of the 
uniform grade of th e valley to Steamboat elough, 
which wi'l soon be scoured out again, with sufficient 
width and strength at top and base for the putjiosc 
intended. This may appear at first to be an ex­ 
pen-e Impossible to be borne; but wait and hear 
me through, and perhaps impossibilities will vanish. 
The main princip e is simply the compressibility 
of water and the incompressibility of debris. A 
gilloa of surface w ater is supposed to weigh about 
i\\ pounds. 
B ut under a pressure of twenty-four 
feet, where nearly three gallons are compressed into 
one. it may be supposed to weigh near 25 pounds. 
And debris from the finest silt (slickens) to eatid, 
gravel, cobbles, and of the lighter stones, even to 
the size of a man’s head, which would sink in su r­ 
face water, will j*>p up like corks, and float from 
six to ten feet high, under th a t depth of pressure 
in a moving current, and continue th eir journey 
from the mountains to the sea. 
And*when the 
rivers are once thu-* scoured out, deep, clear water, 
from the t pringó and snows of the m ountain regions, 
except iu some of our heaviest rainy seasons, will 
forever be the result. 
And who is to build these levees, and repair the 
damages to the fanning and fruit, Ínteres**, the 
navigatioi of the rivers, the arrest in its ineipiencv 
of the filling up and certain de.rtructnn of our great 
commercial harbor, and restore the happy homes, as 
they generally were, w ith few exceptions, from lt>59 
to about two or three years alter the close of 
the rebellion .' There were a few, such ; s Mr. 
Briggs and others about Marysville and s »me 
locations, th at were heavily 
damaged 
before 
th at 
tim e, 
b u t 
nothing 
in 
comparison 
with the scores and score?, in valley and cities, of 
formerly rich men, counting their w raltb by tens to 
hundreds of thousands, who are now on the rack 
suffering financial ruin, with no hope (or selves or 
families bif >re them ,but w ith the certainty of being 
reduced to the m ost helpless poverty . 
From the 
time hydraulic m ining was commenced, or was used 
in more than a very few localities, say about '58 or 
’C>J, to about the close of the rebelión, tho hollows, 
sinks, swamps, 
hedges, 
ditches, 
deep gulches, 
ravines and canyons, kept the debris back so that 
there was bu t little damage except in a few in­ 
stances, as before refcued, until about th at time. 
But then as these natural dumping-ground», which 
everyone, as individual m iners or companies, were 
p rm itted to use, became filled, the cruel, destruct­ 
ive and criminal trespass upon the farmer?, fruit­ 
grower», river», towns a d cities, commerced 
And 
now to say th at, because the helpless sufferers h ve 
been corn ellcd to perm it them to continue th e5r 
criminal debris trespass s > many long years, until 
the trespassers have become rich and fcaCe expended 
hundreds < f thousands upon their imaginary ouried 
millions, which seven-eights of them have do more 
than a s ju atterrig h t to, gives them jM»sscs-oryowner- 
ship and a right to continue the ir criminal trespass 
forever, tram pling under foot State and Nati mal 
titles and ownerships, by which every species of. pr< |>- 
crty in the valley they are trespassing upon is gov­ 
erned by, has no more sense in it than to say that In­ 
dian agents have possessory title to continue robbing 
the Indians hecaupe they always have r«»bbed them. 
And also is going back to the principle that 
“ Might makes right,” and th a t nothi g but physical 
strength can settle the controversy. 
And to argue 
th at hydraulic mining ought to be i*erinitted to con­ 
tinue, bkcause it would throw so many debris tr- s- 
passers out of employment, may as well be used by 
the thousands of stage robbers and train wreckers, 
for they arc ail trespassers upon the world for 
money, regardless of consequences; ami the debris 
trespasser is sometimes the most heartless criminal. 
He walks our streets, tram os up and down cur 
levees, or takes a trip in the seven by-nine steam ers 
we are now reduced to, and sails up and down the 
rivers, and cannot help counting by thousand? the 
unhappy victims that his debris sy-tcm of trespass 
ing is sending to discouraged poverty (a liberal pro­ 
portion to the insane asylum) and others to heart­ 
broken 9uicide. 
But the stig e robber or train- 
wrecking trespasser may not know but th at hie vic­ 
tim may be a millionaire, whose finances arc not se­ 
riously affected by the trespass; while the debris 
trespasser knows bis victim, as before said, to a pos­ 
itive certainty. 
I know that in law these trespasses 
h u e different names, but in m orality they are all 
alike if they all alike result in poverty and m isiry, 
and all alike in crim inality, upon any piano of rea­ 
soning, if they are all alike recklessly committed 
w ithout regard to consequences. 
To argue th at the debris trespasser ought to be 
perm itted to continue his destructive process be­ 
cause he 1 as expended money in building», engines, 
reservoirs 
and 
ditches, 
would 
be about like 
arguing 
th at 
the 
counterfeiter ought to be 
perm itted 
to 
continue 
his 
trespass 
became 
he has expended money in buildings, in under­ 
ground rooms, connected by secret dark passages 
and private dodges, in dies an J c03tiy platis and 
other necessary expenses for continuance. 
And to 
claim th at becaHse a few thousand dollar»’ worth of 
land has been reclaimed by debris, notw ithstanding 
th at tens of millions worth of other lands have been 
utterly ruined by debris, is a sufficient reason to 
perm it these trespassers to continue their reckless 
and criminal process, would he about as sensible as 
to continue a fifty thousand dollar defaulting c’crk 
in a bank because he had been known to spend a 
few hundred dollars towards decorating a church, 
or towards furnishing provisions for an orphan asy­ 
lum, or some other trifling though genuine demon­ 
stration towards benevolent liberality. The plea 
th at the debris trespassers will lose largely if they 
are compelled to stop l*rlraulic m ining now, in the 
decay of their works and fixtures, constructed for 
continuance, cuts no figure iu tho case at all. They 
planted their batteries for trespass, and no am ount 
of the most earnest pie id ings of the suffering vie- 
tim s could effect any change. 
They can now dis­ 
mantle, or let their batterie* rot down as they arc, 
a? seemeth to them good.” 
When the gold discovery in California was made 
know n in tho United S ates,em igration commenced, 
as evujy one knows, with a ru-di frsm ev er/ State 
and Territory to dig the gold, with tho universal 
intention of getting rich by storm ; and all those who 
never h'.d b u t one idea stick to the one m inicg idea 
je t, and joined bv others th at are blinded to equity 
and evtry principle of equal rights, bv interest iii 
mining stock?, claim th at they came to mine for 
gold »n a m ining State, and th a t they will continue 
it as their interests d erate, though they destroy 
every other interest and the State itself. 
But oth­ 
ers, with more ideas than one, can sec the nv ritori- 
us features of agriculture and other interests in 
their true light. 
A few came from foreign Govern­ 
ment», nnd carried their gold to th eir foreign homo», 
and it sometime? seemed that lully one-half were 
foreigners ; but it was a m istake. 
And the m istake 
»r ,»e from the fact th at many thousands with for­ 
eign Drogues and idioms were at first classed as cili 
Zens of foreign nations; bu t when wc came to find 
where they emigrated from we found th at nearly all 
had been citizens of the United States for year? be­ 
fore gold was discovered, and many had been our 
near neighbor? there.

down with the scurvy ; other hundreds w ith m oun­ 
tain f vers ; other hundreds With chi! s and general 
debility, and thousands 
w ith 
rheum atism and 
neuralgia; uniil our fa:mcrw, gardeners and fru it­ 
growers along the m argins of the river*, the very 
men who have been the m r*t persecuted with over­ 
flows from ra:uingdebris, furnished them with their 
varion* vegetable and fruit productions, and haded 
their maladies. 
They furnished them “ prairie 
? hoiner” loads by the hundreds, each crowded with 
from three to six tons of freight, containing csp-.ci- 
vlly a liberal supply of onions, cabbages, tomatoes, 
po itoe*, 1-ttuoe. reddishcs, cucumbr.r? and melons, 
as immediate antidote? for their Fcurvies and (v-n- 
stif ations; al«o barrels • f fresh ranch cgcr? and tons 
of fresa ranch b u ttir, all of which were e-agcrly 
bought up and consumed by t c miner< ; and it 
?een»cd to be a univernal acknowledgment fro*n th * 
m ining regions, th at the live? ef t!m i*ands of 
m iners had b**en saved 
by these pr« ductions 
from th e valley. 
Now, a* befo e 
paid, who 
i?

and 
put all things »0 rights «Lain. A* between the fann-

The State 
ha? r.ot done the damage con plumed o', bu t the 
m ii.tr? have ; and have been com tantiy robbii g the 


State from the beginning. 
They have destroyed 
millions of acres of its nm untam misture lands, and 
the rich soils for huodrcds of small farm?, vineyards, 
orchards and gardens, in tbe lovely climate of the 
foothills, which would have soan commenced, and 
forever continued, to p a y a revenue to th e State. 
They have skinned off aud d ttroved hundred? of 
thousand? of acres of the best tim ber land in the 
State. 
They have flooded hundreds of fanner?, 
gardeners, orchardists end vine-growera, who were 
paving revenue to tlie State. 
Tney have roiled up 
the waters, filled up the stream ?, and virtually de­ 
stroyed tho only river navigation of t ie queeu val­ 
ley of the State. 
Justice demands th at neither the 
State nor the farmers, b u t the miners, should repair 
dam ages; b u t they reiu?e. 
Now, suppose th at no one repairs damages, ar.d 
the d btruction is perm itted to go on until the whole 
valley i? covered with m ountain debris our cities 
are abandoned, and b th the harb »r and city of San 
Francisco are destroyed, w hat would be thu result? 
W iih iu t the foreign commerce of 
the harbor 
of 
San F-ancisco to furnish the great trunk 
raUroid8 
with p art of 
their 
Eastern freight 
(with fruit and wheat freight reduced one-half), 
they would begin to languish, and the whole rail 
road system of the Pacific coast w.»uM languish, as 
the lim ited business of the ro .ds, afier so much de- 
va tation, would not pay the expense of repairs, 
and alfalfa, Bermuda gros3 and wild o atj would 
grow between the rails ; and the scene of the “ c at­ 
tle upon a thousand hills,” and “ slaughtered for 
their hide£ and tallow,” would again be approxi­ 
mated, if not really re enacted. 
Tnink for a moment of the doleful condition of 
tbe people of San Francisco, w ith the harbor de­ 
stroyed. There would be no middlemen's positions 
to fill ; the citiz_r.3 woul.l be reduced to t ‘ic nects 
sity of “ trading jack-knives’’ as a business to ririn 
! aud be skinned, aud live upon each other, instead < f 
j having our own commerce and the foreign commerce 
! of th e world to live upon, a? at present. 
The pjMi- 
j i at ion would drop off by the hundreds, “ like rats 
leaving a sinking ship.” 'J hree fourths of the city 
would be abandoned to bate and owls, and the first 
fire would sweep the entire city. Such would also 
bo the fate cf neighboring cities and towns, and the 
whole Pacific coast would languish and retrograde 
to an incuiculable degree. 
Now suppose about the tim e th at all this is 
complibhed the French or De Lessej-s canal across the 
Isthm us is completed, and the railroad of the Brit­ 
ish Possessions across tbe continent from New West­ 
m inster to M ontreal and Quebec is also completed ; 
and suppose also th a t the Pope, with Gibralti-r as 
one of his posfe-vions, and all the crowned heads of 
the Eastern Continent, both Em perors and King?, 
become wise enough to give their subjects a limited 
monarchy, or Papacy, with Constitutions exactly 
suited to the n ce>>itits and perfect satisfaction of 
all under their several dominions ; and suppose they 
a’l “ get their back? up ” in relation to the “ Mon­ 
roe doctrine,” as ltu->sia has already shown some 
sigus of doing, and should send through tlie Franco- 
D .rian Cr.ual, or around the H orn, *nd plant a score 
or two of ironclads in Esquí maul t Buy, ready for in­ 
stant use V It i? a beautiful harbor, and 1 should 
think capable of harboring from fifty to eighty iron- 
e ads iu safety. 
It joins Vancouver Island on the 
east, about four mile? from V.ct- r a, and perhaps 
a- out six miles from New* W estminster, the western 
term inus of their continental railroad, with deep 
w ater between the twfo latter, and appears to be 
beautifully land-locked and secure.

is idle, nonsensical and sensational, unless we allow 
our own hydraulic debris trespassers to cnncfüer U3 
fir?t by destroying our agricultural interests, our 
cities, our navigable rivers and the harbor of San 
F :ancisco. 
I t will be found th at to fight the com­ 
bined monarchies cf the world, joined with the 
Pope, is a much more expensive and difficult job 
than to fight one or two while a 1 the re&t are 
friendly and in full commercial relations w ith ns, 
slyly fum ishii g u? with m unitions of war and 
f ‘ ¿rvthing else we need, ar.d laughing in their 
bleevcs— on account of some old grudge they may 
have against our enemies—at tbe good licks we are 
giving .them . 
And even to begin the defence 
in such a war will cost five hundred millions, 
and at 
least a thousand 
millions 
more to 
conquer an hcnorable peace with those power?, if 
such should fortunately be the happy resuP, and 
I believe that every man of business experience 
will agree with me th at a hundred millions had bet: 
ter be exjiended in the Sacramento valley immedi­ 
ately by the General Govcrnmen* than th at any of 
these catastrophes should happen. 
Congress had 
certainly ought lo have abfiT.shed hydraulic raining 
at about the tim e of the close of the rebellion, when 
the real serious damage from th at kind of min­ 
ing was first generally complair-ed < f. 
But it sat 
like a 
great fool bum p on a log,” with ad the min­ 
ing laws in its iron grasp, and allowed the damage 
to be continued arid increased a hundred f«»ld by 
changing drifts and other modes into hydraulic pro­ 
cess, and al?o by continuing to allow the people of 
all the continents, and all the islands of the Atlantic 
and Pacific, from pole to pole, perfect freedom in 
depositing their destructive debris tip<*n the valley. 
At the treaty of Guadaloupc Hidalgo, on the 21 
day of February, 1818, the Government of the 
United States became the owner of the then Terri­ 
tory of California, ceded to it by the Government 
of Mexico in so’emn treat j* on that day, and soon 
commenced sellirg to farmer*, gardeners aud or- 
chardists, and from these to wheat and barley farms, 
and nearly the whole valley not held by la n i shark» 
was thus d isu sed of for farming, long before a 
raining grant was ever issued. 
Bu*, even if all the 
mining claims had been crai.ted first, the miners 
would have no more right to cast their destructive 
m ining debris upon the farm ers than a family living 
in an upper story would have to cost from the cham ­ 
ber window into their neighbor’s front yaid the 
ashes, dishwater, chicken feed nnd other debri?, 
thus destroying their neighbor’s iovelv walks, beau 
tifui borders aud costly flowers. 
If the mineral 
laws had at first been placed in the power of the 
State, it could have defended itself ; but as they 
were not, but, like the farmer», it was only allowed 
to commence and fight through long, tedious and 
ex pens ve civil suit», and rs the minera will not Je ­ 
suit, but claim pi>£¿cssory tit les to be superior to Gov­ 
ernm ent title» : that because, and only because, th< y 
have been perm itted to damage tbe farm ers and the 
State a long time, ar.d c!*a.itn the privilege of cintinu 
ing the damage perpetually, I s< e no way b u t for the 
General Gove nm ent to step in and settle the diffi­ 
culty. 
And, as b<f>rc remarked, it bad U tte r ex­ 
pend a hundred millions to day than th t «he dam ­ 
age should be perm itted to continue any longer : 
b u t there is no such am ount required. 
The State 
pays to the General G overnment in revenue, from all 
sources, from twelve to tw enty millions annually, 
and I would here suggest that it appropriate two- 
thirds of one year's St to revenue—say ten millions 
—and er.d at once and forever this hum iliating and 
d estru ctiv egenerd devastation. 
Congrcssought to wake up the m iners immediately 
by passing a special mining law», m aking it a crime, 
with im prisonment and damages, “ U r one party to 
ruin another’s family resident e and farm, by cover­ 
ing with destructive mining d bris; not perm itted to 
dum p there w ith a cart.” 
The crim e of incendia­ 
rism i? nothing in comparison, for th n the farm is 
left, and the reri-lence can be rebuilt. 
Tbe senti­ 
ment so beautifully expressed by the Honorable 
Supreme (or Superior, please correct) Court cf 
California should at onoe be adopted by Congress, 
^and most vividly enforced. The m iners claim that 
they are m ining (probably one half foreign rs now; 
for themselves, fiom tweive to fiftten millions an­ 
nually, one-half of course to be lugged off to enrich 
foreign nations, and expect of our General Govern­ 
m ent permission to destroy a State th at is now and 
has for long year? been paying, not to it? own 
coffer», or to its own selfi.-b subjects, but to tbe 
Genera! Government, 
more 
than 
that 
num ­ 
ber 
of 
millions 
ill 
annual 
revenue, and if 
uot 
destroyed, 
will 
continue 
to 
pay 
that 
am ount and more, as long as the Eternal Jehovah 
shall perm it general governm ents to he aidtd by 
¡State revenue. Such expectations w ill not ba ical- 
ized. 
The whole controversy in the case now being 
tried in the Superior Court of Sacramento, between 
the State and the Gold Run Mining Company, was 
circumscribed t o a ” nutshell *’ by A ttorney General 
H art’s rem arks, I ist Thursday, tbe 12th, and re­ 
ported in the Ukcord-Umon of Friday, and also re­ 
m arks by the D ally Dee, of Friday, a - d it would 
stem th at it ought to admonish the defendant to 
economize in tim e and money, a n i c’ose the testi­ 
mony, unle?s they expect *o prove positively th at 
they never owned any mines in the State, and were 
not in the State when the damage was done ; or un­ 
less they expect to win in tbe Supreme Court by a 
technicality, a» did a former mining company, by 
the last Supreme Court, under the old Constitution. 
Attorney-General H art said th at the question in­ 
volved was “ w hether or not the Gold Run Ditch aud 
Mining Company is tending to i :crea~o a nuisance 
which the plaintiff in this case charges hd» been 
com m itted by the obstruction of navigable stream s.” 
The Lee said : “ W hether or not one dollar, or one 
thousand million d dlars in gold, have been extrae e l 
from the m ountains; w hether cement i? com{>o?ed 
of soda, silica, slate or potash ; seems to have ver . 
little to do with the question as to whether the Gold 
Run Mining Company i? contributing to «he de­ 
struction of the American and Sacramento rivers 
and farming lands on their borders.” 
It certainly appears as if justice ha? perm ilted tho 
defendants to blunderingly continue the testimony, 
in order to invalidate the judgm ent and evidence of 
their witnesses, many of whom have sworn posi­ 
tively to the tru th of u tte r impossibilities, in stat­ 
ing th at the natural wash from the poliuria? of 
cattle, goats and sheep, and the very little wash 
from roads, was gre ter, and even so m any times 
greater, and filled up the fixers and the valley so 
much faster, than hydraulic m ining ; in a country, 
too, so univci sally celebrated for tne roam ing of its 
immense herds for hundreds of years, w ithout fill­ 
ing a ringle stream , until now, sir co hydraulic m in­ 
ing was commenced, all have hi come filled. 
And if 
perm itted t<> continue a little longer, none of their 
testim ony will have the least weight, and the un i­ 
versal judgm ent of the Courts, the Pacific coast, the 
nation and the world, m ust be for the plaintiff. 
“ Verily, give some evil-doers plenty of rope, aud 
they wid hang themselves.” 
Tlie Sutter county F a n n er deals them terrible 
blows, 
l t s a j s : 
“ They forget or ignore the fact 
«1. u th e n la perhaps hot thirty days out of 865 that 
there i? rain of such a character as t«> produce any 
natural wash at all, while the hydraulics operate at 
least 300 days in a year. They blame i», all to the 
sheep, goats and caí tie. 
They also forget th at this 
cause is nowhere visible or troubles *tne, except 
where the little giants play against the m ountains.” 
These w itnesses have almost destroyed all confi­ 
dence in their judgm ei t in regard to the bight they 
have seen flo^d-wood 1 lodged in tree top»,'* one says. 
(How indefinite; some trees six and others a hun­ 
dred feet high.) One saya be *aw flood-w ool some­ 
where on the American river “ fifteen feet from the 
ground.” Weil, the true level, adopting his “ nat­ 
ural wash ” judgm ent a* % sample, m ight have been 
six feet below where he judged it was ; and also he 
m ight have misjudged two or three feet at the top 
end of tíu* fifteen th at he named. 
Ooe frj*s he saw 
flood-wood pikd against Sutter vil le Rights *t least 
“ five feet higher than the flood oí ’49,” and they all 
believed that some form er flood m ust have been a 
“ whopper,” and all settled upon 1830 a? the prob­ 
a lls date. Suppose that Cazquinez Strait) have

I claim th at a steady 
week's wind from the south or the west in iSOii, 
blowing at the rate < t fifty cr Sixty miie3 an hour, 
which would be nothing strange, ar.d which perhaps 
occurred in 1830, would have r.ú»e-1 the w ater over 
tliy plaza in Sacramento and piled it up trem endous­ 
ly a t the fort, and carried the flood wood higher 
than any of them ever saw it, and even more than 
equaled the w ildest statem ents made by the In ions, 
tho lam ented General Vallejo, or anyone else.

I now, January, 1882), 1», first, th a t the Sacra­ 
m ento valley is io large and

entirely controls its own atm os «here. 
Second, 
soon after the sun has risen above the Nevada 
m ountains it beata up the atm osphere in the valley, 
causing it to rise, resulting m a vacuum, which is 
immediately filled wiih colder air from th e Nevada 
m ountains on the east and from th e Coast range, to­ 
gether with the sea breeze on the west. The air 
fiom the colder regions itself soon bicornes heated,

It cx- enJo *, as far as m y observation went, from 
foothills t . foothills.” 
One Gold R un v itzu w 
th in k . th at a deposit of sand on the ridge betwewa 
0 and V rir vts s n u b of S u tter’s Fort, per haps 
eight or t n feet higher than modern flood?, proves 
ti e bight of some enormous former fl ?od. (Probably 
some team ster dropped it there in a line of loads in 
sum ra.r, to help to busin g s in the rainy season 
while the fort was bei« g built, but it was not needed.) 
1 am now com ¡need th at General Vallejo never saw 
a flood any higher than abont tb e same as all the 
others. 
It is a very easy thing to have fioocs, and 
it i? also a very easy thing to prevent them , and wc 
need never have another, unless it comes the pres­ 
ent or te x t succeeding season, if the proper means 
are used to prevent it. 
Floods steal upon us in the 
following manner*: As we m ust m ake & beginning 
somewhere, we will begin on the Coast Range and 
the val ey this side near the Montezuma fcil's. 
We 
will say let a heavy rain f ill there about November 
1st and 11 »w i «o the valley or ba-in this side ; then 
say another rain a little further north, th at flows 
into a basin near C olusa; then an o tlu r s.iil further 
north, that flows into a birin n -rth of Colusa : then 
say let heavy rains begin at the mountain», to fall 
on the east ride c-f the Sacramento, ami follow down 
the basins of tho Nevada range and tributaries of 
the Sacramento, as we followed up the bash s of the 
Coast Range, until we reach Steamboat slough ; then 
repeat. 
Then, we’ll say, let heavy rains f*ll gen­ 
erally all over the State, until everything is full. 
Taeii let the winds begin to blow from the west, 
then from the east, and alternately pile up tbe 
waters, firrt against tlie Nevada then the Coast 
R ange; then repeat, and perhaps re repeat. Then 
let tne »nows begin to*melt about the l?t of March, 
and more rain, and we’ll be in the m idst of a flood 
th at cin n o t leave us for at least one or two m onths 
more, and th e crops on all our richest soil will be 
given up for the season aa lost 
It will now doubtless be p?a‘lily seen th at if we 
had the money and tbe art to scud off into Sui?un 
bay, a? Lu-t as it f.dis, all of the s ir plus w ater th a t 
nature has so freely and uselessly lavished upon us, 
leaving none to settle in basins except w hat falis 
there, we can be certain of having the heaviest 
cereal crops every year from all the lowest cultivable 
lauds in the State, and a fair show for heavy crops 
of cereals, fruits fand vegetables on all the higher 
luid?. 
Our general Governm ent will be highly 
gratified to immediately appropriate ten millions of 
rnonet to rescue from destruction this lovely valley, 
and aid in pioduciug this result whenever the sub­ 
ject is m;tde plain, audCongres*shall have pasecd a 
law to m ake the appropriation legal, an d all the 
6ister 
States 
will shout “ H allelujah, Amen.” 
None of the paltry thirty, six y, or five hundred 
thousands will find a re3p0r.se in the pulsation? of 
the great American heart, but ten millions will be 
most cheerfully appropriated, when right, reason, 
justice and freedom from wrong and oppression are 
known toso beseechingly pi.ad for it. 
I would suggest th at five millions be set apart f- r 
the im provem ent of the Sacramento river and its 
tributaries from their sources in the m ountains to 
tbe Sacramento, and down th at river to Steamboat 
slough, a3 described in the first page of Uii? lecture. 
I would lower the celebrated “ Hog’s Back ” about 
four feet (probably nothing worse than hard-pan, 
but blast if necessary). 
1 would propose to then 
turn the American river by canal, at a point one and 
a half miles cast cf Thirty-first street, Sacramento 
city, and fo.low on a parallel line w ith Thirty first 
t-trcet to where th at line thus extended will inter­ 
sect the Sacr.imcnto river, a lilt e below Freeport. 
By turning the American at th a t point it wdl carry 
off Bum s slough, and by constructing it of sufficient 
capacity it can be made to carry two-thirds, three- 
fourth», or all of th e American, if neces?aiy, oven at 
highest floods, and dej>osit it io the Sacramento at 
the point before named. This would forever make 
th e State Capitol secure, the city of Sacramento 
equally secure, end its sister city. W ashington, will 
have au opportunity to regain its form er u-itiuirits? 
and beauty. 
- 
This would necessitate a stationary engine for 
Sacram ento, both sum m er and winter, to pum p out 
the sewage w ater; but it can beso constructed as 
to cost no more for the whole year than it does for 
the half year now. 
And by a little genius—as salt 
w ater will flow here freely after the “ Hog’» Back” 
is lowered—the m outh of the discharge-pipe can be 
set below the surface of tne w ater at low-water 
m ark so th at no malarial effect can arise from it. 
It 
will abolish the drainage canal, abolish law subs 
and m alaria, and give Sier.im euto the most reviving 
agricultural, horticultural and floral breezes during 
the entire sum m er. 
I would then straighten tbe 
Sacramento at w hat is cal!ed Gray’s Bern*, and at 
other points necessary, and then commence levee 
building at the lowest points all along the line and 
carefully keep all the lower places higher than the 
highest water until the tw enty-four feet level is 
reached and made perm anent 
I w >uld then sug­ 
gest th at three millions be set apart for tbe con­ 
struction of a canal from Red Bluff, along the foot- 
oil.) of the Coast range, through the Montezuma 
Hills to Suisun Bay, with an em bankm ent along its 
eastern, aud, wherever needed, on its western side, 
of a uniform bight with the river levees (twenty-four 
feet)above its own low-water mark. .1 would tap the 
Sacramento at Red Bluff, and build a strong stone 
abutm ent, with was e gate? (to be move 1 on sti;el 
rol ere) of sufficient capacity to turn the whole Sac­ 
ramento through the canal if at any tim e necessary, 
when heavy eastern s«oriii3 are approaching or the 
m elting snows thrcat-.n, or back to its own channel 
again when heavy western storm ? ai e approaching, c r 
divided, asoccarion m ay require. 
I would build the 
game kind of stone abutm ent? and waste gates (for 
watering stock, or as exp rim ent on irrigation or 
any other pu-pose needed) at both Cache and Putah 
crcc-ks; but the smaller stream ? along all tbe em ­ 
bankments, th at so much resemble on the m ap the 
capillary veins in the hum an system, as represented 
in anatomical charts', wi.l not require any attention, 
as even th e largest of tliern will settle into the 
ground or evaporate in tim e for a late crop cf some 
kind. 
It now m ust be plain to all, th at not only the 
grand scouring problem is solved, but th a t “ a r t” 
has described limit? to “ nature’s ” Sacramento val­ 
ley floods; and th at the heaviest rain? or m elting 
of snows from any point of the compass can be sent 
iu a straight echute iu from three to five days into 
Mui-iin 
Bay, 
where 
it 
can 
march 
straight 
t¿ 
the 
ocean 
instead 
of 
lying here from 
four 
to 
six 
months, 
a 
dead 
weight upon 
the most extensive, vital andbeaven born interest 1 
of the entire State. 
I come t > California in 1850, 
landing at Saa Francisco July 231, and at Sacra­ 
m ento the 27th. 
I commenced clerking the 1st of 
A ugust in a grocery and general merchandising c - 
tablishm ent next to the corner of Seventh and J 
street», for the honorable and enterprising young 
firm of f?«,>pe A Lameroux (Lam’er-o.) They im ­ 
ported nvf?t of the r merchandise from New York, 
but als * J uL'ht largely in San Francisco. *nd for a 
tim e d id fa n eavy business. 
I see tin t I am too 
a.ixious to be brief, and m ust refer back to a few 
scenes in my earlier life. 
I labored several years at 
farming when quite young, and a!s> at mechanical 
business, before I bad anything to do with merchan­ 
dising in the Atl intic St ates, and my judgm ent now 
is th at I was quite a good farm er at the age of four­ 
teen 
My father was a merchant and general trader 
and farm er, b u t died when I was but eight years old, 
and bciug reduced Co hard scratching to support inj- 
self and pick up a little education, I had to use rigid 
econom y; but having the most retentive memory at 
th at age th at I was ever acquainted with, I rem em ­ 
bered everything told to me about farm ing- every 
pattern set me, every experim ent tried, and every 
rule in farmiüA th a t was ever fairly laid before me. 
And for the next twenty-six y«ar.«, until I came to 
California in 1850,1 was engaged in various enter­ 
prises, and among other? 1 owned and earned on 
seven years of the tw enty six (the regular «Id Eng- 
li?h seven-year apprenticeship lor any tra c) a grist 
mill in connection with a small farm, and of all the 
torm enting pieces of property I ever saw th-tt was 
the w e st. 
Lc uld not then see the point why I 
was thus tonft.oted, but now 1 see it. 
It was to ed­ 
ucate me in the practical experience as well a? 
science of hydraulics and the proper m anner of 
handling m teriai for buildir-g dams, levees or other 
em bankm ents in a firm m anner ; or if not sufficient­ 
ly firm, to know how to search out and find the 
reason why. 
It was to teach me how' to annihilate 
Sacramento valley floods. 
I was in constant trouble 
there during th at seven ycara, about as we have 
been here during our It «rig, though only in m in­ 
iature dimenriou». 
Something was constantly going 
wrong day and night. 
Sometimes the tail-race was 
filled with debris, and dredging became necessary. 
Flanking sometimes 
n the main dam gave w av; 
sometimes tbe left wing and sometimes the right; 
soimtime? some portion of the half-mile race bank, 
on 011c side or the other, and souietinus brv.h sides. 
Frequently the break would be caused by gopher?, 
then again by craw fish. 
Blind hell was breaking 
loose somewhere all tne time. 
I swore enough, if 
converted into steam, to carry two such mill*. 
I 
adm it it was very b a d ; but it is true. 
I often 
thought of the man who planten potatoes on a side- 
hill. 
He plowed his ground early, and, fool like, 
fir rowed it for rows up and down the hill, and 
Waited for rain. 
He saw it coming, and had ju st 
time tv» finish a? it commenced raining. 
He con- 
gratal ted himself 011 having the earliest potatoes in 
town ; but lie found the water had followed the 
furrows and washed all hi? potatoes to the foot of 
the hill. 
He stood in silence for a moment, «lid 
heard a distant “ boo-woo-woo.” H e scratched his 
head wildly, looked up, ejes flashing fire, and veiled 
o u t. ‘ Yes, d—11 you, hooing for baked potitoes, 
are you?” It seemed as though everything was 
booing wrong form e all the tim e, but I now say it 
was a blessing in disguise. 
At one tim e a team -t*r 
was careless in laying his whip down, as it happened, 
exactly across the left wing, and other teams con­ 
stantly unloading, the whip of course was lost, and 
we all eapposeo it stolen, until a break occurred, 
and searching for the cause we f -und th at the whip- 
stock cr handle extended an inch or so into tbe 
water, on the w ater side of the wing, ami the la*h 
b c n g 1-nif (to reach leaders), extended nearly 
through. 
Now, as soon a? tlie water had tim e to 
follow th at wlijp **tock and 1 sh through the em­ 
bankm ent a braak occurred, and the whip was 
found. 
I sine re’y believe I can cause the best levee 
in California to break by lsying continuously six 
straws across from tbe w .ter on the inside through 
on a level to the outside, ten feet below tho surface. 
Pieces of I»- ards, stick», straws and stones should 
lie carefully thrown out in constructing a levee. 
Nothing bu t clear or clean dirt, gravel or sand, 
should be used. And, to return, whether I was en­ 
gaged it. f irm ing, merchandizing, or mechanism, I 
always cultivaba a goodgarden and orchard, and al­ 
ways subscribed for tho nearest paper, and also for 
the best farming journal I could And ; and think, 
therefore, th at my first eight m onths’ knowledge of 
the climate, my exchange of sentim ents with old 
settlers, together with m y closely reading all the 
history there .tl en was of th e Pacific;coast, I was 
well quilified to judge of the future prospects of 
my adopted home a? a successful cereal and genera) 
agricultural, horticultural and universal fruit-grow­ 
ing State, in all it? blooming floral and semi-Eden 
loveliness. 
To show th at I was not an idle student on climate, 
I w ill here quote a f w short extract» from letters 
to my family and other corrcspcn ieuts East. 
In my 
Christmas letter of la50, to my family, I wrote the 
follow ing: “ Our winter climate in Sacramento is 
very mild. 
It is like uniting in the Atlantic Slates 
the voriab’e tem peratures of the v m al and autum nal 
season? of May and September, aud bh-ndir g them 
together.' 
In O ctober,'50, 1 w rote: “ If California 
proves to he a fine agricultural State, as I think it 
will, Sacramento, with the convenience of river nav­ 
igation for the more weighty article? of com ntrce, 
with the railroads talked of, is a most natural pniut 
for a great ma¡ ufaeturing center and populous in­ 
land commercial city. 
And whcu 1 take into con- 


! poles; and when Old Sol. hides his blazing head 
behind the Coast range, the last cold air from «he 
m ountains remain w ith us during the night, giving 
us a refreshing night’s rest, generally under one or 
two pairs of blankets, from which we arise in the 
m orning fresh and vigorous, w ith our intcU icts 
cleaj, and our energies eager for the conflicts of the 
succeeding day.” 
Having, within the then last six or eight m onths, 
passed through the torrid zone, both ou the Atlan­ 
tic and Pacific, and for month? studied th e nature 
of th e trade winds between the equator ar.d the 
poles, it mu.-1 be conced' d that I was most peculiar­ 
ly educated to judge of tbe influence of the m ini­ 
ature trade wind of the Sacram ento valley. 
“ This m inia'ure trade wind carries off to the 
ethereal regions uearly all of the m alena «.rising 
from decaying vegetation and decaying anim al u ni­ 
ter, and will carry * ff the whole when aided a little 
by art. 
I have noticed here when approac1 ing the 
body of a dead horse or ox ' 11 the plains, during our 
sum m er season, th at I could not detect any un­ 
pleasant odor ariri* g from it, uqless I approached it 
exactly in'the vein of infected air blowing from it, 
until 1 as.ived will.in a few fe e t« f it. 
i^uch a scene 
in any ether country I w a? ever in, would render tho 
utnn sphere unbearable for au entire circle cf many 
blocks, ar.d call in all the surrounding crows for 
miles iu every direction. And 1 have been t Id by 
butchers th at froth m eat will keep lunger hero w ith­ 
out Tainting, and by gro cers und families th at suit 
poik and salt betf aud firii will rem ain longer out 
of the brine w ithout rusting than in any other 
country. 
These facts Drove the atm osphere iu this 
valley*to be the purest on the globe 
It i» 
true th at 
I 
experienced two or three sultry 
niybt? here during the entire m onth (A u-ust, 1850), 
bu t notbirj^in comparison with th e sultry, fevtriüh 
night? by dozens in any other inland city or country 
I 
was 
ever 
in, ai d 
nruiy of the m aritim e 
cities uliO. 
It is also true th at we have some warm 
meridiar s here, but thvir debits are more than bal­ 
anced bv th eir credits. 
Our pure and healthy 
atm osphere ; our cool nights for refreshing, tooth­ 
ing sleep (“ Tired nature’s ^reat r storer,” a3 some 
eloquent w riter has m o d happi y « xpres-ed it) ; our 
freedom from sultry fogs, and our harvest sea­ 
sons free from irregular and drenching sum m er 
storm», are all of them their legitim ate oiTsprings.” 
I received my knowledge of merchandising, first by 
clerking fr r an older brotbe-, and second, by clerk 
ing for a long lam ented brother-in-Uw, the lion. 
Cyrus Butler, of Erie conuty, Ohio, one of the 1110 t 
philosophical and scientifically correct business men 
I ever m et w ith ; bu t I had been so chilled (not once 
warm for three weeks) while coming around Capo 
Horn iu the m idst of their winter, th at when I com­ 
menced clerking for this enterprising firm my phys­ 
ical powers wore very feeble, and my mental deeply 
sym pathizing with the physical, 1 was really unlit 
for business d u rirg the wh-de e*ght months’I was 
with them. 
B ut they were always tin d to mo, pai 1 
me cheerfully, ami allowed me to hire all the help 
needed whenever there was heavy lifting t<» be done. 
I scarcely can claim th at I earned the £109 per 
m onth that they pai i me, except in faithfulness in 
business aud bring a constant watchman, day and 
n ig h t; by cooking m y own bread in the back part 
of tbe store, before business opened in tho morning 
and after closing at night. 
I wa? never away from 
the premi&o? a m inute, only wh. 11 they sent m°. 
In 
the afternoon of the lltb < f September, Mr. Hoopc 
ordered his fine grey riding-horsc saddled and led 
to the door, and sa id : “ Jum p cn this horse and 
ride out to S utter’s F o rt; there is nothing there 
very beautiful to look at, bu t it is som ething you 
have not seen yet, and the ride will do you good.” 
I did so, neither of us net ring theleast indications 
of rain, and got a m ost beautiful w etting btf re 
reach ng home, which I rem em ber as being the 
first jjhower of rain 
1 
ever eaw in California. 
When I had changed inj’ wet for dry clothing 
and had rested a little, Mr. Lameroux b*ought out. 
a beautiful ripe watermelon to treat me w ith, though 
my health was so feeble th a t I dare r.ot eat only 
enough of it to know th at it was a good one, and 
was the first evidence th at I had seen of fruit grow­ 
ing litre, from cither vine c r tn e . 
I noon after saw 
Spaniards roasting green corn by building mall lire3 
on the plaza, and uiso saw’ potatoes grown in \uri us 
sections of the State. 
I was in Marysville in May, 1851, and saw there 
one of the finest gardens (though not go great va­ 
riety), but the healthiest color ar.d most luxurious 
growth that I ever before had geen anywhere, and in 
ten m inutes’ conversation with the owner of the 
garden I silently but forcibly became convinced th at 
we m ust entirely ignore the “ seed tim e and harvest” 
of the cold, frozen and snowy regions of the Eastern 
States, and scientifically determ ine the exact adapt­ 
ability, of “ seed tim a audJiarveet,” of e eh separate 
cereal, vegetable and fruit to this 1-vely, semi- 
heavenly cHnntc, and say effectually, and in thunder 
♦one», to the rushn.g winds, the raging torrents and 
drowning floods of this sacred golden vale, “ H ith­ 
erto shalt ■ hou cbmc, but 110 further, and here shall 
tbj' proud waves be stayed. ’ 
Ihen can we have the 
rc«i3t prolific and cveiy way congenial agricultural 
Elate in the 
n, and fearlessly “ sit under our 
own vine and fig tree, with none to make uaafiuid.” 
All the blissful closing scenes of this delightful view 
have ever beep beantifu ly blooming before me. 
Through thousands of fevered days and sleepless 
nights have I been in over anxious torture ever 
since, to fi'id the proper road leading to them. 
But since my present sickness I am perm itted 
to find the unm istakable line cf the golden road 
plainly m arked out, g ittcring wi.l; diamonds, and 
lined with happy homes, governed by hearts panting 
for moral purity and refinement, with elevated hope, 
and other faculties beaming wi;h generous in-elli- 
gence nr.d science, all along the road leading to the 
full enjoym ent of all the blissful scene? referred to, 
and 1 am compelled to shout “ Eureka.” 
The first great mile stone in this wonderful golden 
road, of easy and happy grade, is the cutting down 
and lull control of Hog’s Back. 
The second is the 
compressibility of w ^tcr and the incompreasibility 
of debris. The third great mile stone is turning the 
American river a t ¿.urns elough, increasing its 
length about four miles, ar.d discharging it into the 
Sacramento a iittle below Freeport. 
The fourth 
great mile stone i? the level unifoim grad-.: of 
twenty-four feet, above the present low-water mark, 
for all the levees iu the valley, at all times and un­ 
der all circumstances. Tne bf.h and la:t great mile­ 
stone i? the turning of the Sacramento river at Red 
Bluff, through the M ont-zuma Hills, which will ren­ 
der it positively impossible for the Sacrameuto val­ 
ley ever to be flooded again. 
There has never in thirty two years, to my certain 
knowledge, been a fall of water on the east side of 
the Sacramento river, which with the proposed im­ 
proved facilities for sending rain sto rm s in from 
three to five days in a straight shute out of the val­ 
ley, one fourth enough to overtop a twenty-four foot 
levee, w ith the Sacramento turned at Red Bluff ; 
and a’l the w ater from the great western w ater­ 
shed, the great Coast Range m ouutains, turned with 
it and all sent immediately straight through the 
Montezuma hills. 
I repeat th at there has not been 
at any one time for thirty-two year? w ater enough 
to one fourth overtop such levees, and experience, 
reason, and philosophy teach me th at there never 
can be. 
* 
I believe that when the flood? cease, and our val­ 
ley ceases to be an inlanX sea of fresh water every 
few years, to be evaporated and condensed into 
showers th at descend when we don’t need them , and 
then blown in every direction fio:n us when we do 
need them , will oe changed by these proposed nat­ 
ural and artificial changes, and that the “ former 
and the latter rains in their season,” will be com­ 
pelled to fall more regularly in the spring and fall, 
so th at we may better know how much we can de 
pend upon 
them . 
But they 
can 
never fall 
regularly 
in 
the 
sum m er 
unless 
the 
valley 
is raised up to a level with the m ountains, or 
the latter are torn down to a level w ith the valley. 
People may boast of the beauties and loveliness of 
an Italian climate, so much celebrated in story and 
in song, or of Minny France, of charm ing Ceylon, of 
the balmy isles of the Indies, and as m any o her 
oases in the desert ocean (if I may thus express it), 
as they please, and they may search all the conti­ 
nents that the sun ever rose or set upon, and they 
cannot find a country of this extent, congenial in so 
many respect? for the common lab< re»*, the me 
chanio, the merchant-, the banker, the student, the 
professor, < r the wealthy man «»f leisure, as this 
whole sctni paradisical Golden State will be when 
the floods are conquered, and when journalistic aud 
oilier literature, science,and the arts have tim e U> 
file <>ff and polish some of N ature’s roughest cor­ 
ners.” 
I wrote this last extract for the purpose of trying 
to influence a heavy money loaner of m y acquaint­ 
ance in Ohio t ) m ake an investmei t here, and give 
pie charge of it, reserving to himself the privilege of 
t iking possession whenever his interests m ight seem 
to require it. 
But us “ E u rek a’ had not then fur 
wished me with the plainly m arked-out golden road, 
sparkling with diamonds, leading directly to the 
semi-paradise 1 had been describing, 1 did not suc­ 
ceed in obtaining th e money. 
The consequence i? 
that we are each of us five millions poorer to-day 
than either of us need to be. 
As 1 did not succeed iu raising tbe money, and as 
the firm*of Hoopc & Lameroux had moved their 
store to Colusa, and being invited bj* th at good man 
and ever to be lamented citizen Samuel Rich (whose 
most excellent widow and family now live but five 
or six miles southeast of the city), to a partnership 
w ith him in the same business, I of course gladly 
accepted, and he, not being confined to o e :dea 
alone, bu t could philosophically handle several at 
once, fully agreed with me in the future agricultural 
destinies of the State, and having accumulated all 
the evidence required, we both tecure t farms, ami 
he had the wisdom to keep his but I sold mine. 
We 
continued our store ta the w inter of ’51, when we 
dissolved, supplying our patrons aa usual to th at 
tim e with barley* from Yolo soil and other counties 
in the State, as well as from Chile. 
We bought in 
’51 a sufficient variety of vegetables and fruits f.om 
the groat and once truly ceitbrateUSrm h’s Gardens, 
near Sacramento, alone to prove California to be a 
great agricultural State. The hundred thousand 
do’lar garden of those two noble-hearte 1 and active 
business citizens has been m urdered or drowned out 
by inches and buried by hydraulic m ining debris. 
These two Smith brother? were once as really and 
deservedly popular aud happy as any two men in 
the State. 
One has since died apparently of grief, 
and th * other seems to be declining in the same 
way. 
It is the duty of the guilty sp-ilera to hunt 
him up to-day und trive iiim a tw enty thousand 
dollar new starter. 
Having dissolved partnership 
w ith Mr. Rich I determ ined in '52 to try to 
do business alone as soon as I could arrang*- 
m atter? 
to 
Buit 
me, 
and 
had 
succeeded 
to my satisfaction, and was dring a most profitable 
business, until the firo occurred, in everything but 
barley. Some man, or company, had attem pted to 
“ make a corner” ou barley, aud had bought up, as 
they supposed, all the shipm ents on the way, and 
th* ught they had exhausted Chile ; bu t shipm ent 
after shipm ent kept pouring in ait-er th eir money 
was exhausted, aud the company finally sacrificed 
vheir stores, their homes and every business pros­ 
pect and ran away from the State to shirk future 
responsibility. 
And bi sides this avalanche from 
Chile, thousands of tons had been raised in almost 
every county in the State, all of .which had brought 
the m arket down from about twelve or thirteen 
cents to about five or six c^nts, aud no possible sale 
a t th at e r any other price, for every man who used 
barley a*, all had laid in his full supply for tne sea­ 
son, taking the alarm and expecting it to rise from 
the “ c irncr ” attem pted. 
A fine young gentlem an by tbe name of Cheese- 
b rou/h, Elias, I believe (sirce deceased), an ac­ 
quaintance of mine from am ong the best fam ilia in 
the Eastern M ates, brought up from bujhood as a 
clerk, and was a m ost accomplished one, also a 
book keeper, bu t could not find employment in’ his 
line, and being naturally high minded and am bi­ 


tious, he concluded to raise a crop of baricv in S ui­ 
sun valley th at scaron, and succeeded in raising and 
harvesting about four tor.*, and brought it to 8ac 
ram eato to have it stored until there m ight be sale 
for it. 
H e bad expended his last dollar in tran s­ 
porting it t » SacramcnTo, to lcam th at not a house 
could he find engaged iu storage business that cou’d 
or darod—a? barky had become a perfect dead 
weight—to receive his barí y w iihout cash in advance 
for storage fees lie offered them barley at their own 
price for storage ;is fast as storage lets became due, 
e v en : t five cr six cents, bu t was refused. 
He then 
came to me ar.d n u d e the same offer, saving th a t he 
could not affor 1 to sell for less than eight or ten 
cen ts; b u t I said, “ You m ust rem em ber if y >u stored 
it long enough to get th at price, st »rag« feys w ill 
eat it all up.” 
He srloonily replied, “ Yes; I se¿ 
it.” 
I again said, “ 1 can’t*buy your barley a t any 
price on a falling m arket, onlj w hat I can sell the 
sim eday ; and r. it.u r l.ave I the heart to charge 
j ou st rage. And you declare th at you will not sell, 
unit*?? it rise? to at least one third more than it :s 
now quoted at. 
Therefore, as we each understand 
} the other perfectly, bring on your barley, a d I 
will make the use c f it lying in storage, apparently 
Í as stock on hand for mo, and your storage ic: » to 
j balance each other. 
1 will r.ot allow a sack of it to 
b » sold until you order i : sold, and mark the price 
¡ w ith your own hand ; and In order t • make ib a per­ 
i fcctly legal bu-iness transaction, when the barí* y i* 
s Id. and we come to ssrt’e, perhaps rix m ouths -r 
a year hence, you m ust allow me to cha «go j ou ten 
cents P'.r sack commission, which will am ount to 
about eight • r ten dollars, instead > f eating up th;» 
whole pile of barley, worth somewhere from £500 
t o $1.200.” H o se trad as happy as a king, ar.d im ­ 
mediately brought in h-s barlej, and iu four or fne 
days from th a t tim e came tho great fire <-t the 2 d «f 
November, 185&, aud sw\ pt his barley from 
once, laid the city in ashes, and spread a pall of 
financial gloom over both State and nation, and 
many thousands in all land? are yet groaning under 
the terrible severity 1 f the shock. 
1 frit vtrv sail 
over Mr. Cheesbrough’s m isfortune, but could not 
help him, as 1 was nearly floored myself. 
Two object» I have in view in thus a*tem pting to 
so p articu b r’r detail the last named events, as wit­ 
nessed in 1852. The first is to give to the friends «f 
the deeply lam ented Mr. Cbeesorough a history of 
this painfully interesting scene they may not have 
heard of leforc. 
The second is to give all the light 
1 can upon th e sufficiently known ability, thirty 
years ago, for this to become a great agricultural 
¡State, ami also all the light 1 can upon the Gold 
Run mining trespass case now being tried in 8 «era- 
raento, so th at it may be decided upon it? true 
merits, ar.d not because ten thousand suits th at we 
have no interest in l ave been decided this, th a t, or 
some other way. 
Fifty thousand citizen? of Cali­ 
fornia britevedin 1850 th at this State bad all the 
elements < f a great agricultural M ate. 
Tw o hu n ­ 
dred thousand cit zens arid miner? m ost firmly be­ 
lieved it in 1851. 
Five hundred th usasd in IS >2

products for the same year were eigbtv millions 
four times as much. 
Now if tw enty millions in 
gold from the mines does so m uch towards raising 
the mining interest?, eighty mil ions in gold for the 
sanie year from agriculture ought to clo -afe th e ag­ 
ricultural interests a little.

tired of hearing anything more about these agri­ 
cultural m atters.

wa? with Mr. Hammer 1 was a p art of the tim e en­ 
gaged iu journalism . 
I bosght w hat was formerly 
tl»e San Diego / Jerald, in th e glorious days < f wit 
and editorial brilliancy, of the lamented Judge 
Ames and the lam ented Lieutenant Derby, and 
moved it t í several localities, with cha ge of name 
when necesearv, and it is now published as the Inyo 
Independent, in the county cf Inyo, California. 
It 
had cost me first and last many thousands of dollars, 
and after adding a new job office, 81,000, and many 
other needed conveniences, I loaned it for lion »t 
hire in Aurora, Nevada. 
“ But o, there many years 
it has been like the barro 11 fig tree.” 1 shall dig 
about it and prim e it by and by. 
We m ay set it down as certain th at when these 
proposed improvem ents are completed, there will 
be 110 more fl->otl?, and all the State and nation vviil 
be benefited thereby. 
And 1 am glad to know th a t 
our “ God-send’* Gen'ral Pacific Railroad Company 
(the men I mean) who have always helped everyone 
th at they' knew needed help, will be relieved of 
some ftiental cure and excitement, anil their roads 
benefited, b 7 a totcl and perpetual cessation of ter­ 
rible and expensive washoHt?. 
And I am happy also 
to know th at in tbe future extension of the city to 
Freeport there will be ample w aterfront for all tneir 
e/er-increasii g business, and I request, w hether I 
live or die, th at they be invited t » make their selec­ 
tions, “ w ithout money and w ithout price,” now, 
and take possession when they .please. 
I was personally acquainted with all those men in 
the 44 times th at tried men’s sou'»” in California 
from thirty-tw o years ago to the present time.

INSOHüIA, AND 
ECW 
TO 
WOO SLUM­ 
BERS 
SWEET. 


Insomnia is one of the most common and 
perplexing of the disorders which atilict the 
human race. Even healthy persons arc at 
times troubled w ith sleeplessness, while the 
nervous and ailÍDg often trace their uc- 
happy physical condition to the impossi­ 
bility of getting their required rest at 
night. 
The most skillful physicians have 
no panacea for sleepleesniss. 
Some per­ 
sons can sleep at will, no m atter w hat the 
hour of the day or the cares and responsi­ 
bilities of business life. 
The late Horace 
Greeley was a case in point. He could take 
his “ forty winks” in church, in a railway 
car, or at his writing desk, and, no doub% 
the habit prolonged his life, for he was 
frail of body, with an over-active mind 
and an excitable temperament. 
Napoleon 
I. was noted for the ease with which 
he w ent to sleep. 
For weeks 
at a 
time two hours sleep out of the twenty- 
four was sufficient for him. He is reported 
to have said : 
“ Different matters are 
arranged in my hca 1 as in drawers ; 
I 
open one drawer and close another as I 
wish. 
If I desire repose, I shut up ali 
the drawers and sleep. 
I have always 
slep-t when I wanted rest, and almost 
at 
w ill.” This 
happy faculty is not 
common, although in normally healthy 
persons, whose habits are regular, sleep 
! comes almost as soon a3 the head rests 
I upon the pillow. 
The new-born babe 
spends most of its time in sleep, while, as 
j a rule, robust persons require less sleep 
I than do those who are weak. According to 
| John Wesley, who gives it as his experi- 
encc after sixty years of close observation, 
a man in health requires from six to seven 
hours’ sleep, and a healthy woman from 
seven to eight. 
The great founder of 
Methodism, who dabbled in therapeutics at 
times, declares that sleep “ is preferable to 
any medicine 1 have known, both for pre­ 
venting and removing nervous disorders." 
Indeed medicine is of very little avail in 
such cases. 
The physician who prescribes 
opium, chloral or bromide of putassiuin, 
except in ▼ try peculiar cases, knows he is 
doing wrong. 
He is injuring his patient 
permanently and aggravates the trouble he 
is pretending to remove. 
In sleep, it is 
only the brain and nervous system which 
are at res'. All the functions of the body go 
on as ueuaL 
The nervous centers are re­ 
paired and strengthened, and doubtless the 
brain is in some way revitalized by the 
“ honey-heavy dew of elumber.” 
Much 
of the difficulty in dealing with insomnia is 
the reaction of the mind upon the body 
through the brain. 
Buriness cares, mental 
distress or a heavy Borrow will make a per­ 
son wakeful, even when all the physical 
functions are in perfect order. 
What, then, is a wakeful person to do if 
medicine is of no avail ? There are certain 
hygienic rules which it is well to bear in 
miud, as well as certain practices, some of 
which are apparently whimsical, but which 
really do sometimes induce slumber. 
Dur­ 
ing sleep, the blood in the head becomes 
lestened in quantity.QThere are physio­ 
logical reasons lor liclieving that a normally 
healthy person should sleep jiiter every 
hearty meal. 
Digestion requires a deter­ 
mination of blood to the stomach so as to 
stimulate the machinery by which the food 
is simulated in the system. 
Hence all 
through the brute creation sleep follcws 
the taking of food. 
The *iesta, or thp 
nap after dinner, which is the custom 
among the well-to-do iu all hot coun­ 
tries, is a sensible and healthful prac­ 
tice. 
It Í9 true that people who partake 
of their principal 
meal 
between day­ 
light and dark, and who do not usually 
eat before going to bed, are often dis­ 
turbed in their s’eep when they take a 
late supper, but this is because they have 
broken in npon a habit. 
The stomach 
and all its related organs rebel at unex­ 
pected demands npon them. 
A habit of 
late eating once es'ablisbed tends rather 
to help sleep, for the blood is withdrawn 
from the brain by the demands of the di­ 
gestive department of the system. 
One of 
the cures for dyspepsia is in forming the 
habit of sleeping after partaking of the 
principal meal o f the day. 
It has b.en 


given the uncouth term of the “ hog cure” 
for gastric disturbances. 
To induce sleep the head should be 
placed somewhat higher thau the rest of 
the body. 
If wakefulness Í9 apprehended, 
the application of cold water to the head 
and nape of the neck, while in a tepid 
bath, has been found useful, for it helps to 
draw the blood to the body, the condition 
precedent to all healthful slumber. 
Cold 
feet should be guarded against. 
A warm 
foot bath has often been found efficacious 
against insomnia. 
Feather beds and pil­ 
lows, which heat the back of the head, are 
objectionable, and slumber Í9 much more 
successfully wooed when lying on the side 
than on the back. 
Nightmare is a rare 
visitor to persons sleeping on the right or 
left side. 
The origin of frightful dreams 
can often be traced to a habit of sleeping 
liat on the back, which ia some persons so 
impresses the nervous centers as to create 
the vibrations in the brain which induce 
unpleasant sensations in sleep. 
It is quite true that the repetition of cer­ 
tain figures or words will often predispose 
to slumber. 
The counting of an imaginary 
flock of sheep as they jump over an imagin­ 
ary fence, counting a hundred backward 
and forward, going over the alphabet, and 
other whimsical devices, so as to induce a 
monotonous impression on the mind, has 
often been very effectual in bringing on 
natural sleep. 
Then, what may be termed 
hypnotic devices are sometimes useful to 
the woers of the drowsy god. 
These con­ 
sist of rolling the eyeballs about under the 
lids, fixing the attention upon the root of 
the nose with the lids closed, or projecting 
one’s self in imagination through the uni­ 
verse in a straight line. 
Any mental con­ 
ceit which gives an idea of length and 
endlessness, or which involves repetition, 
such as the jingle of nonsense and nursery 
rhymes, or the repeated delivery of trite 
aud unexciting verses, is often helpful. 
There are certain foods which provoke 
somnolent 
tendencies. 
Lettuce 
and 
celery 
contain 
slumber-inducing 
ingre­ 
dients. 
Persons who 
otherwise could 
not sleep have often found rest in the open 
air in a hop field, and the hop pillow of our 
grandmothers was supposed to have had its 
efficacy. 
But, unfortunately, hops under 
the head are apt to crackle when any 
change of position occurs, and the odor is 
not pleasant.—[The Hour.

Try to keep a pretty china cup and 
saucer, a delicate plate and small goblet, 
to present food on to the sick. 
One expert 
nurse always serves beef-tea and milk in a 
wine-glass; one of the thin bell shaped 
glasses, that hold more than they look to 
hold. 
A sick person will turn away from 
a bowl of soup and be pleased with a 
pretty cupful. 
Sick children, especially, 
are amused and pleased with the color and 
pattern of the cups and dishes, and there 
is a trace of the fretful child in the invalid. 
There is something in a small quantity. 
It does not tax the eye. 
Therefore al­ 
ways present just as little as you judge 
the invalid wants to sec. 
A coarse, 
white dinner-plate, 
heaped with food, 
will take away all appetite, while a 
small plats or saucer, especially if it is a 
pretty, dainty one, will be successfully 
cleared. 
A mauve saucer or a pick plate 
will coax a feverish patient to eat rice 
pudding or orange cream, or a few grapes, 
when all other arts have failed. 
There 
seems to be an appetite of the eye as 
well as of the stomach, and it must not 
be offended. 
Very often the effort to lift 
the head, even if persons are *ot dan­ 
gerously ill, disinclines them to take re­ 
freshing or nourishing drink. 
There is 
no need to disturb such sufferers by 
propping them up with -pillows and mak­ 
ing them lift their heads and change their 
position. 
A bent glass tube, sold for five 
cents at the apothecaries, is not a signal 
of extreme illness or lowness, except that 
the head may rest low. 
It simply means 
comfort, and that the invalid ueed not 
bo disturbed in a sick headache or ex­ 
treme fatigue, but can take the beverage 
provided without a change of position. 
The art of oomfort is not cure, but it 
goes a great way toward it.

SODA REMEDY IN BURNS AND SCiLDS. 


It is now many years ago (see the Lon­ 
don Medical Gazette of March, 1S44), that 
the author of this paper, while engaged in 
some investigations as to the qualities and 
effects of the alkalies iu inflammations of 
the skin, etc., was fortunate enough to dis­ 
cover that a saline lotion, or saturated so­ 
lution of the bicarbouated soua in either 
plain water or camphorated water, if ap­ 
plied speedily, or as soon as posFible, to a 
burned or scalded part, was most effectual 
in immediately relieving the acute burning 
paio ; and when the burn was only super­ 
ficial, or not Bevere, removing all pain 
in the course of a very short time, 
having also the very great advantage 
of 
cleanliness, 
and, 
if 
applied 
at 
once, of preventing the usual consequences 
—a painful blistering of the skin, sepa­ 
ration of the epidermis, and perhaps more 
or less of suppuration. 
For this purpose, 
all that is necessary is to cut a piece of 
lint, or old soft rag, or even thick blotting- 
paper, of a size sufficient to cover the 
burned or scalded parts, and to keep it 
constantly well wetted with the sodaic 
lotion so as to prevent its drying. 
By this 
meaus, it usually happens that all pain 
ceases in from a quarter to half an hour, 
or even in much less time. 
When the 
main part of a limb, such as the hand and 
fore-arm or the foot and leg, has been 
hurned, it is best, when practicable, to 
plunge the part at once into a 
jug, 
or pail, 
or 
other 
convenient 
vessel 
filled with the soda lotion, and keep 
it 
there 
until 
the 
pain 
subsides ; 
or the limb may bo swathed or encircled 
with a surgeon’s cotton bandage previously 
soaked in the saturated solution, and kept 
constantly wetted with it, the relief being 
usually immediate, provided the solution 
be saturated and cold. 
What is now 
usually sold as bicarbonate of soda is what 
I have commonly used and recommended ; 
although this is well known to vary much 
in quality according to where it is manu­ 
factured—but it will be found to answer 
the purpose, although probably Howard’s 
is to be depended on, the common carbon­ 
ate being too caustic. 
It is believed that a 
large proportion cf medical practitioners 
are still unaware of the remarkable quali­ 
ties of this easily applied remedy, which 
recommends itself for obvious reasons.—[F. 
Peppereorne, in l*tipular Science Monthly.
